Mr. 4. M. SEN GUPTA: I thank \ou for the {hh mission. I shall 
not he- more than six or seven minutes. 

You are jterhnps aware, Sir, that in pursuance* of the jwtlicy laid 
dow’n by the Indian National f'onjrrest* at ('awnpore and re<*onsidered 
and reiterated hy the All-lmlia (’onirress f'ominittec at Delhi, all 
members of this Cournil heloiij^inir to the Swarajya Party will with- 
draw from the Hou.se to-<lay. 

Two years we came into this Council with the intention of 

either puttinir an end to the pretenct^ of (loveniment (hat (hey carry 
on the ndministnition with (he consent of the iM*ople, or so mendini^ 
(he system of Oovemment as (/» W in accordance with the declared 
W'ishes of the people of India as exprrwsefl hy the Indian National 
Congress. Although we have not succeerled in accomplishing (He 
latter object, we havf* certainly succeeded in destroying Dyarchy. 
To-day no one can doubt that the Oorernnient is carried on by the 
airenta of the Indian Civil Service without even a semblance of the 
consent of the people. 
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liCi no one think for a moment that we regret the step that we 
have taken. On the contrary, we rejoice that our policy justified, 
iiml u the only one that we could follow in the circumstances that the 
pecpfi* of this country were placed in. Our policy is based on the 
piii.tiple that tyranny, open and frank, is sooner destroyed than 
tyranny clotlied with hyiM)crisy which makes people forget that there 
is tyianny at all. 

But apart from fearing off the mask from the face of the Bureau- 
cracy and allowing the vicious character of this system of Govern- 
ment in its nakedness, we have tried to voice the demands of the 
country and bring into prominence the legitimate but unrealised 
political riglits of the people. But what has been the attitude of the 
Government towards these demand^? We asked for the repeal of 
repressive laws — the r<‘ply of the (lovernment was the promulgation 
of the Ordinance. We asked for the release of jaditical prisimers — 
the reply was again arrests and det(*ntion of two members of this 
rouncil and nearly 2tH) ycning men of Bengal without charge and with- 
out trial. 

Kven a mo<lerate resolution brought buwnrd by the Indej>endent 
members of this House, supporting transfer of more subjects from 
the lU^sened to the Transfened Department, although carried in 
this House with overwhelming majority, was totally ignoreil by the 
Government. 

Two months before his death, that far-siglited statesman, De.sh- 
bandhu Ghittaninjan Das, than whom India never hud a greater or 
nmre stuhhorn fighter, made that mdde gesture of |S'aee at Faridpur 
only to la* spurned hv the powers that be. But, perhaps, it is just 
as well that the (foverument refuses to listen to our reaaonahle 
demands. Ferhaiis it is necessary ft»r the speedy attainment of the 
freedom of our ('ountry that the (foveriiment should prm'eed in its 
mad career of imprisonment and detention of public men and workers 
without clmrge and without trial, and attempt to tighten its grip on 
the nation nmre itdentlessly and ruthlessly, so that the nation may 
fwd evermore the ahsidute necessity of immediately putting an end 
to the system of Government under which such things are pcmsible. 

We go out to the couritrv* to .siH*k her approval of the jKdicy that 
we have ao fur followed in this (^mncil. We go out to the country to 
aet'k her mandate on our future |»olicy. We go out to the country to 
gather strength and inspinttion. We go out to the country with tha 
full faith that our countrymen will not only annrove of the policy 
that we have so far folloa*ed in this Council, hut will also so strengthen 
oUr hands that the great disadvantage of being in a minority will he m 
thing of the past. 
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1 do not want to peep into the future or to nnticifNite ooninit 
ereiiis. , But even if on our coniinfr Imck in larger nuniliem and with 
added strength in 1927, we find the Bureaucraey still unrelenting, 
still obdurate, still unresponsive to national desires, then. Sir, I 
have no doubt that the nation will not Inviitate to employ other and 
more eflfeotive, though quite legitimate weaixms, as the last reaort 
of a diwinned, down-trwlden and (oppressed people.

In moving the demand of Rs. •‘l9,H4,<KMt for ** 5- -l4iiid Revenue 
I beg to inform the Couni il that siiire the estimate for Survey end 
Settlement was framed, it has again Wii earefully eiaminwl by the 
Director of I>oiid R«cor<la and by (lovernmeni itit>ecialiy in view of the 
criticism mode by some members of this House during the general 
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discuMion on the Budget when it was mentioned that a cut was made by 
the Council last year but was restored by the certificate of His Excel- 
lency the Governor, and yet the revised estimate shows that a large 
saving has in fact been effected. This revised estimate is calculated to 
be above Rs. 19,59,000. Now, the estimates placed before the Council 
are based on calculations of the amounts required for carrying out work 
which is necessary; the present estimate represents the cost of carry- 
ing on the major settlements according to the settled programme and 
the minor oj>erations that periodically become necessary. The faf‘t 
that the Director of Land Records has now suggested n reduction does 
not mean that any of the work for which provision was made is not 
necessary. Sir, I must hold that this is necessary and will have to bo 
done later; but the Director of Laud Records thinks that he cannot 
<arry out with his present staff all the works for which the estimate 
provides, and, therefore, some of it will have to wait. This is rathci 
unfortunate, as it means that work buig overdue, such as the tempc>- 
rary settlements in Mymensingh district, will again have to be post- 
poned, hut Government recognise the desirahility of not making tein|>o- 
rary additions to the Settlement staff, and, therefore, propose to uccejit 
a reduction of Hs. 2,(K),()()0 in the demand. Of this amount about 
Rs. 1,45,900 will he eut from Major, and Rs. .55,000 from Minor 
Settlement Operations, hut until the figures have been further examined 
Government would prefer to accept a general cut from the head “ 50 — 
Survey and Settlement ” and not from any minor head or unit. We 
shall, therefore, opjswe motions for rwluctioii oi particular items, hut 
will accept a irntdified reduction of Rs. 2,(k).000 (Ui erne (»f the motions 
for reducing the demand of Hs.

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MR AMULYA DHONI ADDYl I beg to move that the demaad 
of Rtf* 8,09,600 under the head 6C — XHatrict Executire Eatahliah* 
iiient>^Iaapector8 and Sub-Inapeetors be reduced by R«.

The Diatrict ExecutiTe eatabliahment ahowa the largreai increaae 
in the department of excise. From the actual in the year 1924-25, 
Ra. 7,68,748 the estimate has gone up to Rs. 8»32,000. 

Before 1915 there had been no expenditure for *’ Superintendence " 
as the duties of this office had bet^n performed by a Deputy Collector 
who in addition to his other duties us Deputy Magistrate and Deputy 
Collector discharged the function of this office quite satisfactorily. 
It took them only few hours every week to mnimge the excise office. 
So, the Government should curtail expenditure from other items under 
this head to meet the additional expenditure entailed from the 
separation of the functions id the Superintendents of Excise from the 
hands of Deputy Collec tors. Generally, there are 2 Inspectors and 8 
Sub-Inspectors in each district and there is also a Superintendent in 
each district. So I think there should l>e a reduction either of their 
number or of their pay. In the year 1915, the Bengal Salt Depart- 
ment was added to the Excise Deportment . The Bengal Retrench- 
ment Committee remarks: 

We consider this is sirsightforsard preventire work that requires no technical 
exforience and we would transfer it to the local police. Very litUe excise work 
is done by the sUtf employed to prerent and to detect offences in regard to salt, 
and what little has to he done could lx* carried out by the regular excise staff 
by A slight rtHfistrihution of work. The necessity for (qiecisl salt staff therefore 
disappears and^ we would aUdish the posts of 6 Insfiertors, ^ Bub-Inspectors, 193 
petty officers and 133 peons. Nine big busts and five party lioats could be diS' 
pensod with at once without any loos of efficiency. 

So it will appear that even a Committee appfiinted by 0<»vi*mnii*nt 
NUggested a reduction in this matter. But not withstanding the fact 
1 am aatoniahed to find that the Government has l>een increasing the 
expenditure on this head from year to year. It further appeam frtim 
the estimate that though the number of oflScem has been reduced 
from 225 to 214 yet the amount has Wn iiHreaseil from Re. 2,90,060 
to Re, 3,09,f»00. My suggestion is not to make any further increase 
but to put a stop to it in accordance with the iuggeetiona of the 
Bengal Retrenchment Committee. My hon'ble friend in charge of 
Local tSdf-Government has made allegation against me that I have 
been sleeping over the matter. But it appears that the Government 
iteelf has been sleeping over the report of the Retrenchment Committee 
appointed by the Government itself.

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Mr* !• VILLIEM: Sir, with your permiMion I wish ** to more that 
the demand of Rs. 23,77,000 under the head ‘ 6 — Excise * be reduced 
hr Re. 1.'' 

In moving for this reduction. Sir, I wish to make it clear at the 
outset that I am not 8{>eaking officially in the name of the £uro[>ean 
group. Moreover, 1 labour under the serious handicap laid upon me 
by our mutual friends, the Swarajists, by their walking out and not 
having had sufficient time to prepare the soul-stirring 8])eech with which 
I had hoped to stir them to a state of frenzied indignation ! But, Sir, 
the points which I propose to raise in connection with this one-rupee 
•cut will speak for themselves. In the first place I wish to draw the 
Attention of the House to a Budget system which 1 can only charac- 
terise as rotten, depending as it does for over 22 per cent, of its revenue 
on such a thing as drink, the consumption of spirits, the smoking of 
opium and so on. In the second place I wish to register my emphatic 
condemnation of the amazing apathy displayed by Government in the 
handling of the situation and the way in which they appear entirely 
to disregard the question of the growing consumption of spirits in this 
province. 

Now, Sir, the jMiint that is always put forward by Government is 
that in making Excise a source of revenue they do so with the avowed 
intention of encouraging the minimum of consumption but at the same 
time of raising the maximum of revenue. Now, Sir, should the ques- 
tion of priority arise as Iwtween these two objectives, I should like to 
ask the Government which would take the priority — the decrease in 
consumption of spirits or the decrease of revenue — what iK>sition would 
Government take upJ' Personally 1 have not the slightest hesitation 
in saying that no matter how keen the Government are in seeing the 
consumption of spirits reduced, the question of revenue would take 
paramount iriqMirtance with them. Moreover, Sir, thi.s is not merely 
A matter of my own opinion since the figures themselves go a very h lig 
way in sulwtantiating this. A cursory glance at the Report on the 
Administration of the Excise Department will show that since the 
year 1921 the revenue under this head has increasefl from Rs. 1,83,00,009 
to no less than Rs, 2,15,00,000. Further, it cannot be maintained 
that this increase in revenue is simply due to higher prices or a better 
eystem of collection since the figures of consumption give a contrary 
Answer. The increase in country spirit in one year, the last year dealt 
with in the rei^ort, is 11,534 gallons and in imported liquor 30,000 
gallons, and the number of licences granted has increased in one year 
by 315— getling on for one per day throughout the year. 

Now. Sir, I would remind the Government that in 1922 they Accepted 
ibe primuple of local option thereby showing that so far as tn them 
lay they intended in words— I am sorry to say they Have not translated 
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it in ibed— to givo their sympathetic attention to the question of the 
disoommgement of the drinking of spirits in the province. Moreover, 
when the matter was dealt with by the Bombay Excise Commission 
several suggestions were made all of which seem to me to give a willing 
Government a lead in the matter of evolving some sort of policy which, 
taken either to toto or in a modified form, would enable them to 
formulate some definite policy of progressive diminution for the future. 
I do not suggest that they should seek to introduce sudden and drastic 
prohibition for not only do 1 believe that to be incapable of being put 
into effect in a practical form, but I lielieve the system to be wnmg 
and fundamentally unsound. But leaving this drastic method aside, 
there are various other possifde suggestions which can l»e considered 
and it is in order to bring them again to the notice of Government that 
I am moving thi.s reduction of Re. 1. There is, for insiaiiie, the ques- 
tion of local option. The objection will be raised that it bristles with 
difficulties — the difficulty of the franchise, the iin[M>ssihility of bringing 
in local option under the present system of franchise and the difficulty 
of educating public opinion on the subject, and so on and s<» forth, but 
Government might make an attempt in this directi»ui. Then there i* 
the question of the contrtd of the supply of spirits to shops and the 
control of the percentage of alcohol in the liquor supj)ly. In answer 
to that I have, no doubt, that the time-honoured fKunt will be raise<i 
that as wK)n as <u»e starts tam}>eritig with the control of liipior it will 
encourage illicit distillation. I cannot accept that as an auswer. And 
finally, of course, there is always the very simple method of giving 
wider powers to the Board of ('ontrol. Sir, whatever steps they take, 
whether they take one of the suggeslioiiH that 1 have mentioned, 
w’hether they take any one of them us a whede c»r in a miKlified fc»rm, 
T lio|>e that some fertile bruin in the (lovernment will be able to evolve 
a means of dealing with the (jiiestion. I think we should BlaM>lutely 
insist uiKjn Government laying down some definite policy I do not 
mind if thi.s {wdiiy takes 10, 20 or dO years to l»ecotiie effective— but 
there should l>e .wme definite policy aiming at the progressive diminu- 
tion in the (^onsumptiou of spirits in this province, and 1 ask the House 
to insist with me on some steps being taken by (Government to achieve 
this end.

Mw Diil PROiAO KHAITANS Kir, 1 riec? to aupport the motion 
that baa been moved by my friend Mr. Villiera. He baa in fact itaied 
almoat everything that had to be aaid, and if I have rtaen to apeak 
on tbia occoaion, it ia only to expreaa my heart ieat aympathy with 
the object wblcb be baa laid before the G«»venimeiit for oonaideration. 
There ia, no doubt, that lip sympathy haa often been given by all 
the Govemmente for the addition, or even the gradual abolition of 
the evil of drinking dpirituoua liquors, but what practial atepe have 
been taken by them in this direction if ia not yet known. It ia quite 
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true that the vm-ioti* offieera who hairc been in charge of the depart- 
ment have felt the greatest nympathy with the object underlying the 
motion that ia before the Houae at present ; but if they are in earnest, 
then some stheiue <Jould easily be deTised by which there would be a 
gradual reiluction — a steady reduction — of the evil that has taken 
b(dd of the country. If steady endeavours are made, there cran be 
no doubt whatsoever that some scheme may be devised by which the 
objec t may be attained. When the department is in the hands of the 
Nawab Eahadnr, I have no hesitation in thinking that, having regard 
to the religion which he follows, he will have the utmost sj-mpothy 
with us in this mutter, and that during his regime he will evolve 
some scheme which w’ill put info practical operation the good that is 
intcmled hy this motion to be achieved. 

Mr. 8. C. MUKERcItS Sir, 1 congratulate Mr. V^illier.s on the 
ainenduient which he hu.s tiiovod. For five years I have been under 
the impression that this is a subjec t in which the Kuropean membei*s 
take no interest. (Question!) 1 am very glad that it has been ques- 
tioned; that is exactly what 1 want. W’dl, Sir, (lovernment have a 
dt‘finite excise i>oli<y. That pidicy has enunciated from time 

to lime in this House and 1 know that (lovernment have steadily and 
c'onsistently fiursued that poliej. Hut what 1 wiuit the (fovernment to 
know is that the excise jadicy of (iovernment is not the jsdi(\v of the 
people of India. India wants pccdiihition. The All-India Temperance 
Conference, which was held only the other day at Ihdhi, and which 
was a representative ccuifereiiee of the* whole of India, enunciated pro- 
hibition as the {lolicv of the Indiun |H*npl(> in this mutter. 

Hut, Sir, in the year IT<1 in thin very t’ouncil I made a very 
moderate recpiest, and a irsolution demanding the policy of hwal option, 
was accepted in the month of August, 1921, and the Member 

who is in charge of this Department to-day was in charge of that 

Depiirtinent at that time. Four years have gone hy .since then, anct 
still that jH)licv of Icwal opthm has m»t l>een given eff<»ct to. The 
Governntent pedicy is miiiimuiii of consumption (^insistent with maxi- 
imnii of revenue. The re.sult is, as years roll on. we have a maxi- 
mum of revenue with a niaxiiuuni of c'oiisuniption, and with the 

revenue that we get from F.xcise we w*ant to build the Empire and 
the Natioii-HuiUUng Departments, The aedd test for Government ia — 
where is the money to come from if Excise revenue is to be abandoned? 
I have given one simple answer; that we would rather go in for 
additional taxation. (A vou'e: No, not taxation.) You may not 
want it. but I would nither go in for additional taxation than to have 
this revenue from this evil which has meant the degradation and 
ruination of the (leopte of this country. I give my wholehearted sup- 
port to the motion of Mr, Villiera.

Jt 
appetii *from‘ the Bndjret ilself that the actual expenditure under 
thin head of Exciae in the year 191*4-25 wn« R?«, 14.9.1, (KM) but in this 
Budget it ia proposed to im rease it Rs. 27.51, (KK). tui increment of 
85 per cent., during two years. 

Sir, it appears from the reptui <»f the Retrenchment (’ommittee 
that they suggested a reduction of Rs. 5,02.(H)0. but instead of making 
any reduction whatever in accordance with the unujiiinous recom- 
mendations of that (V)Uimittce, (torernineiit has thought it fit to in- 
crease the expenditure by 85 per cent. Now, Sir, this (’oinmittee 
came to this conclusion after hearing ItXS witnesses, after hearing 
some of the leading members of this Coumil. and taking into con- 
siderations the opinion of seveml important public iHulies of Cahuitta 
and other districts of Ihuigal. 

Sir, if appears from the said rep<irt itself that in the vchi 1913-14 
the expenditure for the jiay of salaries of officers wuh Us. 0.2(1, (KHh 
hut in the year 1922-23 it went up to Rs. 17.18.(KK) and in this Budget 
it has been douhle<l. 

As regards Travelling Allowances, the amount of expuiditure has 
been going up from year to year. I would si?nply dniw ytiur atten- 
tion to the report of this C'ommittee on the question of travelling and 
other allowances. They said; 

That they have no doubt that in many inwtani'ea traveUing atlovance ia a 
source of ctmaidernble profit Ui the officern concerned. entitled to travel 

first ciaiui by tram actually travelled Ne<'«tiKi cla^ii and drew* fimt claaa allowaru'ea. 
and tours were conducted in long and uneconomical train jouroe.in. 8(>fs*ific 
inatanoea of extravagance have been brought to the notice of Government. 

So it appears, Sir, that the amount of travelling allowance has l^een 
going up from year to year notwithstanding the unanimous recom- 
mendation of a (’ommittee appointed hy the Goveniweiit itself. 

It may be said that this is really a vote of censure, but 1 am 
extremely sorry to say, Sir. that the (lovernroent has, so far as the 
administration of this depart merit is concerned, deserved it. Sir, we 
find that there is a deficit of Rs. 32 lakhs in this Budget, and we have 
not been able to rciluce any taxati<m whatever during the last three 
years; on the contrary, wc have Ireen under the fraioful necessity of 
increasing taxation. Notwithstanding these farts Government has 
not found any way of reducing the expenditure, on the contrary, it has 
increased from year to year. What have we done during the last three 
years for the introduction of primary education and for (he supply of 
drinking water in the miifassal, practically nothing, 

Mr. PRitlDlNTs That has nothing to do with (he Excise Depart* 
CM^nt. 
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Mni AMULYA OHONi ADDYs 1 admit tliat, Sir, but hayings 
regard to the fact that there is a deficit in the Budget, having regard 
to the fact that the Retrenchment Committee baa made recbmmenda- 
tiona for reducing expenditure, Government haa provided in the 
Budget for increaaed expenditure from year to year, and having 
regard to the abuse made by the officers concerned by way of Travelling 
Allowance, I thinh. Sir, Government would have been justified in 
accepting some at least of the suggestions of the members of this 
Council for reduction. On the contrary, we find Government has not 
thought it fit to reduce even a single farthing, therefore I think the 
Council would be right in passing this vote of censure. 

Mr* Ml OAUDS Mr. President, 1 rise to support the motion of my 
friend Mr. Villiers, and my grounds for doing so are the following: 
Government have persistently followed a policy which is not the jiolicy 
of the people of Bengal. Government are deriving a revenue of 
Rs. 23,77,000 from this head “ Excise By deriving this revenue 
Government is practically telling the people of this country that 
temperance is a thing which should not be considered, but on the other 
hand, Government is rather advising the people to have resort to 
drinks and drugs. From a labour point of view I criticise the policy 
of Goveniment because they have permitteil drugs shops and liquor 
shops to l)e located just in front of mill gates, thereby in a way induc- 
ing workmen to sj»end their hard-earned money on drugs and liquors. 
This is one aspe<?t of the question. 

Another as])ect is that in this city of Calcutta every day we hear 
in the columns of newspapers, cocaine and opium smuggling going on 
in broad daylight. Even Mr. Keays, the Additional Chief Presi- 
dency Magistrate, observed this, in two cases in his judgment. What 
have you done, you have done nothing. All you have done is to appoint 
a Committee, and you have shelved the matter. If this is the policy 
of the Government then practically you are asking the people to spend 
their money on drugs and liquors, and my hon’ble friend, Mr. Villiers, 
rightly observed that if your intention is to derive so much revenue 
frt)m this department, you cannot look to the gowl of the people, 
because if you asked the people not to addict themselves to drinking 
and drugs, then naturally you will not get that revenue from Excise. 

This is the policy of Government so far as this item is concerned. 
Government must find a way to change this Excise jiolioy in future. 
The third aspect of the questiou relates to (he licenses granted to 
vendors. These drug and liquor shops, although a rule has been made 
by the Government that shops will l)e given to vendors on the system 
of nomination and not on auction, yet you are not giving the best 
oousideration to the appUcations for vendorsbip of persons belonging 
to the Anglo-Indian or Muhammadan community. You are allowing 
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tbe$e akop» to be rnn by otben and if Mabammadans and Angh>> 
Indian come up for abops yon won’t allow them them shopa. So there 
is an abtolute monopoly for these vendors' belouRing to men of one 
comimuiity and this policy I condemn. 

On these grounds I support the motion of Mr. Villiers. 

Tlw HOfl*M§ Ufa da DONALD a I am not answering for the policy 
of Government, but I would like to .^ay a very few wortls about Babu 
Amulya Dhone Addy’s remarks regarding pmvision in the Budget under 
(his head. The Finance I)e[)ar(ment take a lot of trouble to give tir 
much information as they can in (hi.** Ixsik (Financial Statement) about 
the budget, but it seems that (he memlier has not taken the troublr 
to read the book at all. If he will bwk at page 2H he will see that 
every thing he has said nliout increase in ex|H»nditnre is incorrect. 
There has been a gradual reduction in exi»enditure every year, nn«f 
the big jump this and last year is due to the fact (hat the payment 
to the Government of India for the cost of opium in stfM‘k in Bengar 
treasuries has Imen included in full in the exjieiiditure side of fhw 
Budget and not taken m a deduct entry. 

(At this stage the Council was adjourned for 10 minutes.) 

(After the adjouniment.) 

Dr. H. W. B. MORENOs I do not care to give a silent vote on m 
matter of such iniportuiK’e, es()e(*ialiy as it affects my community in 
particular. I am in favour of the retluction of the Excise deitmiitf 
by Be. 1, as a vote of censure against the present Excise jmlicy of the 
Government. There always has l»een a great deal of quibbling alsmt 
‘‘the minimum of consumption and the maximum of revenue*'; but 
there is no denying that the Excise jKilicy of the Government, at the 
present moment, is one of drift — a question of lau$fz faire and unlesa 
and until we have something <lefini(e from Government for the 
improvement of the present state of affairs so far as their Excise {sdicy 
is concerned, this demand of the Government will continue to Inr 
attacked and a cut made should act as a vote of censure, seeking as it 
does to criticise the present Excise |K)licy of the Government. 

There is another matter to which Mr. Daud has alluded, aiij 
I should like to emphasise it— it in this — that Government give facili- 
ties to workmen, by this I include |>eople of the artixan claiw, employeiT 
in mines, quarries, in mills and other such centres, to have liquors aniT 
drugs conveniently near by their spheres of employment. This causes 
a serious drain upon the income of these poor people and tenders n 
great many of them iienuiless. These facilities allow them to spendf 
their last farthing in drink or other harmful drugs. 

Although I may appear contradictory, I should like ahio to point 
out the a maaia g fact ihai, whereas other communities manage to secure 
Heeiiaet for hotels and restaurants in Calcutta and round about, nir 
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Anglo-Indian is ever given any chance although »nch places are to a 
ureat extent frequented by Anglo-Indians as they are by Europeans. 
It is very remarkable, as Mr. Daud has pointed out, that Anglo-Indians 
are not given any chance in this respett. At present Anglo-Indians 
are forced to patronise the hotels and restaurants owned by Europeans, 
mostly foreigners, and thereby they help to swell the jaaikets of others 
to their own detriment. 

With these remarks I support the motion for reduidion of the 
Excise deigand by He. 1 by way of vote of censure on the present 
Excise fmlicy of the Govern men t. 

(After Dr. H, W. B. Moreno had finished, Mr. G. S. Dutt, Secre- 
tary to Government, Department of Agriculture and Industries, rose 
to speak.) 

Mr. PRESIDENT: Do I understand that you are going to reply 
on behalf of Government, Mr. DuttP 

SECRETARY t0 GOVERNMENT, DEPARTMENT of AGRICUL- 
TURE aiM INDUSTRIES (Mr. G. S. Dutt): Yes, Sir. 

Mr. PRESIDENT: Then, I think, I should give other members who 
jsre willing to speak an opportunity to do so. 

Mr. P. E. JAMES: I should never accuse Dr. Moreno of con- 
Eistency in his sfieeches. He is never consistent. In fart he is con- 
sistent ill his own inconsistency. I would like to draw Dr. Moreno’s 
attention to the R«»port of the Excise Commissioner that ha.s been pub- 
lished in which it is statesl that an unusually large number of licenses 
for whole sale and retail drink w'ere issued during the year 
1924-25, The numlier of additional licenses issuimI during that 
year is JUKI, more or less. And in the places where the licenses 
were granted I cannot help noticing that Dr. Moreno's com- 
munity is not slow in taking advantage of the late closing of liquor 
ahops ! 

On the general question of excise I should like to make one or 
fwo olmervutiuns. In the first place I think notice should be taken in 
♦his House of the very definite change in the general policy of the 
<Iovernuient <»f India and thnmgb that Government, of the provincial 
<lovemmeuts. in the matter of the opium trade. Thcuie who have 
tend His Excellency the Viceroy’s speech in the liegislative A.ssembly 
in which a reference was made to the future policy of the Government 
of India in regard to opium, cannot help realising that an enoru'cnti 
change has coma over the situation and Government have trememlrmsly 
modified their attitude in regard to opium. This they have done as 
tfhc result of steady constitutional pressure inside the House and

presam oi public opinion outside the House, it is unforiunste that 
one ciiuic^ congrratulate either the GoTemipent of India or the Got* 
ernmeni of Bengal on the same readiness on their part to listen to 
public Opinion in the matter of drink. Ever since the resolution on 
local option was passed by this Council in 1921 pressure has been 
brought to bear upon the Government within and without the House 
to modify their excise policy. 

The complaint of thase who are in favimr of temperanw reform is 
not that Government have not iniMlibetl their ptdicy but that they have 
not modified it sufficiently. During the last five years certain modi* 
Heat ions in the Government excise policy have been hrtmght about 
but the result Ls far from what it .should be. 'Ihe Mon’ble Mr. Donald 
who was for some time the Member in (barge »»f Excise is jieculiarly 
sensitive in the matter of Excise and natunilly so, because he is also 
the Finance Member, and what touches ex(*ise t(»U(*hes finance. He 
hafr always l>een extremely glad to note in his Budget sf>e<*<’hi»s an 
increase in excise revenue and a decrease in the consumption of 
country spirit. But he does not say anything alHiut Ihe ('orrespoiul* 
ing and more tlmji (‘orrcs|Mm(ling increase in the cimsumpiion of 
foreign liquor, particularly, foreign spirits. Those who know this 
(luestion in Bengal thoroughly, state in iw. uncertain voice that there 
is leally a serious increase, among the Indian conimnnities in particular, 
in the consumption of boeign Ibpior. 


1 should like to ask Goveniment.to tell us in s(» many words what 
actual steps they have taken during the last three or four veai^ t.> 
discourage the (onsumption of li<|Uor. We know the steps they have 
taken to increase the r€V('nue from excise but what steps have they 
taken to diminish the consumption of liquor and spirits, etc. I w^ld 
urge the Government to regard this matter syini*thetic4iUy. The 
Government must be aware that outside this House there f ow. 

ing feeling amongst every community in the country that the Ucm 
policy of Government is all wrong and that more steps sl^ld 

be taken to diminish the consumption of liquor. The reprwKinUtione 
of the Temperance Keforra Movement to Government so far aa I have 
been able to gather are almost of no avail.

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The impression outside temperance circles would be as unfortunate 
as the impression within temperance circles, and I am sure Government 
would not wish to add to their difficulties in this way. 

I would also like to ask Government whether they do not consider 
that it m'ould be to the public advantage to contempbte to the appoint- 
ment of an Excise Committee somewhat on the lines of the Excise 
Committee recently appointed in Bombay. Whatever may be said 
of the rejMii't of the Bombay Excise Committee, it must be admitted on 
all hands tj|at they did their job thoroughly, that they have produced 
suggestions of various kinds, and, more than all,- that they have put 
fomard const motive proposals dealing with the difficult question of 
the financial implications. I do not know whether Govemment have 
considered this question very carefully; but I throw it out as a serious 
siiggestiofi and I In^pe that in future Govemment will be a little more 
sympathetic to the representations of those who have the welfare of 
India at heart and who believe in the reform of the people not only 
through legislation, but also through social pressure with the help 
of Gfjvernment. 


Dft Ha Wt Ba MORENO* As u point of personal explanation, may 
I have your fKU’inissicm to say a few words? Mr. Janies has attacked 
me on the ground of inconsistency, In^t me tell him that I was not 
dealing at all on the question of closing hotels and luiuor shops, later 
or earlier, I was dealing only with the matter of granting licenses to 
Anglo-Indians to <»pen hotels and restaurants for the benefit of Anglo- 
Indians. I trust, then, Mr. James will see that there i.s some con- 
sistency in all my inconsistencies l«» which he has alluded. 


Mr. G. 8. DUTT: I find some difficulty in dealing with this ques- 
tion of the Government’s excise indicv owing to the fact that different 
Speakers have approached it from different )>oiiits of view. Mr. 
Mukerji w’ould have it that Government should accept prohibition as 
their jxilicy as recommended by a recent conference. I would how- 
ever, remind him that in 1921 thi< very (.Vuncil rejected a resfdution 
in favour of prohibition. Therefore, so far as this Council is con- 
cerned, prohibition has lieen rejetded definitely, and until this Council 
is prcfMired to pass a resolution re<'ommendiiig this policy Govem- 
ment would not be justified in moving in the direction of coercing one 
eecdion of the community into nbatinence to meet the moral scrufdee 
of another section. The other members who have spoken have not 
advocated prohibition but they have confined their remarks to a con- 
aidemtion of restrictive methods in dealing with excisable articlee. 

Dr. Moreno has characterised Government's Excise policy as one 
of drift ", and Mr. Janies has criticised it as unsympa^etic. 1 
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m&y whatever criticisms may b« leTelled agamst tbe 

excis# GoTernment, it cau hardly be said to be one of diift 

(,r of iWirft of sympathy. 

The last time that a resolution was |>assed on this subject was in 
1921, eif., the resolution of Mr, Mukerji which had two sections; 
The first was that the application of the principle of Imal option to 
municipal areas should be tried as the first step towunls the full 
realisation of the policy of self-Governinent in excise adiniiiif<tration. 
That was a very restricted reconnHendation — it only nTerml to the 
trial of the principle of local optiini in inunicifu)! areas. The second 
position of the resolution referred to the ac(«'ptanre of the policy of 
restricted consumption — 

(i) by the levying of an enhancvtl duty am! an incmisc of letail 

market prices; 

(ii) by the reduction in the luiinber of sho|)s and the stiii t ap- 

plication of depurtniental rules to the sites of sho|ks; 

Oil) the limitation of the hours of sale; and 

(ic) the reduction of the issm‘ of strengths. Government have 
fully accepted this part of the residution not only in 
spirit 

Mr, E« VILLIER8: May I know what has been done? 

Mr. G. 8. DUTT: As I was saying tfovernniciil have accepted 
this portion of the resolution n(»t onl\ in spirit but in letter as well— 
that is to say, the number of shops are laong reduced, the houii* of 
sale have been restricted, the issue of strength has l»een re<luced and 
the duty has been increased lately. Mr. \ illicrs has complained that 
the number of foreign liquor licenw^s has l»een actually jnc4^ase4l by 
over 300. This is however misleading. The increase here relate* 
to temporary licenses of an emergent character in connection wilh 
amusements and socdal entertainments and to the allowance of late 
closing hours in Calcutta to meet the exigencies of soi ial enteHain- 
ments. These are not really regular licenses and can hardly lie 
counted as such. 

TS^e were dealing recently w^ith the <|ueslion of <qi}iini and it was 
found that the consumption in Calcutta and the neighbouring places 
was much above the standard fixes! by the IsNigne of Nations. As 
the Council is aware, Government at once raised the duty and the 
retail price of opium per seer by Rs. 20. Bimilarly, Governnieiit 
recently found that the consumption of g^nja was going up very 
rapidly and there is a proposal at the present moment under their 
consideration, orders on which are expected to issue very shortly, to 
the duty and the retail price of gunja by Be. 10 per seer,

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and that of charat by B«. 20 per »ecr. Therefore it is evident that 
Government are fully alive to the importance of the question of the 
reduction of the facilities for consumption. 

As early as 1914 Government declared very clearly their excise 
policy in a resolution in the following words: — 

The eettled policy of Goveroment is to minimise temptation to those who do 
not drink and to discoarage excesses amongst those who do; and in furtherance 
of this policy all considerations of revenue must be absolutely subordinated. 

In the face of this, it is not correct to say that Government are 
not Nyinpathetic towards temperance, or that they do not realise the 
necessity of (hecking the consumption of these articles. The whole 
question ies(»lvt‘H itself to one of method as to how this is to be 
brought about and that is the question which Government have Wen 
considering ever since 1921. As I have said, one portion of the 
Count‘il resolution was accepted and the other i>ortion referred to the 
application of Im'al option t4i municipal areas. Government took up an 
investigation into this latter (piestioii and asked the opinions of Dis- 
trict Officers in 1924. The majority «>f District Officers reported that 
if any policy of bsal option was introduced, it would W inoi)erative 
and that there wa.s a widespread fear of undue religious and stxial 
indueiici' being exen ised. The question is thus one of extreme diffi- 
culty and I am sure the (-ouiicil will realise this. Mr. James has 
refened to the Homhay Government’s deliberations and investigations 
into exi'ise matters. That Govennnent have, after very careful con- 
sideration, definitely rejected local option as a practical policy. I 
would refer him to the report of the Domlmy Committee and to the 
resolution of that Government. Here, therefore, we have got up to 
date material before us. Mr. Villieis says that Government do not 
wish to move: this is not correct. If Government do not* move, it is 
iMH'tiuse they are faced with insu()erable difficulties in devising effective 
methods for restricting consumption without at the same time giving 
a premium on illicit trade. If you do not accept prohibition it is 
very difficult to see how you can have loceJ option, because local 
option in the conditions which now exist in Bengal will practically 
mean prohibition. In rural areas you have one shop for a large area, 
say, for a radius of seven or eight miles, and sometimes more. Aboli- 
tion of such a shop means a total denial of facilities in that area and 
therefore prohibition. Again local option will mean a lefereiidum fo 
the villagers over a radius of seven or eight miles as to whether they 
wish to abolish a shop seven or eight miles awayt Moot villagers 
will he ignorant or indifferent on such a issue and there will be a tug 
of \'ar between the prohibitionists on the one hand and (he trade on 
the other, to persuade them to give their votes in favour, of one side 
or the other, and it will be a pure gamble as to which sivie will gain 
the pieponderance. The result would be not a real local opGon but a 
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p*e«^al option We all know, Sir. to^y. Uie danger, i«. 
herent tr. an electoral campaign among an. ignorant and in Meunt 
popnlnt^. In municipal areas we have, no doubt, a more manage- 
able and more inteUigent electorate, but here the difficulty is tbis- 
that in moat rnunicipalities there is only one shop of each Aind and 
l<K;al option will mean a clear issue as to the abolition of this single 
shop and, theiefore, a total denial of facilities; or in .rther words 
prohibition, ^ot that Govenimenl hare yet decided definitely against 
Iwal option but I mention these to show the difficulties which iK-set 
this question. Government have now got an eshaustive report sub- 
nutted verj- recently by the Excise Commissioner on the whole ques- 
tion. This report has just been printed. Government have Ih-cii very 
carefully considering the whole question from every (mint of view and 
they are impressed with the difficulties of dealing with l.sal option. 
As I have already explained Government have not vet arrived at any 
final opinion on this matter and they will welcome' any expiession of 
opinion and practical suggestions from memliers of Council on this 
very thorny Huhje<t. 


We have had various criticisms on the tiovernrnent’s jHiluy to-day 
fioin meniliers, but I may say that no praetten) suff);restinit<« have 
been offered except a jrenenil sujr^festion regartlinff hMul option. It 
IS, as I have said, a question fniuffht with difficult ics--to put if very 
mildly. The only practical suKffcstion that has In^en offereil is that 
by Mr. Tames, that (bivernment should appoint a conimitti^iv Well, 
Sir, committees are evidently the order of the day hut I doubt whether 
any refusal purpose will lie serv<*<i by merely apfHiintinjr a < ommitlee. 
Mr. James realises, I think, that the question is fraii|tfht with such 
difficulties that Gfivernment cannot by a stroke of the pen sc.Ive the 
whole ((uestion of excise fad icy and that is why he has suif crested the 
appointment of a committee. Well, Sir, us I have trinl to show 
(Government are now invest i^atin#? into the question. We have m*w 
a system w'hich, in the circumstances of the country, is workirijr fair- 
ly well although if is not a jierfect one. WV have in municipal areas 
the Miinicipiil Hoanl as the Advisory (Vmtmittee, and in rural areas the 
Ijocal Hoard as the a^dvisory (Vmimittee. and their opinions on the 
matter of the bs’ation of shops and of the reduction of facilities are 
Pespw'ted and carried out almost in everv* instance. There we have a 
machinery already in existence — (Government do not say it is perfw’t 
and m^of^nise that it admits of improvement they would welcome 
practical sug^festions in this direction. I am authorised by the 
Hoti'ble Member in charge to say that if Mr. ViHiVrn and other 
members interested in the question would care to meet him, he would 
he exceedingly glad t<» discuss (he difficulties and frame ft practical 
ftchetne of adraaoei 
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Then with regard to opium I have already nhown that something has 
been actually done to check the increase of consumption during the past 
few years. Over and above that in accordance with the wishes of the 
League of Nations Government are considering whether it is not 
practicable to introduce a system of registeiing and of medical record. 
A scheme of this nature is now under consideration. But it is yet 
early to say when the scheme can be given effect to, 

I mention all this in order to show that Government are fully alive 
to the iniiKutance of the question from all points of view and they are 
doing what they jmsHibly can to find out a solution of this problem. 

I liave shown the difficulty of introducing a system of Iwal option. 
(f(»verninent are however considering whether Advisory Committees 
should not be entrusted with larger jjowers and whether an extension 
of the system of Licensing Boards will he prtudicuhle. Members of the 
Council know that we have Licensing Boards iii Calcutta, Bally and 
Howrah, and that Government have given them i>racticully a carte 
hlmichr in almost all excise matters exceptitig in the matter of the 
selection »>f vendors. There is thus really no legitimate ground for 
complaint in these areas as regards control. Itefcrence was made by 
Mr. .lames to the resignation of two memlaus from the Calcutta Licens- 
ing Board who represented the Temperance Federation. That was a 
very unfortunate thing Iwiause Government welcome the presence of 
the representatives of the Temperume Federation on the Board. The 
Hon'ble Meml>er us K<M»n as he heard of the resignations sent for the 
two memliers — Kev. Anderson ami Mr. Chaudliuri -and discussed the 
whole question with them. It was found that they had some dis- 
agreement in matters of detailed admin iHt rat ion, there was a sul>8tan- 
tial agreement on broad questions of |K)licy. It was suggested by the 
HonTile Member that he would like to have definite proposals from the 
Temperance Federation on all mutters in whi<*h they desired action 
on the part of Government, (ioveriiiiient are awaiting these proposals 
and iii the meantime the members have promised t(» keep their resigna- 
tions ill abeyance. 

Government are also considering whether it would l>e practicable to 
iiitHMluce a system of Licensing Board in other municipalities besides 
the three I have mentioned. This, in the case of the majority of 
municipalities is a difficult matter owing to the fact that in moat of 
them there is only one excise shop of each kind. The matter is, how- 
ever, one in which the Government will welcome practical suggestions 
from members of this House and from tem|>erance organisations. 

Mr, Daud referred to the question of hwaiion of shops. In this 
matter, Sir, the Excise De|)artment is always guided by the advice of 
the Licensing Bi^rds and Advisory Committees. 

Government have given full reeponsibility in Calcutta with regard 
to this matter to the Licensiug Board. The President of the Board 
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u a a<m-official gentleman who is aloo a member of the Calcutta 
lemparaDce Federation and the Federation also haa two other 
repreaMtatives on the Board. In this Board out of 13 membera there 
IS a clear and practically overwhelming iioii-oflicial majority and if 
some of the non-ofBrials do not always see eve to eye with the Federa- 
tion members Government can hardly be blameil’ for this. Govern- 
ment recognise that there may 1 h* hmie.t .littercnces of opinion on the 
details of excise admiiii*4tratioi). 

I thiiik I ha\e said enough. Sir, to .slunv tlmt (Government are very 
earned in their desire to make a practical advance in the matter of 
excise aduiinistiation and they will welcome practical sujrifestions a* 
to the solutions of the difficulties invfdvetl from memlM»rs of this IlouHe 
who are interested in the matter. I repeat that apart from the mere 
mention of local option there ha.s not lH*en any practic'al M'henie of 
advance yet jmt before (Government, (fovernmeiit do not sav that it 
is the lM)un<len fluty of every niemlH*r t<» <Io ho hut if anv fine has any 
sUKM^estifin tf) fiffer (fOvernmeiit will he very ^iad tfi j^ive it their 
earnest cons iflerat ion. 

I think, Sir, that after what I have Niitd the ('ouiicil will realise 
the fiosition of (jfi\enimenl in this matter. They ha\e defdared 
clearly for temperance. 1 hey want to kmiw how thcN can priM'eefl in 
u practical manner and it lests with tueinliers tif the i'nuncil to help 
(Gfivernineiit tfi cfime to a jiractical sfdutifin. In the meantime (Goyern* 
ment are dfiin^ all thes can to rfslitce coiisiiinptifiti They have found 
that in the case f»f f/atijd and opium coiisumptifin has ^»n<‘ up. They 
are dtiinjtr all they cun to stop it hy increiisin^ the dul> and retail price 
and reducing: the number of shops. 

As to the fjuestifin of a lai^rer advance in the matter of |>opu]ar 
contrfil (Government are willin^r tfi disciisH the fjuestion with Ihoae who 
will come forward tfi >rive their su^^’etioris. (Government have, on 
I have mentioned, hofl a re|Kirt submitted to them by the Kxciae 
rominissioner dealing with the whfde matter which is now under their 
coiisifleration and it is hopeti that (Government will j^et aHsistame fr<mi 
all res^Minsible fjuarters in dealing with this difficult matter. 

After what I have said, Sir, I hofie Mr. Villiers will withdraw 
hia motion.

ICilifl Biludlir: A romparison of the figitrea in thia year’s Budget esti- 
mates with the figmea of prerions years is rather difficult because, as 
Tiae been explained in the Financial Statement, new heads have been 
•opened for Khf»wing capital outlay. It will be seen that the Budget 
•estimate for 192()-2.7 under the sub-heads ** Live Stock, Stores, Tools 
and Plant ” and “ Organisation, Improvement and Extension of 
Forests is less than it has been in past years. This is due to the 
fact that items f hiesified as capital outlay have been shown under the 
major head 8A on page 48 of the Budget. On that page the sum of 
,11^. 1,82,000 includes a considerable amount of new expenditure which 
will be explained when the motions affecting it are considered; but it 
may roughly Im* said that apart from this new expenchture, the only 
item in which there is a considernhle increase of expenditure is the 
'first item, namely, timWr and other produce removed from the forests 
by (Government agency. The large increase as compared w'ith 1924-25 
nnd the current yonrs ^^vised estimate is due to the provi- 
sion of Rs. (K),0(K) f(U' khfJdn oiierations in Chittagong. The ne<?es8ity 
•of these oj>errttions has l>een pressed upon (G<»vernment not only hv the 
Forest Officers, who believe that a khedda in this area will he profit- 
-able, but also by the civil officers, who have rejMU-ted that tlie elephants 
have so iiu'rensed in number that they are a danger and u nuisance to 
the people liviiig near the forests. J may mention that the khedda 
4)perationH in Buxa Division this year have Wn very successful. It 
it likely that Government’s profit from this operation will he Rs. .*i2,0()0, 
I therefore op|a>se the motion.

Kbail BabadUf ; The chief < nij**e of the increase iu the cost of the *Subor* 
dinate Forest Estaldishnieiit is the increase in the uunibcT of Rangers and 
Deputy Rangers together with a slight revision of the rale*. 

The reaaon for increasing the number of these ofhetni hi that the 
work in the forests has Wii steadily growing and if thia exjiansioa la 
to be maintained, more staff must he provided. The Foreii Department 
may rightly claim that increased revenue i# likely to reimlt from an 
increase in expenditure. In I9l9-2ft. when the atafif waa laat rertaed, 
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the revenue wae Rs. 20| lakfas and the net revenue Re. lOf lakhs. 
The reriMef] estimate for the current year shows a gross vevenue of 
R«. 27 lakhs and a net revenue of Rs. 14i lakhs. During this time the 
work in the plantations has greatly increased, the area of plantation 
being double of what it was in 1919-20. I therefore oppose the motion.

Just now, Sir, the House has heard that the ex]>euses f)n Forests 
have gone up from a small figure to more than double of what it stood 
10 years ag(». We wmihl have certainly thought that the amount of 
income fi-om this sfuirce should have at least iiureased 10 or 20 times, 
but we do not find anything of that sort in the Budget. It is uot 
nw’essary. Sir, to go 10 years liack. By a comparison of the figui'es 
which existed in 1924 with the provision made in the budget this year 
it will lie quife plain that there is a difference of Rs. 1 lakh within so 
abort a time as that. Sir, the HoiFble Member has referred to the 
apimintment of Rangers and Ileputy Rangers. We know that in 
forests the luMiais of prey range at night ; but we should not allow any 
human being to range in the foi-est during day and prey upon the 
people. There are other means of deriving income from the foiwU 
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than % simply incurring heavy expenditure on staff. The whole 
questiia should be gone into by the Hon’ble Member and by hi» 
advisers in order to find out if there are no other methods, I mean 
cheaper methods, of managing the forests 8i> as to derive the greatest 
benefit from that source. Simply ap[M)iiitiiig [M»rsoiH on high s^iliiries 
and increasing the pay of the establishment from year to year will 
not be, and is not, to the interest of the country: neither d»» the fHiple 
like that. And it is the duty of the Iloiiide Meiiiliers for (bn'ernment, 
particularly Memliers who are Indians, to see that the iiiethtals adopted 
by Government conform to the wishes of the country. 1 think it is 
the duty of the Hoti’hle Meml)er to find out the nfsessary means to 
make reductions under these heads. The cut that 1 have prt>fM>«ed, 
considering the variation between the figures 4»f 1924 and 1926, is 
rather small, and 1 think it will not l)e very ditticult for the Hoii^hla 
MeinWr, if he s(» desires, to uciede to the reduction projHistHl by me. 


The Hofi'ble Nawab Bahadur 8AIYID NAWAB ALI OHAUOHURI, 
Khan Bahadur: I op|M>sc the motion. The ex|>eniliture on establish- 
ment necessarily rose with the increase in revenue and e.\|»eiiditure 
and its justification is that the increase in exjienditure has always 
brought an inreease in the net revenue rec'eived bv (loverninent, It 
has Iwen found necessary t<» increase the numlwr of Hangers ami Deputy 
Hangers, especially for the greewing wcuk of the plantations. There 
has also l>een an increase on account of the cost of eslahlishmeut 
re<|uired for the jirivate forests in the Dac'C'a and Mymensingh districti*, 
which at the reejuest of the jiroprietors, has come under Government 
management. The whole of that c-ost will be recovered from the 
revenues of those feuests and firovision for this has Iweu made cm the 
receijit side of the Budget.

It will appear from the Budget, page 48, that the revised estimate 
for the current year is lU. 82,000. It has been projjosed to be increased 
to Uh. 8, .‘10,000 and that this sum has been projiosed to be charged to 
Beveime instead of to Capital Account. In the explanatory notes of 
the Ilon’ble Finance Member under this head, I find that he has stated 
the reasons of this capital outlay. He says : 

In order to rnsintain and develop forests, new roads and buildings are 
constantly necessary and such expenditure is remunerative; a provision of 
Its. 1,84,470 haa been mode for the ifr)provt>n;ent of rommunicationa and 
buildings next year. A sum of Rs, 36,824 has also bt^en provided for the con* 
itruction of an office building for the Conservator of Forests and the Divisional 
Forest Officer, Darjeeling. 

But I ask the Hnu’hle Member to state to what extent is the outlay 
remunerative? His suggestion is that increased expenditure in the 
Defiartnient of Forests is justifiable on the ground that it will produce 
satisfactory financiul results, hut it appears from the figures I stated 
in my last sjieeih that an increase in expenditure in the Department 
of Forests does not yield u proiMirtionute increase in Uevenue. I suggest 
that the contemplnted construction of an office building for the Con- 
servator of Forest and the Divisional Forest Officer at Daije<ding lie 
]Kmt|Kme(l for the present in considenitioii of the present financial 
stringency of the piiivince and that this sum W rather expended 
towards the extension of primary education so as to make it compulsoiy 
and free. 

•If. PRESIDENT I Order, order. You cannot divert an expendi- 
ture fnim one head to another : that is the rule. 

SdiNl AMULYA DHONE ADDY: Very well, Sir. What is the 
proposal? It is nothing but to incur thousands of rupees for the 
construction of buildings for a Forest Officer. That is a work of a 
permanent nature and, therefore, the coat of construction of such a 
building should be debitoil to Capital Account and not to the Revenue 
Acfxiuut. Under the provisions of the Calcutta Municipal Act, the 
coat of execution of works of a permanent nature is debited to Capital 
Account and not to Revenue Account : it ia only the coat of mainten- 
ance that is debited to Revenue Account. 8o it appears that Govern- 
ment is not juatified in debiting auch a heavy amount to Revenue 
Aoeount. The proposal ia to conatmct a hoite building lor the aocom- 
modation of European officers of the Fmaat Department. Sir, with a 
heavy deficif in the Budget, ta the Qovemtnent justified in incurring 
such heavy expenditure, not for free primary education or for a better 
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supply of drinking water in the mufa^sjial but for the tHiiiDlruetiou ol 
buildi»|;8 for Forest Officers.'^ I submit they are not justitiiHi in doiug. 
so and I tSerefore move for this reduetion. 


M«ulvi EKRAMUL HUQ: 1 rise to support my how 'hie friend 
I beg to point out (hat while the uation lives in eottages it is not 
right that the servants of the nation should U' aI]owe<l tt» live in 
palaces. It is net'essary. of (‘oui-se, f<»r facility of work that they diould 
be allowed to have places of dwelling, but as (he projec t hii** come 
before us now it can l>e safely assumed that it was not thought iuH*es- 
sary so long. When money is wanted elsewhere for more urgent 
needs, it is quite im'onceivahie to us that the Hcurhle MeinlHT foi 
Government should he s<> disjwjsed as tt» provide f(»r such a huge sum 
for raisinj; palaces fc»r Fewest Officc*i>. and I think it will lo't he tight 
tor us to pass such an item withotil protest.

of Rs. 1,35, (KM), about Us. 37, (KM) is iee|uire<l f«»r the (Conservator's ofttte^ 
in Darjeeling. The present otli< e is far too small for the newls of thw 
ContK^rvator and the Divisional Forest Officer. A site was acquired 
for a new office some years ago and it is now propttsed to build the 
office. A sum of Rs. 19, 8(K) is provided for the development of certain 
Woerks of forest in the (^hittagong Division. It w ill he sfK*nt on con- 
structing rcMids of ItKi miles in length wdth huts or ramping ground# 
for the use of the staff. The total c<»st is Rs. 24,8(K), of which 
Rs. 5,000 is included under Organisation. Improvement and Kxteaaioii 
of Forests " on page 45. By undertaking this work the Coneerrator 
of Forests hopes to secure an additional revenue of about Rs. 20,000* 
The rest of the money, about Rs. 78,000. i« provided for minor 
works in different forests which are within the Oonservator'i power 
to sanction. In order to maintain and develop (be foreets new roide 
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and exieiwion of tke existing roads are constantly neeessaiy. As one 
Aloek of ioTMt is felled, the roads in many cases hare to extended 
to make the next block available for cutting. A considerable amount 
is required for the construction of bridges. Huts and rest houses have 
also to be provided for officers living and touring in the forests, and 
Iwats are required in the sundarbans. Wells sometimes have to be 
provided for water-supply. This work of general development has 
suffered in recent yeara owing to the want of money, and it is, 
therefore, proposed to give a substantial grant this year in order to 
enable the Conservator to make up arrears of work. It has been 
estimated that the cost of the small schemes awaiting money is about 
Rs. d,.%,000. Goveniment propose to allot Rs. 1,84,000 this year of 
which Rs. 77,770 is voted. It is, however, very desirable that a 
regular recurring grant should be made for this development work, 
and I hope that in future years it will be possible to allot a sum of 
one lakh annually. I therefore oppose the motion. 

The motion of Habu Amulya Dhone Addy was then put and a

We have a statement of new works and works in prugiess fur which 
this sum has been provided in the budget on page 83. From this it 
appears that we are going to commit ourselves to a scheme costing 
its. 2,79 lakhs, namely, the (imnd IVunk i*anal. I admit that only 
Rs. 16,000 has been provided in the Revenue budget, b\it 1 strongly 
object to this scheme itself. Two or three yetirn ago when there was 
a question on this subject in this (.'oiiiicil, the Hon*ble Mnhanijadhiraja 
Bahadur of Burdwan, w'ho was in charge ot this department, was 
pleased to state that the project, us sintn as it was sauciioned by the 
Secretary of State, w’ould be placed l>efore this ( ouncil for their con- 
sideration. 1 am sorry to liiid that itolhtiig has been done so far as 
this project is concerned; on tjie contrary we find that a provision of 
Rs. 16,()(K) has been made in the Revenue budget in connection with 
this scheme. As regards the utilit\ of this scheme, 1 w^ill come to 
that afterwards, but what 1 .•*uhmit is this, that thiv»e works are 
works of a penuanent nature ami the cost should lie met, not from the 
Revenue Fund, but from the Loan Fund. 

Take the case, Sir, of the DunnslHr Laual Project. The estimate for 
this is Rs. 78,44,(MK). 1 thank the Hon’ble Meiulier in charge for 

having sanctionwl this pniject and for his ussurume that the work will 
be taken in hand as wirly as |M>ssihle. In this scheme also the cost 
should be met from a Loan lund, Dn the contrary, we find that 

there is a provision of Rs. in the Revenue budget in con- 

nection with this scheme. 

Similarly for the constru( lion of haks and sluices on the Madaripur 
Bil Route; the total estimate is Rs. 6,48,«I0 and there is a proviaion 
of E». 2,40,000 in this year’s budget. For the improveiiienl of the Gobra 
Khal, the total estimate is Hs. 3.32.(MK), but the provision in ih© budget 
is one lakh. 

This is the reason why there is a deficit in the budget. 

These omounU ought to be debited to the f'apital account, and 
not to the Revenue Fund. There would have bean a 
surplus and we would have been in a position to reduce our 

taxation, had this been done. We know that hanUhip is caused to 
the poor raiyata in connection with stamps, the rate for wkicb baa 
been increased by 60 per rent., and court fees also increased hf 50 
per cent. The time has come when we should reduce these taxes. 
The other day we got the report of the Indian Taxation Enquiry Com* 
mitiee, nad it appMua from ihnt report that they am in fhvmtr ol

ledttcing certain tazea on atampa. My suggestion, theiefm, is tiiat 
we should not incur this expenditure from Revenue Fund, but do so 
from Loan Funds. 

As regards the sc;heme to which 1 have objected, vis., the Grand 
Trunk Canal Project — though the estimate is 2,79 lakhs I am of 
opinion that the actual expenditure will be muck more than that 
because we have had similar experience of the estimates prepared by 
experts. We know that in the case of the estimate for the recon- 
struction of the Kidderpore Bridge, the estimate was Es. 8 lakhs, but 
the actual expenditure incurred was about Hs. 12 lakhs; then similarly 
in the case of the erection of buildings in Delhi the original estimate 
was 0 crores and though 14 crores have already l)een spent still the 
construction of buildings has not been completed. 

Now in conneition with this Grand Trunk ('anal scheme, it has 
been stated that the rivers in the Sunderbans are in a deplorable con- 
dition, and unless the work is taken up at an early date there will be 
no steamer ti*atiic in the Sunderbans in the district of the 24-Parganas 
and Khulna. The Government rejsirt is that out of 42 miles only 5 
miles is in a Uid condition. It is Htaied that this has been repaired 
from time to time and is not a success. I wrmld draw attention to 
the fact that its. 58,tKMt has Wn spent for repairs of this portion of the 
khal in the year 1912-18, but after that, for a period of six years, not 
a single farthing has been spent for the improvement of the khal; 
then during 1918 to 1925, Hs. 8,11,000 has been spent. Had this 
|K)rtion of the river lieeii proj>erIy maintained hy Govenniient from year 
to year, the condition of this river would not have been in the 
deplorable condition as alleged by Governinerit. I, therefore, submit 
that this scheme is cpiite uniiecessarj' and should not be debited to 
Revenue account. 

It has l)een stated that it will la* a productive work. I say that 
it will bo uripnaluctive; it has In^eii statwl that it will yield an in- 
come of 18 per cent, per annum, but 1 say that it will be a sourt‘e of 
serious hws to Government. .\t present in competition with railway 
traffic the n»te of freight of gtHuis, wiy, in the case of rice by steamers, 
is more than that in the tase of railways. The rate from CJalcutta 
to Qoalundo by steamer is 8 as. U p. per nmund, w hile in the ca^ of 
the railw ay it is 2 as. 4 p. |>er maund. In a few years with the further 
expansion of railways connetMiiig Calcutta with Kastern Bengal, the 
said pnijwt will Ih» a Houn^e of serious loss to Government, and not 
income as alleged. I have a letter from the Agent of the Eastern 
Bengal Railway to the effect that after the extension of the railway 
between (^aknitta and Eastern Bengal this scheme will not be neces- 
sary at all. Purtfier. fmiii a report of the Sanitary Commissioner of 
Bengal, we find that the sanitary condition of the locality through 
which this canal will pass will be woree than what it is now. We 
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iiavt iad experience in the case t>f the BelHaghatta Canals The 
loealE|r t^ugh which it patMea, owing to the eUgnation of the water, 
ig very insanitary. I do not ohje<'t to any srhenic whatever in the 
budget with the exception of the Grand Trunk Canal. My contention 
is t^i as they are work^ of a [>ermanent nature we should not commit 
ourselves and provide nwmey from the Revenue Fund. Our grand* 
children will reap the benefit of these pnijw'ts, m the cost ought to 
l)e debited to (Tapitul account. With these remarks I l>eg to move my 
amendment. 

MEMBER in charge of DEPARTMENT of IRRIGATION (the 
Hcn^ble Maharaja Kthaunish Chandra Ray Bahadur of Nadia)! Hir. 
the item of Rs. 13,85,l)0t) is the total demand under 15 H Irrigation. 
The proiw.sed reduction of Us. is the total fi»r new works and 

works in progress, the details of which will In* f<»uud on |>age of 
the red book. This item iiicliules those under motion 175. These 
are very necessary works. In regard to works in pn>gre»s. out of the 
eight items, three are in coiiiuMtiou with titsMl remedial measures, one 
with flotwl protection, and one is a proviMoti for survey. The rest 
are small items. 

Balm Aniulyu Dhone Addy has raised the question of the Grand 
Trunk Canal. I must at once say that theie mi provision for it in 
the budget. The only item ot Rs. whi»h has lieen prtjvided, 

is mainly for the upkeep of the dredger and for the works n'hich have 
already l)eeii constructed. So he need not worry mmh about the 
Grand Trunk (’anal Frojeit. If Aiiiul>a Balm had carefully studied 
tlie budget he would, I am sure, not have raiN*<f this |)oint. 

As reganls the upkeep of the works in coniiectit»n \iith the Damodar 
Canal, if he had read the si»ee< h ‘of the flon’hle the Finance Member 
much criticism would have been uvoide<l. My Hon hie colleague in 
charge of Finance has already »*xplaineil that this ainotint is to be 
sjient from ioans. 

Aa regards the MatlarijMir Bil Route the whole of ib« bil waa 
excavated out of the proviiu ial revenues, and I do not see why the 
expenditure for these hs’ks and sluices will not l»e met from that imurce. 
These sluices will not give us any return, ami 1 do not think that we 
should he justifietl to incur loans for works which will not give us any 
return. I think, therefore, that it is pro|aT to lake up works of this 
nature and finance them from our balances. 

Mr. Addy has attacked the Irrigation Department in regard to the 
Kidderpore Brirlge. He says that there has been a largo exeeii of 
actual expenditure over the estimatips in the consiructtoti of this 
bridge. I do not deny that there has been an excess. Bat, Sir, this 
was partly dne to the exchange which was high at the time, sad the 
pneea were very high and fiuctuating during the war. aud tbaralm 
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the ©utimates ooiild not be correctly made at the time. This is the 
explanation. « 

An regards the Sunderbaris, to which Mr. Addy refers, I would 
advise him to lorik j)erHOiially into the matter and tour through the 
tracts. 1 i>er8onally went round the Sunderbans with the Chief 
Engineer and am Hutinfied that aoiiie of the tracts are in a critical 
c<indition. 

As regards the (iohra Nala, I think, when we have got our balance, 
we should pay from our balances instead of adding to our recurring 
charges. That is why it has l)een included in the budget this year. 
It is a W'beme for the improvement of the health of the locality and 
I am sure you will agree that it is a very desirable work and Govern- 
ment should take it up. I o])jH)Ke the motion.

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So, Sir, ibis is not a new thing which we are discussing to-day and 
we hope that we shall have the Eoyal Commission immediately. 
Unfortunately, Sir, the time when that demand was made was tbe time 
when non-co-operation was stalking in the land. That was the time 
when the multitudes fired by the harangues of agitators were making 
bonfire of foreign clothes, that was the time when pliable and enthu- 
siastic youths thought or were made to think that by leaving schools and 
colleges and by eschewing knowledge and remaining forever steeped in 
ignorance they might be serving the best interests of the country, that 
was the time when thoughtless persons by their thoughtless acts very 
nearly brought chaos in the country and, Sir, that was the time when 
non-co-operators had pointed a pistol at the breast of Government in 
the shape of threats of paralysing the Government and making Goveni- 
ment imjossible by mass civil disol>edience and called upon them either 
to agree to the demand or quit the country. That being so, we could 
have hardly expected Government to he taken like a meek lamb to the 
slaughter house. Under the circumstances prevailing then, an impar- 
tial Judge would not lUMUise Government of utter indifference to the 
aspirations of my country for whatever concessions have been made, 
would have been considered in many quarters to be the outcome of fear 
and not to have proceeded from a general desire of a sympathetic Govern- 
ment to help the people forw'ard in the attainment of sicarnj. It is 
true that even at that time the different (^ouncils of the country hud 
worked steadily and worked well, and high encomiums were showered 
upon them by eminent personages and the then ruler of our province Ix)rd 
Ronaldshuy, w'hose picture is hanging hv my side, was not slow to express 
his high appreciation of the work done by the Bengal T^egislatiVe 
Couneil. But inspite of this advantage on our side the whirlwind of 
abuses and threats that were hurled at Government did not make them to 
revise their attit\ide. It is unfortunate that even when signs of conci- 
liation were manifested bv Government, even when Government were 
willing to hear the counsels of the lenders of the agitation, the leaders 
themselves, f»ir want of a clear political insight, mistook the attitude as 
one of utter helplessness and thought they would humble down the Gov- 
ernment of the country. The wn»iig step taken hv the leaders of the 
agitation 1ms dogged our footsteps and instead of getting the Royal 
Commission which we ought to have got earlier, we have again and 
again to pray for it. But let \is hope that inspite of what has been 
said elsewhere, we shall have the •Roval Commission immediately to 
revise the Government of India Act. It may he said by those who do 
not consider the time opportune for further Reforms, that not only 
agitation has not ceased but that another pistol has been levelled at 
the breast of Government who have been told that in the next Council 
the wreckers will come in larger numbers and not only wreck the 
Council but break the Government by civil disobedience. Let me 
assure those gentlemen and among whom may he counted some of the 
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Ei|^9pet]i mraiberft of thiM Hotiao tAot ikit blank piflol ongkt aol to 
toiiiiiy •:^3rl}Ddy — nmeb Iim th« Govornmoiit — ^tbo GoTorntnont wbidk 
to bmd ^ood on ilio |r(>od-wtll of tbo poofdo.

The heart of the 
f>eop}e ia in the riirht place and none ahonld have any niiairivinira about 
that. The aitinition which ohiained yenra ii(ri» hiia chanjrwl aince then for 
the better. The iha'trine of non-ciM»j»enition doefc not away the mindi 
of the people. The fact that the Swaraj Party here and elaewhere 
broke away from their jrmnp ia a clear indication that that movement 
haa followed the course of the lamfire of foreijrn clothea and the Swaraj 
Party itaelf ia followiiijr that course and l>eforc lonp the Swamjilta 
will puhlirlv burn tbe jadiev of wbrdeaale ol»trurti(»n in mid-atreel.

I earnestly hope 
that Oovemment will not adopt smh an affifiide us that. All of tt* 
who are co-ofieratin^ with Government do treat the Swarajists’ hoaat 
with the contempt it de.serve*, Wause we know that mir countryman 
are not so piK-headed as not to l»e deeply {rratefnl to Oovemment for 
their honest desire to uplift the country and to us co-opemtoiil, for 
discharging; our duties most ardentlv and most sincerely.

8ir PR0VA8H CHUNDER MITTER: In moving this amendment 
tny hoii'hle friend, Maulvi Kkinmul llu({, has raised a (|ueslioti of great 
iiii|>ortance. I afipreciate that the Bengal (Government may not 1 m* in a 
jiosition t<» give effect to the demand put for^vard hy Mr. Ilmj. At the 
same time, Sir, we want to conve> to our (Goveinmeiit and through that 
(Goveniinent to the (Government of India and the British rarliiimeiit the 
opinion of the c<w)|M*i-uting wM-timi of this House, and representing the 
party that I do in this H<»use I desire to soy that we want provincial 
autonomy — we want an en(|uiry hy a Royal (Commission at the earliest 
powible time. Fnder present conditions things are drifting from tiad if> 
worse. We are pledged to the working of the present constitution for all 
it is worth and to work it to its l>est possible advantage, but the present 
constitution is didicult to Im* worked w hen we found that a large sec tion 
of the pe^iple and their representatives do not want work the constitu- 
tion. Whether they are right or wrong it is needless to enquire. That 
fact remains and that fact cannot he ignored. I do not want to encroach 
upon the time of the founcil by a lengthy speech, but 1 only reiterate 
what I have already said that my party whole-heartedly support the 
object of this amendment that we want provincial autonomy and a 
Commiaeion as early as poesible. 
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•ir ABD«Uil*RAHIMS I wish to say just a word or two ou tho 
important question which has been mooted before the H^use. The 
matter has been discussed so fully in the Assembly that there is no 
need for discussing it at length here. The history of the matter is 
well known. When the Muddiman Committee was appointed the 
attitude of the Government, as could be gathered, was that there would 
be no comprehensive enquiry before 1929 and all that was needed was 
to investigate the jKwition as regards the present constitution, find out 
what its defects were which required to be remedied and to supply the 
remedy. The Muddiman Committee made its reimrt and so far os one 
can find out fiom the rp|M)rt of the majority, they stuck to the original 
resolution that there would he no revision of the Constitution until 
1929. But since then there have been pronouncements in high places 
apparently modifying that attitude. It was said that nobody was tied 
down to any particular date, but that if it was thought advisable, if 
more co-operation was available, the Government would l)e ready and 
willing to reo[>en the (piestion and appoint a Royal CommisHion before 
1929. Well, that, it seems to me, has considerably weakened the 
position of the Government. If they had said that here is the Govern- 
ment of India Act of 1919, we have framed a Constitution for India: 
it can l>e worked if sufticient good-will were forthcoming, and if the 
people are not willing to co-oj»erate in order to work the Constitution 
according to its best possibilities, it is not the fault of the Act itself or 
of the Constitution, but of those who are called upcm to work it. That 
was one attitude and it was an intelligible attitude; but then when it is 
said — yes: if we have co-operation we are willing to appoint a com- 
mission even before 1929 then the question is very pertinently asked — 
have you not co-operation I' You might ask what about the Swarajists. 
The easy answer to that is what about the rest of the country': what 
about those who have been working the Constitution throughout India. 
It seems to me it is a diflicull i>osition for Government to meet. Now, 
what more co-oj>eration can be wanted than this? Take the civil admin- 
istration. Is there not co-operation throughout there; take the military 
administration. Where is noii-4*o-opemtion. The whole thing has 
disappeared. Then those who have l»een working the Government of 
India Act, I think, are right in saying that simply because in two 
provinces a cei^tain number of members have taken into their heads to 
obstruct the working of the Act, that is no reason why you should 
say to the other people that they are not sufficiently co-operating with 
the Government. It is really attaching too much importance to the 
attitude of the Swarajists, and it is giving that body an undue import- 
ance which they do not deserve. On that ground alone I think we, 
that have always been co-operating and helping the Government in 
jyry possible way, are entitled to protest against the way in which it 
UPsought to belittle all that we have been doing. In my opinion the 
Bearajists do not deserve the importance that is given to them. H 
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thft 0ipTenuDoiii tAka a little Ws notice of them, I am sure the Snrara* 
jisti will find that that they have not got the same importance or the same 
foUowiug or the strength in the country which they profess to claim. 
They know now that in the country they have no following: they^have 
[wen defeated throughout: in Bengal they have been defeated time 
after time. In the Assembly als<i they have been defeated and it is only 
yesterday they had to run away from his Council. Originally I was 
of opinion, and I expressed that In^fore the Muddiman (!timmit(ee quite 
plainly, that you have got 1929 as the date fixed, then why are you in 
a hurry; but since the Government has modifie<l its own altitude I 
think the |»eople ore entitled to say that the ground on which you are 
deferring it now is not a sound ground at all. (Voperation is there, 
only a few people are obstructing. Disregard them. I therefore 
support what Maulvi Ekramul Iluq has projnwed, on behalf of the 
nomSwarajist Muhainmadnus who sit on this side of the House. 

Babu SURENDRA NATH RAYs Sir, I shall be very brief. I think 
we are all inclined to support the motion of Maulvi Ekramul Huq. Even 
my friends the Sw’arajists were in favour of a round table conference. 

I aeked the late lamented De.shbandhu C. H. Das a few months before 
liis death, how is it that he did not support the round table conference 
which Pandit Madan Mohan Malaviya wanted to have and for which 
he came down fmni the Ihinjnh to Bengal ? He told me that he was then 
in jail and if ho had given his of)en support to the round table conference 
or if he had publicly said that he would supjHiH the round table con- 
ference, people would have thought that he waotiMl to come out of 
jail before his term hud expired. He was afraid of public opinion. 

I told him that he ought, not to have thought of public opinion at 
the time, but he ought t4» have thought of the good of the country . 
Now', Sir, of late we have heard much of gestures — geslurea from the 
Vic^ro>', gestures fn^ra the Swretary f»f State. But to whom are these 
gestures dueP Are they not due to our ftiends the Swarajists, some 
of whom have made great sacrifii’es for the wiuntry. Of course all 
Swarajists do not stand on an equal footing — they do not ail think 
alike, but I should say that many of them are estimable pemons and 
they really feel for the country, and because they feel for the country, 
they have been able to make such sacrifices. I say we have had enough 
of these gestures: we want something tangible: we want the Govern- 
ment to show that they are in earnest.

Mf( §• Cl MUKERillS Sir, as the represeqitative ot the Indian 
Christiun community in this ('ouiicil I am thankful to Maulvi Ekramul 
Huq for raising this imiwirtunt constitutional issue. At the All-India 
Conference of Indian ('hristians, which was held in Decemlier last, a 
reaoluiion was passed endorsing the i‘ec()minendution> of tlje minority 
rejKirt of the Muddimau Committee and uls«» demanding an earliei 
up|K)iiitment of the Royal Commission. 

There is unanimity throughout the country in one matter, and that 
is that the Govi^rnment ut India A<’t of 1919 is not an idenl Act. It ia 
admitted on all hands that the constitution provided there in that 
Act is cumbrous and unworkable in very many respects, and though 
the entiuiry of the Muddimau Committee was ciicumscritied in iimre 
than one way, still there wum that unanimous opinion expressed that 
that in an Act which neetls revision, and revision ut us early a moment 
as iKwsible. In view of this unanimity of opinion. I think this demand 
for the earlier apfxiiiitment of a comiiiission is reasonable and legi- 
timate. Gofjd-will and eo-siperation on the part of the]>eople is expected 
by the authorities in England and here in India. It is said that a 
gesture is wanti'^l iiulieative of that gtHnl-will and spirit of co-o|>enitton, 
but, Sir, why a gesture? Have not the people of this »*ountry and tbe 
repreaentatives of the [leople in tbe Ijegialative Assembly and in (be 
I^rovincial Councils not only shown a gesture, but for nearly six years 
have done solid work in carrying out thie constitution which is pro- 
vided for in the Government of India Act of 1919? Do the authorities 
mean (o say that the only gesture they want is a gesture fitim the 
lljwiurajists?

Babu DEBI PR08A0 KHAITAN: Mr. President, Sir, it is a 
matter of great felicitation that this conMitutionuI iw*ue has Wn raised 
bv thi.s m(»ti<»n. Whutsomci may la* said tin tliffererices of methods 
that the difterent parties in the jHditical utmosphen* this country want, 
there cun l>e m» dtuiht whatsoever that tjiere is one [mint u|mu» which 
there is absolute unity, and that is that India should lie given at least 
another advance towards self-g<oeriiiiient within the DotiiiiiioiiH, if 
not complete nirtiro}^ ami lor (hat pur|rt»s«* dis4 UMsions should take place 
nt as early a date us jHissihle. There ma\ \w some difference of opinion 
as to wdiethei there should In* a round table c<»nference or whether it 
should he done by (lie apiMiint merit of a Koval Com mission, hut so far 
as the Uovenimenl of India Art itsidf is ('om*enied, it lays down that 
in 1929 a Koyal ('onimission would he up|Siiiited for that ptir|HNie, 
and as regards (hut metloul of em|uiry, (Joverriinent cannot say that 
it cannot apjwint u Royal Commission. Both the Keiretary of State 
and His Excellency the Viceroy have waid that the year 1929 is no 
sacred year, and that if co-operation is shown, if the people show a 
gesture, a Royal Commission can be apiKiinteil earlier. As my friend 
Mr. Mukerji has already pointed out, what in fho geature, what ts 
the w-o|>enifion that the Oovemment neerlf For this purpose the 
political parties of Iijdia may he divided into two classes — Hwarajiata 
and non-Kwarajists. Ko far as the non-Bwarajiats are concerned, there 
ean be no doubt whatsoever that the fullest co-operation, or things 
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much itronger than co-operation, have been rendered unto the Oovem- 
ment. They have tried their be«t to work out the Government of 
India Act for what it is worth, although they have never fallen in 
love with it. Notwithstanding the defects in the Government of India 
Act all the non-Swarajists tliroughout India have done their best to 
work it out so far as it is possible to work it. Still the Government 
say that co-oi>eration is not offered, that a gesture is still wanting. 
What is the interpretation that tan be put upon it but that a gesture 
is wanted from the Swarajists J’ Then, Sir, is it a fact that in the 
eyes of Government, the other political parties — political parties apart 
from the Swarajists — count for nothing? If that is so, if it is the view 
of the (fovernment that the Swarajist Party is the only party that 
(x>unt in this matter, then the Government by implication admits this, 
that the Swarajist Party is the repremmtative and is the only repre- 
sentative party representing the people of India. Sir, if that be so, 
what is the standiKiint that has been taken up by the Swarajists them- 
selves? They say that the Government of India Act is unworkable and 
should l)e destroyed and they desire that something better should be 
built up in its place. And if the Swarajists are the real representatives 
of the Isolde at large, it must Im* conceded that the people of India 
with one voice claim that the Government of India Act is not what the 
people want, that it should be destroyed, that something better should 
be built ujwm it. Now, Sir, if this is the demand of the people, what 
does I^ml Birkenhead mean by saying that there .should be a united 
demand by the ]»eople of the country, and then the people of England 
will listen. The position taken up by the Government in this matter 
is certainly very inconsistent. If a general united demand is wanted, 
we cun turn to the resolution passed by the Indian Legislative Assembly 
in September last when all the parties — Swarajist and non-Swarajist— 
combined together in jmtting .^forward that demand in the name of the 
j»eople. AVhal action has been taken on that resolution? The only 
thing that has been said is that that counts for nothing, and there 
still must \w a gesture. Sir, as I have already j)ointed out, if a gesture 
is wanted, then the Swarajists have taken the logical consequence of 
their jMjint of view; (hey have walked out of the Assembly and the 
several provincial Gouncils, Surely, that is not the kind of gesture 
that the Government want. The other |)oliti<ul parties in the field of 
India have remained to work the constitution for what it is worth. If 
that is not the gesture which satisfies the Government, I do not know 
what kind of gesture the Government want. Sir, if something is 
not done at an early date the {position is going from bad to worse in 
the country. Whoe%'er can abuse the Government most is really liked 
by the people. Why has that position arisen? Why is this hatred 
against Government becoming more and more permanent? It is 
b^use the people think that those who co-operate with the Govern- 
ment count for nothing; that thoee who abuse the Ooverament nioit 
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are vtally reepected by the Government^ and not only by the Gfovem* 
mellt of India, but by the Government of England. Sir, it not that 
breeding hatred on account <»f the action of the Government ihemtelvet. 
It not that inspiring in the minds of the |)eople the feeling that there 
can be no love between Kurojieans and Indians, between the ruler and 
the ruled, and between the people and those who dominate over them? 
If that is what the Government want, then surely there is reason for 
delay. But I still have faith in the English i)eople, 1 still have faith 
in their reasonableness, and I feel sure it is not disunion, it is not 
hatred, it is not a dislike of the jieople of England or of the Govern- 
ment that the Government want, and not what the Government really 
desire. It is surely love, it is surely ju>*ti<‘e, it is surely the good of 
the people that they want, and what the Government really desire. 
I fail to understand, Sir, what it is that the Government of India really 
fear before apfminting a Hoyal ('ommission. It is said that the Hindus 
and Muhammadans are not united; it is often asserted that it is this very 
delay in ap[K)intiiig a ]t<»ynl ('out mission, that it is this very delay 
in investigating the whole question and coining to a final concluaion aa to 
what should lx* done between Hindus and Muhumiiiadans, as to what 
should be done in regard to ininoiities. as to what should be done in 
order to protect the conflicting interests of the minorities, that is really 
breeding more disunion, more diseonteiit and more up}mrent fighting 
amongst themselves. If the Koyul ('otiirnission is soon appointed all 
this fight that we now s»e will 1 m* settled by the Hoyal ('oinmisaion. 
They w'ould lie set uf rest, and this is one of the fuiietions with which 
the Hoyal (^)mrnission should 1m* entrusted. After that we do hofie 
that the people (»f this country will fwd like Nationalists, Hindus and 
Muammadans will join together to work out their salvation, a further 
stage of Government that will be given bei’uuse what gesture the 
Swarajists want will 1 m* given by Government, and I have every (*onfid- 
ence, and I do hope and trust that there will not be any party of 
obstruction, no party of destruction, no party showing hatred eithaf 
against the people of England or against the Government. I hope 
that this modest demand that has been made in this Oounril will be 
listened to by Government and something substantial will be done to 
endear the people to the jieople of England, and endear the people to 
their rulers, and in order to work out the salvation not only of India 
itself, but to make the bond between India and England still stronger 
to work for the benefit of humanity at large, and to fulfil the mission 
that has been placed before it by Provideni’e.

Ah regards the constitutional ({uestion, that of coarse is entirely 
beycmd our province. As the speakers themnelves have recognised, it Ls 
too high a matter for us, and the Bengal (ioverninent are not directly 
concerned in it. But I think, although 1 ( annot s{)eak for the Govern' 
inent on a matter on which the Bengal Government have no powers, I 
ought U) say a few words on my own l)ehalf in regard to the matter. The 
mover hits brought f<»rward this motion in order to demand an early 
appointment of u Hoyal or Statutory rommiwion. Well, Sir, I am not 
an orator as the others who have s|>oken, and 1 have a constitutional dis- 
like for catch-phrases. Tiet us therefore get away from “ co-operation ”, 
” gestures ”, et<'., and examine the matter in a plain commonsense way. 

What exactly will happen when the Statutory Commission is appoint- 
ed? The mover says that it will <‘oiifer greater rights; Mr. Surendra 
Nath Hay sitys, “ the lion will lie down by (he Iamb ”. Mr. Khaitau 
promises a millennium when there will be no more bickerings and no 
more quarrels and all thorny questions will be solved. Before we get to 
this situation, what exactly is going to happen? What is the Statutory 
Commission going to come (mt here for? It is to come out to exaiiiiiie 
the result of the Government of India Act, tose<' what pi*ogie'*s has l>eeii 
made and to see what recommendations they can make to l*arliamerit 
either for a further advance or for retrogression. 'I'be Statutory Com- 
mission can only make leeoinmeiidations to Parliament on the fac ts as it 
finds thenj. It will at least get away from catcdi-phrascM, It will 
examine what has ac tually hap|»eneil since the Iteforms came into for<*e, 
and in special it will address itself. I take it, to two main questions! 
The first is, lias development in India since the Reforms started proved 
that India is fit and ready for a system of pnrliamentaiy^ government? 
Secondly, have events since that time shown that there exists in India a 
population of voters on which the purliuinenliuy system can lie Imsed? 
It will not Ik* the duty of the Statutory Com mission, as Babu Surendra 
Nath Hay has said, to find out whether individual Indians can make 
good administrators. We know that and we are in entire act‘ord with 
Babu Surendni Nath Hay that it is not a cpiestion for any further delate. 
But the question is, is India fit and ready for a parliamentary' system of 
government and is the parliamentary system of government the beet one 
for India? 1 have listened with gi-eat attention to the mover *s speech 
and the first question I asked myself was. what are the reasons for asking 
that this examination shall \w made now? I found none in the mover 
speech. I have found none in any of the speeches of the gentlemen who 
followed him. So far as the general cpiestion of autonomous provincial 
government is conc>i m*d, to tMiiiie as soon as posaible, we ai« all at c^ne 
with tbe ideal that Parliament has set before tia and that ia the ideal 
which this Government is wortting for. The only queation » when it that 
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adtilice powibleP And that is the qiieetion which the Statutory oom* 
inifliioii will help us to solve. There i« a fnvat deal of mimippreheiiaioii 
and wrong ideas with regard to the iK»sition of the Government at the 
preeent time in this transition stage. We are told hy the Swarajists that 
the bureaucracy is the Government and that the (ioverninent is the enemy 
and that there are only two iwrfies in the field— ^me, the f>ef*ple, and the 
other the Government, And that attitude. T think, is not altogether dis- 
tant from some of the otlier parties. We have l)een told bv Mr Khaitan 
that one reason why the (iovernineni i». nnpopular. is disliked and is 
almost hated is l)e<'anHe it <loes not Imrk np its friends. May conception 
of the position of Go%’erninent, in this tnin*<ition stage is this, we are here 
to carry on the work until India is fit and ready to take over the w'ork 
from us. and it will ]>e ready to take over the work as wmn as if pn*ves 
its cn|meity for parliunienlarv governmeiit . Meanwhile w*» aie not the 
enemy, we are not the opfaments of the people. We aie the [xmple doing 
tlie work and keeping the machine working in the ineanw'liile 

What aif the reasons whv the ^^^uneil wants the Statutory roni- 
mission at once? T can understand the roum il desiring a Statutory 
Foiii mission at the < i'd of the fiivt three years. It had something to show 
then. Rut that *d)\ir.usl\ wa- too sliort an exf>eriment. At the end of 
six years can we say tliut we dioubl enll out for an early examination? 
fTave we Uunnt < ur part efiicienllv to lw» able to face the t'tra roce te^t 
of our examiijfi^ without tiemor? What will the roinmission find? 
Dow will we appear U-fore the rornmission? What almtit »he voters? 
Are We prepaied to f)nf Iwdore the Statutory rommissif»n pneds that the 
voter is now able to (aiiv the tienieiidoiis resjwnsihility tiuit will eome 
upon hitu uiuhT fttll parliamentarv gtiveriniieiit ? What alsiut the eb*c- 
tions? Are w’e prepHre<l to allnw the Stntuhirv t'oiiimission to go into 
the story of every election in Bengal? What ulKuit the Founcil? Aie 
we prepared to stand hv all actions in the (’ioineil during ftte last ihi'es 
years? Aie we prepared to go to the Statutory ('omniissioti and say, we 
are willing to la* fuclged by what we have done during the last three 
years. Speakers have said, this is hII the work of the Swamjists. We 
should not lie blamed for what the Swarajists have d*»nc But I think 
the Statutory rornmission w ill pndn* further into the matter. Who sent 
the Swarajists here? Was it the votei ? fs the voter then to be trusted 
to establish a fmrl lament with full authority? 

What has lieen done during the last three years to educate the janiple? 
What has been done during this periml to educate the votera? We ar** 
told that the Swarajista do not represent the country'. We are fold that 
Ooveriitnent has set up a hogie themselves and is frightened at it. But. 
in any case, the Swarajists are here, or were here. They came to this 
Couneil after being duly elected under the law. It therefore does not lie 
in the month of any member, who aaks for an advance, to say that these 
peraone who had been elected to thia Connell are not representaiivee of the 
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people of thw country. If they are not the repreecntatives of the 
people, then it must he «aid that the country is not yet ripe for.the parlia- 
mentory fonn of jfovernment. Well, Sir, if a Statutory Commission 
were appointed, it would surely ask a very pertinent question — a question 
which we have to ask ourselves — whether the Swarajists are or ore not the 
representatives of the people of this country they are not and have not 
been in a majority in this Council how then could they succeed in 
obstructinp: the work of this Council? That is a question which we 
have to ask ourselves; and I put it to the mover and those who spoke 
in favour of this motion : Is your conscience clear? Who killed dy- 
archy? ITie Swarajists could not do this themselves. Are you 
prepared to stand up before the Statutory Commission and say : Our 
hands are clean: What we did was all right.*' 

These remarks are, as I said before, <»nly my personal ohbervations 
such as have occurred to me in listening to this debate. As a member of 
the Government I have no right to sj»enk, Iwcatise the Bengal Govern- 
ment have no derision in the matter of the constitutional question, and 
therefore I cannot speak on l)ehalf of the Government. 

As regards the intention of the motion, in so far as it expresses the 
wish of all of us that the progress in constitutional advance shall be as 
rapid as is consistent with safety. Government, T an) sure, are quite 
willing t4) accept it; but in so far as it expresses a wish to fix a date for 
establishing this Commission, T think the thoughts that I have put for- 
ward in my individual capacity are well worth consideration. So far as 
the motion profwise.s to take away my travelling allowances, Government 
will certainly go to the lobby against it.

Sir, tbe object of my moving this resolution is not really to give 
a cut, but as I have no other opportunity to draw tbe attention of the 
Government regarding the working of the union boards, I have taken 
up this resolution for the same piirpose. The Village Self-Govern- 
ment Act, which was sought to be amended a few days ago in this 
Council, is a piece of legislation which I can unhesitatingly say is 
not acceptable to the people of Bengal. My friend, Rai Rarendra- 
nath Chaudhuri, brought in some amendments of this Act against 
which T voted and I did so. be<'atise his object was to deprive the IHs- 
trict Magistraten of all the powers under this Act. I, for myself, do 
not consider that this Act will be harmless if the powers are taken away 
from the Magistrates. On the contrary. I think, the District Magis- 
trates should have Home control. My principal ohje<'tion against the 
Act is on the fundamental principle of taxation. T have Wn Taking 
a little interest in this Act since its inception. I rememlu'r T was 
present in the visitors’ gallerv in the old Council when Sir .S, P.. now, 
Tiord .^inhn, hnmghi^p this Bill during the administration of Tx>rd 
Ronaldshay. Siitee then T have alwnv* thought that this Act had 
absolutelv overlo<»ked the fundamental principlf*s of the village oTgani- 
sation in Bengal. The system of taxation that has been introduced 
is quite novel in this country. Tn our counlr\- the system had been 
to pay taxes mostly in kind, but T*<»rd Sinhn inlrmluced the payment 
of taxes in money instead and gave the union hoards the power of 
levying very he;ivv taxes which was at once resented. 

J^ir. T s|>end about 0 nr 7 wef»ks every year in mv native village in 
the district of Bartsal, and T am closely in fowi h with my people there. 

I know from inv experienre that it is very difficult for the villagers 
to pav so many rupees as tax although he can very easily pay that in 
kind. T can give a concrete example to elaborate mv point. If a 
villager is asked to pav R«. 7 as his tux. he will certainly gnimhle, 
but every villager in Bengal has got at least 10 cocoanut treM, 5 
jack-fniit trees or mango trees in his house, and if the President of 
the Cnion Bi^ard wimld ask him to give him ten coroanuts, five jack- 
fruits and 50 mangrtes from each tree, that would come to something 
like three times the amount (Rs. 71 that he would pay in money. 
Take another example, the duty of the union boards is to keep the 
sanitary condition of the villages perfect. Suppose there is an old 
tank in a village which requires cleansing; the contractor comes and 
makes an estimate of aay Rs. 20. Well, this has to he raised by 
taxation, but in three days there are a lot of yoitag men in tbe villages 
and if tbe Praddent of tbe Fnioo Bofud were to cal) upon 10 stimi 
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young men and aak them to give an hour a day at tho time of bathing 
for eleaneing the tank, the tank would be cleared in 10 daj^* without 
placing any burden on anybody. Theae are matters which it is rery 
difficult for those who neTer live in villages to understand, I was 
bom and brought up in a village and I have never missed a single 
year of my life in which I have n<»t passed 6 or 7 weeks in my vOlage. 
I can therefore speak from experience that the sort of taxation that 
the Village Self-Government Act has imposed, is very very greatly 
resented by the people and consequently there is a great deal of 
clamour. 

It may he remembered that in the earlier part of the Council I 
tabled a resolution requesting the Government to postpone the opera- 
tion of the Village Self-Government Act, but unfortunately I could 
not get the opjKirtunity at that time ns my resolution was not reached. 
I do not for a moment say that there should not be anything to im- 
prove the condition of the villages, but what T maintain is that the 
ways of improving the e>ondition of the villages must be such as would 
be suitable to our cimdifioii of life. Tt is no use putting top hat on 
the hejid of an ortho<lox Brahmin with his nainahali and iiki on. It 
would look excee<lingly awkward. You must arrange matters m such 
a way as would make them acceptable to the people of the country. 
I am told that the intention of appointing these circle officers is that 
they would go into the villages and create a demand for union hoards. 
That is a very gowl thing, and certainly that is a sort of political 
education. But from my personal experience I know that these circle 
officers go into the villages only to force the union hoards on the un- 
willing heads of the villagers. I have innumerable examples on that 
behalf. The avowed intention of Oovernnient is that they will not 
thnist a union hoard on the residents of any place unless they are 
willing to accept it. No%\ I will cite a concrete example with n^gard 
to my native district. 

I have the information from the Government that they want to 
divide the district of Barisal into 315 union hoards. Out of which 
within these few >ears they have been able to establish 41 of such 
hoards and elections had failed in eight unions. I know, 5>ir, in 
many of these 41 iMsirds, elet'tions did not sp<uitaneousIy c-ome. I 
know of one definite union hoard in which elections had failed con- 
secutively for four times. For the satisfaidion of the members of the 
Treasurj* Bench, 1 give the name of the circle officer. He is Dil 
Muhammad, working in Fnions Nos. 8 and 9 in the district of Bakar- 
ganj. This gentleman has been trying for the last two or three years 
to establish a union bminl there. But (he people would not have it. 
After the failure ' of four successive elections, the IMstrici Magisirate, 
according to law, nominated 9 people and declared that the union 
board bad to go on, Tbrea 9 pemone, who were nominated, ullimataly 
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^ that they kaew nothing about their nominatione. It 
wai due io the actiidti^ of Dil Muhammad that theae nominatioiit 
waro made by the Diatrict Magistrate. The Magistrate was quite iu 
a fix what to do. However, after a lapse of lime, 9 more names were 
given to the Magistrate who iioiiiinate<i them and (dinpleted the f<wma* 
tion of the union board notording to the law. That unitm Unird can- 
not function, because the peiqde theie are determiutnl not hi have any- 
thing to do with it. It may bo arguinl that laHauHe the {leople there 
are ignorant it is all the nunv roiison a'hy the tluvernmont should 
thrust union boon! upon them. Sir, I fail to understand why a union 
board should be thrust upon {sniplo who do not want it. How can 
the people accept anything for which they have a positive dislike P 
This particular union hoard, about whioh I am speaking, sent a peti- 
tion to the Magistrate. I have here with me a copy of the petition 
which has been addressed <o the District Magistrate— and (hat officer 
having taken no notiie of repeat^nl prayers and petitions, prople of 
some ten or ta’clve villages iissotiih)e<l together and unanimously 
passed a resolution a’hich, with y«iur kind permission, I w'ould like to 
read. The resolution which is in Bengali, runs us follows

This is the resolution that the |>eo[>le of some ten to twelve villages 
passed, and it show's that they are deteimined not have anything to do 
with tlie union Ixmrd in Tnions Nos. 8 and 9 in the district of Hakar- 
ganj. Sir, in the face of this unw'illingtiesM and emphatic protest 
on the [Mirt of the jieople against the introduction of the union board 
there, is it just and fair that it should he thrust upon them?* When 
the villagers do not want a union Ismrd, the Government have no 
right to force them to aicept it. We are a people not absolutely with- 
out a past — we hod our village organisations; and if the framers of 
this Act would care to look into our post, they would certainly find 
something to reorganise the villages, which, if introduced, would give 
saitilaction io the people. However, Sir, from a perusal of the 
nssolution passed by the villagers, you will find that at least in this 
place, the crisis may assume the shape which it did at Mtdmpore. 

Sir, if it is the intentioii of Govemmeiit not to thrust union bourdi 
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on Ulo nnwilling headi of tho people, what explanation can be given for 
this sort of intrusion? The Hon’hle Member in charge will find the 
petition I have referred to in the file of the District Magistrate. This 
is a concrete example to which 1 would like to draw the attention of 
the Government. Sir, during the earlier part of the Council session the 
Hon^ble Member in charge of the Ijocal Self-Government told us that 
a particular officer had been deputed by the Government to inquire into 
the possibility of union boards — I think he is Mr. Hart. Sir, the 
village problem of (Bengal is rather intricate and it cannot be solved 
so easily. Ymi are fully aware that the conditions of the villages 
differ largely according to areas; and the condition which is suitable 
to one area is quite unsuitable for another. Sir, my main object in 
moving this resolution is to draw the attention of the Government to 
the serious condition that has aiisen in my district. The board 1 
have referred to is not only the one thrust on the people. The inhabit- 
ants of village Banariparn who, while the late Sir Surendra Nath 
Benerjea was in charge of the Local Self-Government, came here on a 
deputation and I myself t<K)k them to the Hon’ble Minister who heard 
everything and at (mce agreed to ixwtfKme the introduction of the 
lioard. Sir, I do not for one moment w^ont to do away with the union 
boards ol together, hut what I want is that no ixmd should he thrust 
on those who do not want it. The Act should without further delay 
he amended tuMiording to the condition.^ of the country. I w^ant to 
draw the attention of the Government to the tiu-t that most of these 
circle officers are youngsteis who are just out from colleges. They 
know absolutely nothing about the condition of villagers. They have 
neither the tact nor the abilities to induce the people of the villages to 
accent ond work union boards. I, therefore, consider that their ap- 
pointment is absolutely unnecessary and that is why I move that their 
salaries be refused. 


Mr. W, L. TRAVERis As an up-countiy member who has taken 
great interest in local self-government I would say a few words in 
op]x)inng my friend Mr. Guba's motion. I have two reasons for doing 
so. The first is that I am a sincere believer iu representative self- 
government and the second is that although in Mr. Guha’s village it is 
ap[>arently not a succ^ess, yet in other parts of the iirovince I think it 
has been very suoxiesaful, and I am sure that in time ite success will 
grow very considerably. To take my first objection ; we have in this 
province, at the present moment, a system of government that one may 
describe as top-heavy. We have here a Legislative Council which is 
elected by a popular vote. Below it we have district and local boards 
which are not as yet, owing to the opposition of the vacant party 
modernised and we have stiU below that, the first link in the chain! 
the village union, which is only just beginning. In my opinion if we 
are to have in this province a system of government that is to be really 
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sttbOMsful and efficient you will require ev«ry link in that chain firnn 
the village union to this Council. Moreover, I say that the first link 
in the chain, that is, the village council at the j^resent moment is by 
far the most important. We have had this afternoon speechee on the 
constitutional issue and therein we learnt and in fact we knew before, 
that really and truly one of the chief business before this country is 
(he education of the electors. In my opinion the best way to educate 
electors is through the machinery of the village unions. Why the 
village union? Because it is in intimate connwtion with the electors. 
The villager sees how il works, the Bengali being the shrewd 

person that he is — very soon learns to envisage the form of a larger 
institution like this Council. Another point is that in my opinion at 
the present moment the most urgent netnl in this provirujo is the T<ro. 
vision of good drinking water for the i>e«>ple. That being so, the 
|»eople themselves can surely, if they are taught, do something, at any 
rate to relieve the necessity from which they are suffering. Now, we 
have in the village unitin an institution and we have liirle officers 
attached to it. In ith early days the union must leceiv© the 
help and advice from the latter and with liis advico and help villagers 
can do something to improve water-supplj . i could produce many 
other reasons of the same nature. But 1 have wiid sufficient to explain 
why I feel that 1 must oi»jom^ Mr. (iuha’s niotiuii arid I hope the 
Council will vote the salaries of these i ircle offi»ers. 

BliNi 8ARAT CHANDRA BASUl Sir, We have heard a great 
deal about these union btiards. My friend, Mr. Ouho, has pul many a 
fact, which is absolutely correct, liefore the House. I come from a 
vill^e and I have myself s<*eii the working of union boards and I 
have seen the work of the cin le officers. One thing in which I dis- 
agree with Mr. (juha is this that from what 1 have seen of tboee 
circle officers — young thougli they are — 1 must say that they are 
extremely capable men, bent upon doing g<KMl work, and so far as 
their work is concerned!, there is very little that remains to be desired. 
Personally for these officers individually I have got the greatest respect, 
but in so far as the nature of their work is concerned, I must have U> 
say something. These union boanls, although possessing the very 
good name of “ union boards ” are only hotbeds of disunion. These 
union boards, although they have been constituted for a very laudable 
purpose and ior doing useful work, have been the cause for increased 
taxation- We know that some 20 or 26 years ago in villages ths 
villagers used to be represented by the village chaukidars, who were 
supported by chaukidari ebakran lands. A wave came on, as these 
waves do coins upon the Government mind, that Iheae chaukidari 
chakraa lands must be resumed and better arrangements must be 
for the working of these chaukidars- We all know the reeuli. 
The reeumptioii of the chaukidari ckakran lande has been a huge 
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liulttre on tke part of GoTonunent. It Jiaa done good to ndliody: it 
ham only enriched eome landlords. We know as a fact thal^ after tlie 
reeiunption, after the assessment to revenue of those lands, the revenue 
that is now realised is not even suiBcient to keep one*half the number 
of chaukidars that used to be maintained in former days. The neces- 
sity, therefore, has arisen to maintain a set of chaukidars from out of 
the revenue realised from other sources. Then again a wave came on 
amongst the Government officials that there should be union boards 
to see to the sanitation of the villages and to see to the improvement 
of the condition of the villagers, but after all wbat has been done? 
It has only IsM^n effective in having some underlings of the District 
Magistrate to act us spies in the villages and to make complaints 
about people who are not liked by these Government officials. 1 
have not found any gtHid work that has yet been done by the union 
boards. The work of these boards used to be done formerly by thf 
District Magistrates themselves, in those days the District Magis- 
trate was the chief revenue officer of the district, the chief magisterial 
officer, the chief engineer, the chief postal officer, the chief irrigation 
officer, the <*hief incimie-tax offii-er, the chief excise officer, the chief 
man fi>r the loi:al seif-governiiient, hut all these powers are now gone 
and the District Magistmte has been divested of all these functions 
and of judicial functions even. The Distric^t Mugisti-ates have now 
btH'ome khtMkamra officers buried under the bundles of correspondence 
and their work has been delegated to subordinate officers, and if you 
are ple4ised to compare, Mr. l*resident, the number of thf>se suboilliDate 
officers, those Deputy Magistrates and Sub-Deputy Magistrates 

Mfi PRESIDENTS Order, order! 1 am afraid you are straying 
from one point to another without any relevancy. 1 would ask you to 
keep strictly to the subject-matter now under discussion, namely, the 
appointment of additional circle officers. 

RilNliARAT CHANDRA SASUs 1 cannot but obey the President's 
ruling, but at the same time I submit that 1 was going on to relevant 
points and if you had heaitl me out, you would have found the relevancy. 

Mr. PRESIDENTS The Prt‘sident thinks that your remarks are 
irrelevant, 

Mmi SARAT CHANDRA SASUs What 1 was going to say is 
this: that there has ^n an increase in the officers who man that 
service without any appreciable increase of work, and that if a com- 
parison is made with the number of officers that used to do that woik, 
it will be found that the number has increased by 100 per cent., with- 
out the quality of the work having improved. It is for that reeson, 
I was going to eay, that additional expenditure for the eBtertaimneDt 
of circle officers is not neoeseary. That additional expenditure meant 
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adji^onftl revenue to be wrung out from the poor million# of tbe 
country, nnd if the Government really deeires eupervision in the 
vilingee, if the Government really desire# that the villagee ahould be 
improved, there ie quite a sufficient number of officers who can’ be 
deputed for that purpose without deteru crating the efficiency of the 
administration. As 1 say the iiuinber of the exei’Utive officers, Deputy 
Magistrates and Sub-Deputy Magistrates has been intreaseil by KK) 
per cent., and at least 5(1 per cent, of them ( an l>e deputcnl for <biing 
the work of the cinle officers ivitbout entertaining additional men, 
and therefore adthout putting additional burden u()on the janqile of 
the country. 

I do not want to detain you further, hut I say that 1 opinaie any 
addition to the taxation of th(‘ people. The |)eople are l)eing trmlden 
down, the people are dying in numlters from diseases such as malaria, 
cholera and for want o{ g(K)d drinking water and other things. For 
God’s sake do not put addititinul burden on them by the entertain- 
ment of these officers.

MEMORANDUM 

1. The KetrenrhincTit Coinniittee in Chapter XXV^ of llieir report 
recximmended that the launches usetl by Go%ernnient officers should be 
pooled. Government have acccptc<l this rwommenilation and with cer- 
tain exceptions Government lnniiche«< have been jKioleil and brought 
under the control of the Marine Deparfmenl. 

2. The launches ui the easiein districts including thom* staiioiie<1 
at Khulna and Chitlagtmg and the Ui\er Police launches arc repaired 
at the Narayunganj River Police Repair I)ef)5t. This depAt was 
designed originally to deal with River Police launches only and as was 
anticipated by the Retrenchment ('omiiiittei* must be extended and 
improved if it is to deal efficiently with more than double the number of 
launches. The present huildings usetl by the repair dep5t are kuicha 
atnictures in jioor order ami will have to be replaced in the immediate 
future by larger and more fwmianciit structures at considerable ctmi to 
Government. The Retrenchment Committee ret^mmeoded the purchase 
of stores in hulk but it has been tmtKNif»ible so far to adopt this reemn- 
mendatiem because of the alwence of suitable godown accotninodatiofi. 

9. Government hold the present site of the repair depdi on a lease 
for 25 years dating from 1909. The site is ooeupted pertly by the ivpeir 
depdt and partly by the barracks, offices «id pmde grouiid of the 
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River Police. The area is 82 bi^has including a ccmsiderable area of 
hhaL All the buildings on the site are of a temporary nature. The 
rent paid is Rs. 7,5(M) to the sub-lessors plus Rs. 510 to the superior 
landlords. Under the lease Government have the right to pui*cha8e 
the right, title, and interest of the sub-lessors for Rs. 1,04,190. 

4. The Angus Co., Ltd., have agreed to sell to Government the site 
of their jute press at Narayanganj together with buildings and 
machinery for Rs. 1,60,000. The area of the site is 65 bighas of which 
40 bighas are high and 25 bighas are low' land and tank. The land is held 
under permanent leases and the rent is Rs. 705-9-2 plus Rs. 19-4-7} 
Government revenue. The site is on the same side (east) of the River 
r.^kbya as the existing River Police Depot but IJ miles to the south. 

The buildings on the site are as follows: • 

(a) A two-storied pucca office building. 

(b) One one-storied masonry bungalow. 

{c) One one-storied masonry bungalow. 

(d) Six buildings of corrugated iron, five with concrete-plinths, 

with a total area of 69,300 S(juare feet. 

(e) Servants’ quarters and kitchens. 

(f) (’(sdy lines in four one-,storied blocks of 20 rooms each. 

<//) Two Donaldson patent latrines. 

The machinery includes a Jewel Philter (capacity 5tK) gallons per 
hour), a Worthington Duplex Pump, three water tanks with pii)e con- 
n«K*tions, one 8 horse-pow'er steam engine, dynamo, etc. The entire 
frontage is rivetted wdth brick and is not liable to erosion. 

5. It is prtqK>se<l that Government .should purchase the above prtK 
|M»rty instead of exercising the option to purchase the existing site and 
transfer thereto the repair dejwit and ultimately the River Police lines. 
The difference in price is less than IN. 60, (XM) and for this small diff- 
erence Government will obtain not only a much larger site but also 
buildings which would cost many lakhs to construct. 

The proposed site is not only large enough to at^commodaie both the 
dockyard and the River Police force ^Xatitmed at Narayanganj but also 
allows ample room for expansion. The buildings on the site will afford 
ample ai^'ornmodaiion for the leimir de{KM and will in addition provide 
housing accommodation for the Engineer-Commander in charge of the 
dep6t, the foreman, the Ruperinteudeni of River Police and barracks 
foi constables. 

6. The Council is, therefore, asked to vote a supplementary grant 
of Rs. 1,60,000 under the bead ** 27 — Ports and Pilotage (Provincial) ” 
to purchase this property.

Mauhri SAYYED BULTAN ALIS Sir, yesterday there wa» an 
expression of opinion ajrninst the intrmlurtion of Fnion Hoards by 
Mr. Guha who also cast some reflections ujKin a (’in le Ofticn'r. In 
supporting Mr. Guha, Hnbu Sarat ('handra Hasu said that he did not 
see Union Boards doing anything eonducive to the welfare of its (Hviple. 
Sir, I support Mr. Guha so far that T'nion Boards should not U* thrust 
upon the people against their will. But as exreption can never prove 
any rule, 1 do not undei'stand the logic of the praposition that l)e<*auM» 
some people of a ceHnin locality <»f Baiisal are against the intitMluction 
of Union Boards, the whole scheme should Ihk done away with. 

Sir, as far as I understand Mr. Guha has lielieved certain allegation 
which should not have l>een so easily lielieved. Mr. Guha ladieves that 
it was the Ciixde Officer who sent up the names of 9 i>ersons for nomina- 
tion without their knowledge, as elections failed several times. Kir, 
Ijefore we l)elieve such a stoiy we must understand the real and respon- 
sible position of the (Circle Officer. Having regard to the attitude of 
the people of the IcK ality it was not at all likely that the Cinde Officer 
would venture to seiid up the names of jiersons without their knowledge, 
(he result of which was likely to place himself and the District Magis- 
trate in a most ludicrous [wsition for which he would have i>een held 
solely respooftible. As far as I understand the ai tual |H>sition was this, 
that these 9 persons agreed to s<‘rvp and so their names were sent up hut 
ultimately when pressure was brought to War ufwm them by their c*o- 
villagers who were the most advanced people of the district in res|>ect 
of education, as has Wen descriWd by Mr. Guha, and who must neces- 
sarily possess influen(*e, those 9 p<*rsons in order to avoid troubles denied 
all knowledge of their nomination. 

Sir, we must rememWr that ( ircle Gtticeis are 8ul)-Deputy rollectors 
who can revert to their posts if they like, (’onswiuently they hove got 
no business to try to establish Union Boards by any ineauji fair or foul. 
At the same time we must rememWr that they are all well educated 
and respectable gentlemen os well as responsible Government officiaK 
Sir, in reply to Mr. Basu I will mention a few poinU only. That the 
TJniwi Boards have been giving good political education to the people 
Is clear from the fact that in the last Wal Board elections the number 
of candidates, and the voters present were far greater than any other 
pferioua years. Mr. Basu must know that the Union Boards have been 
ntmkiiig new roads and drains and maintaining old ones. In some 
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place* primary *chool* have been establwJi^l ..n, *1. i. . . 
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il make the cbaukidari assessiiient a$ Lur a;? possible befoit* iatrodue- 
tiitti of th^ Village Self-Government Act. and the sm>nd is to jwrsuad© 
the best men available to be inembei^ of the pamhayet, IwM'ause it is 
found by experience that these people will stand afterwards for election 
to the Union Board, and the third thing which is troublesome and 
which it is very important to have done lH*fore lH*ginuiiig, is that the 
boundaries of the Unions should W properly settled so that when they 
begin work they shall not have any trouble in this matter. These thjoe 
things take a long time, and it nothing has l>een done except preach* 
ing the blessiirgs of the Village SeIf-(fovernment Act for three years, 
it does not require a Tin le Officer to do that, but that is not all that is 
wanted. 

The experience of Government i> that the ^u<Tt^Hs of this Act depends 
upon whether there has been ade<iuate-piepuraloi v wtuk by Circle Oilicers 
in the district. That wa> my expiience in Dacca and in Burdwan. In 
thost* districts there hud lH*en Circle Officers at work for a long lime 
before the Act was introduced. The Act was intnnluced then^ very scxm 
after it was pa>sed, and the general opinion is that in these two districts 
it has been very suci'e^sful. A contrail to tliis was Miduu}K)re. where 
it is known the Ai t was introdviced in a con^iiieiable part of the listnct, 
and after some time it had tit Ik* withdrawn. In my opinion — 1 was 
there at the time — the main leavtn why the A« t had to be withdrawn in 
Midnapore and was not successful was that (his pieliminai) work had not 
l>eerj done by the ('iiclc Olfiiers. Taxnlioii was unfair, ami I lememlH'r 
in one Union in Midnapoie I found that the tax ol a wealthy mahuiari 
was writ ten down at Rs. \2 a year which is (he highest lax which may 
be levied. He was shown as having paid. I made further enquiries 
and found that he had not paid at all and never did: then 1 asktul 
how it was that the a<<*ouii( had been Mpuiied. I then ascertained that 
the collecting member kept u subsidiaiv list of iieimms who were n*quiied 
to jmy six annas, and that he recouped and more than recoujwMl the losa 
on this sum of Rs. 12, by collecting that from a minifwr of pmu people 
who were showm in the regular account IxmA a*, exemiited. This ia 
the kind of thing that has to be coiie« led, 'I'liere was another man in 
Midnapore. whom I asked to show* me I i * iece»i>f »'o!b*cling 

cbaukidari tax; he said he had collected chaukiduii tax for 20 years and 
had never given a receipt. When I expressed surprise be said that he 
was a very honest man and every one trusted him. T said that I alao was 
verv trustworthy, and as he was a tenant in a Government estate, I would 
not give him a receipt for his rent. He did not see that at all. (Laughter.) 

Now, Sir, in Midnapore. there wa* a great deal of this kind of thing 
going on and people were led to believe (bat the Village .Self-Govemmeiit 
Act would lead to more of it: it was not surprising that (hey were ready 
to believe this. It is ne<'essar>' to have preparation before hand and 
in Chittagong, where there had been very little preparation, I came to 
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the conclusion in 1922 that the <earliest possible time at which Union 
Boards could be expected to come into being was in 1925, after three 
years’ preparation; the elections took place in 1925 and I understand 
that the Boards are getting on fairly well. 

From what Mr. Guha said about Bakarganj 1 think it very likely 
that conditions there are like what they were in MidnajMre. The 
Commissioner of the Dacca Division told me about a week ago that 
chaukidari work was bad in Bakarganj. He has been trying for a long 
time to get a sufficient number of Circle Officers for that district. 

Mr. Guha told us that he has found a new method of taxation and 
ihut you can obtain seven times as much value by collecting taxes in 
kind instead of in cash. Mr. Guha failed in his duty in not offering 
binisolf as a witness to the Taxation Enquiry Committee. I have a 
litlle doubt myself about this method, but it is a technical subject which 
I have not yet studied. If Mr. Guha has read the report of the Taxation 
Enquiry Committee he will have read two conclusions at which they 
have arrived which are very pertinent to this question. The Taxation 
Enquiry Committee alluded to the fact that in India the tendency has 
been first of all to create large self-governing units and to develope 
downwards, whereas in other (Muintries the development has taken phu’c 
by the federation of small units. "What the Taxation Enquiry Com- 
mittee said is this: “Facility for raising contributions for Iw'ol pui- 
poses increases ns the size of the unit of taxati(m decreases”. They 
urge the restorati<m the puncliayet and (lie restriction of tht‘ functlon^ 
of the larger bodies, and the leaMm for tliis coui’se i'^ that a man doe^ 
not (d)jert so much to paying taxe-* for \\hat he is going to see. The 
second point that the Taxation Committee made was that thev em- 
phasised the nce<l for proviiKdal control over assessment and collection, 
and they jminted out that in this countiy the practice of having the 
whole of the assessment and collection in the hands of elected meniWrs 
is not the ordinnty' practice. It is obviously injpossible to have a veiy 
well-paid staff for each Union Jk>ard and therefore the only method of 
eeeuring professional control is to have well-paid officers who will be 
able to look after several unions. I suggest to Mr. Guha that he is 
coming perilously close to the Swarajists when he says that nothing 
should l>e done until the Act is altered, and at the some time he ha.s not 
told us what is wrong with the Act. So far as I could gather, what the peo- 
ple in Bakarganj do not like is paying for the ehaukidar. but that is what 
they had to do Wfore. Mr. Guha has not disi‘;Uosed the dbea.se. I 
have had a good deal of experience in diagnosing these diseases and I 
think that Maulvi Sayyed Sultan Ali is probably correct. Two things 
are very likely to have happened, one is that the o.s»essment to chaukidnri 
tax was not fair and the other is that the people of Bakarganj were told 
that things are in the Village Sel f -Govern mejnt Art which are not there. 
This was what ocTurred in Midnapore. 
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Mr. Guha greatly strengthens the case for the appointdient of Circle 
OScen. 

• 

Mr, Sarat Chandra Basu paid a tribute to the Circle Officers in the 
Burdwan district for which I fc^ratefullv thank him. I have no doubt he 
is referring in particular to two officei-s there who had worked for somo 
years before the Act was passed. These two offiwrs gained the conii- 
denee of the people and it is to them that the sut^ess of the Act in 
Burdwan is verj* largely due. I am very glad to find that in this dis- 
cussion no fault has been found with ('iixle Officers except the fault 
that they are too young. The only remedy for this is to appoint them 
as soon os possible. It is quite true that the older ones very often inspire 
the confidence of the people more than the younger, but there is no 
help for that the fault of youth except to appoint them and give them a 
chance of growing up. (Laughter.l 

I also gratefully acknowledge the tribute that has Wen paid by 
Mr. Sarat Chandra Basu to the District Magistrate, but although I am 
grateful for it, I do not agi-ee with him and 1 think he is out of date. 
I discovered 1*1 years ago when in Dacca that the District Magistrate 
cannot do everything in the district. I discovered by pnicticul ex|H*nem‘« 
that thei-e are iij'tupenible difficulties in the way of carrxing out small 
works through the medium of a central Imdy which is at a ilistauce from 
the work. The e^'*t*ntial thing which is necessarv to secuie that the 
local work ^ha]l be properly done is a person in control on (he s|M)( who 
is going to benefit if the work is done well, and is going to low* if it is 
<lone badly. Therefore I do not agree witli Mi. Basu when ht* says that 
the Distriet Magi‘-trate can do e\ervthing and there is no need for 
riiion Boards and Cin le Officers. 

Mr. Basu alwj opposes additional taxation but I feel certain that in 
Bunlwaii (listiict taxation has Wen iinfM>sed voluntarily and not other- 
wise, I do not (juite see why the \ illuge Self*(#ttveiiinient Act of 1919 
should W held responsible f<»r the resumption of the chaukidari rhahran 
lands under the \vi of 18T(». Mr. Basu is an admirer not the time 
when he was a Wy but of (he time when his grandfather was a Wy. 
Mr. Basu is an ultm conservative, Mr. Travers and Maulvi Sayyed 
Sultan AH and I have more faith in (he capacity of the [f«»ple of Bengal 
for doing w'ork for themselves than who have supported this 

motion. 

Mr. Guha tells us he is t^ften at Bakarganj but we see him very often 
here. Mr. Basu is so busy at Asansol and Burdwan that he. has not 
even had time to find out what was the state of affairs in his own village 
of Memari long Wfore the Village Self-Government Act was passed. 
There the people under a Fnion Committee were doing excellent work 
fw sanitation, and all that has been done in the rest of the district is to 
provide facilities for doing the same thing as has been done there. 
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There ie eomething very illusive about the Umon Board juit like the 
Legislative Council. Many people say that it is no good but everybody 
wants to go there. (Laughter.) Mr. Basu told us that they are very 
unpopular but only 4 days ago 1 had a letter from the Commissioner of 
the Burdwan Division telling me that there was great keenness for 
election to the Union Boards in Burdwan. 

A good deal was said yesterday about the Royal Commission and I 
may be pardoned for referring briefly to one point in that connection 
again. I have no doubt that after what Sir Hugh Stephenson said 
yesterday members of this Council did what I did and refreshed their 
memories about the contents of section 84 (a) of the Government of 
India Act. In it they will have found no doubt that the development 
of representative institutions is specifically mentioned as one of the 
subjects which will lie considered. Now it is perfectly certain that the 
Bengal Village Self-Government Act of 1919 will not be left out of 
consideration. It is not going to be very easj' for Bengal to explain 
how it will have come about that in 10 years that Act has not been 
extended throughout Bengal. At present it has been extended and is 
in force in a little more than l/8rd of Bengal. Owing to the time taken 
in training Circle Officers the officers who were newly appointed lost 
year will not be able to produce any effect for at least two years because 
they must have two years’ training first. Therefore it is doubtful 
whether at the end of 10 years it will have Wn extended over much 
more than half of the province. That will be difficult to answer. 
‘’Financial stringency” may be bi-ought into account for it in the 
past but this year, when it has l>een provided for in the Budget, if the 
Council were to fail to vote the money then T think they would run a 
great risk of being told hereafter that they have taken a definite step 
to retard the development of I’epre'jentative institutions. I hope, there- 
Um\ that this grant will not 1m* opposed.

it to b« to. Wa all know that Mr. Qladitone tised to travel in Srd daas, 
and when he was asked as to why he travelled in the third c^ss he said 
that it was because there was no fourth class. If that be the case with a 
person like the Prime Minister of Great Britain certainly we here in 
Bengal may reduce the travelling allowance of our officers, without loss 
of their dignity. 

My suggestion is quite a moderate one. I do not suggest to reduce the 
amount of their travelling allowance; what I suggest is that it be not 
increased.

to Huppori the motion. GoTornment have generally been very elow in 
recognising the claims of Mahammadans to the loaves and fishes of the 
State. Fortunately, they have roused themaelves from their slumber 
and they are now trying to give Muhammadans at least a portion of 
their dues. Sir, so far as the Judicial Service is concerned, I am afraid 
nothing has been done towards satisfying the claims of the Muhammadan 
community. Do Government think that the Muhammadans do not 
exist in the laodP Do they think that the of ignoring the claims of 
the Muhammadans will not in the least affec t the temper of the mn\- 
muniiy towards the administration of the country.^ If they do, then 
they should revise their ideas to some extent at least. It is the duty 
of Government to W just t4» everylwdy and when they find that in the 
matter of apfmintmeiits they get Muhammadans who are quite able to 
disc’harge their duties and possess the neeesHiiry qualifications they must 
be employed to the iM^sitions whic‘h fall vac^ant. They are as mwb 
capable of doing work as are Hindus. You have fixed a standard of 
qualifi<‘atiouH and if the Muhammadans satisfy that standard, then why 
not fill va<*anc'ies with the qualified Muhaniinadans. Sir. I necn) not 
add anything further to what has lH*en said by my friend Sir AImI-ui-- 
Rahim. 

•ir ABD.UR.RAHIM: As in the general disc'ussion of tlie lludget I 
said something on this question, I feel it my duty that I should now 
explain more fully my jmsition as well as that of the eommunify which 
I re[>rcwnl, esjw’ially the niemWrs of our party fui this subject. The 
(|Uestion has I'oused the interest of the communitv for some time and 1 
am afraid it has engenderc*d a certain amount c»f feeling. The {msition 
is this: No Isidy run deny that it is unsatisfactory in a Pro- 
vince wheiv there are million Muhammadans and their affairs 
are administered by -lob or so judicial officers there should l>e 
only ulsmt a doxen or so Mubammadan judicial c»fficcrs out of 
-*ir>b judicial offic'ers. This had not always lH?eii the case. 
Sometime back Mubaminadan judicial offic’ers largely manned the 
servic’e but m-ently such officers have disappeared from the department. 
T do not want to go into the history of the matter but there cannot la* 
the least doubt that competent and qualified Muhammadans are. forth- 
coming who can safely lie appointed to the Subordinate Judicial Senic*e 
as Munsifs, and if they are m appointcnl there is not the least doubt for 
apprehending that they will not disc'barge their duties to the satisfaction 
of the public. The Civil Court Act places the duty of selecting 
Munsifs in the hands of the High Court, This is purely an admints- 
trative duty and whatever might have been the justification in the olden 
days for asking the High Court Judges to make these selections and 
leaving it t«i the ^ilovernmenl only to gaxette the appointments, there ran 
be no longer any justificatiolTfor the eontinuance of that etate of albita, 
especially now-a-<)ays when eveiy* administrative arrangement is bound 
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lie exaiuiued and canvaiwed by piildie opinion and in this Oouneil, 
In tbeee t^trcuiiiHtanees it cannot be Kafe to leave eucb administrative 
daiies in the hands of the High Court. The consequence otherwise 
would be that the at tion of the High Court is bound to Iw keenly di»- 
cuiiMed in the Council and by the public and surely it would not lie 
desirable that the conduct of the High Court Judges should he disf'ussed 
in this way. Feeling is bound to c^nie in. And on that particular 
ground alone it is expedient that the learned Judges of the High Court 
should have nothing to do with the administration of the judicial 
services. With their judicial duties no body can have anything to say. 
They are there for de<*iding cases. The law provides for different 
groups of courts and if thers is an error committed by one court there 
is an appeal to another court and lastly to the High Court. S(» far as 
that is concerned, we can safely leave eveiyihing. we must leave every* 
thing to the High Court. Hut when it comes to the making of appoint- 
ments the privilege is entiivly that of the Crown. Take England from 
whi<'h our sv't^Mu is more or less flerivi»d. There the judicial appoint- 
ments are made not by the Judges of the High ('ourt but bv the Govern- 
ment or by officers who are discharging executive duties. In this 
ccmntrv there has always lM»en a presistent cry for the separation of 
judicial duties fiom the exw^itive. If (here is any /ulistance in that 
cry. those who support that demand must concede that the first thing 
necessjirv is to relieve the learneil Judges of the High Court from any- 
thing like executive or administrative duties outside the High Court 
itself. Gf c<iiirse one can easily understand that for the ministerial 
apfHiiiitinents that are to lie made in the High f%ojrt. the Judges are 
the Wst (o de(‘ide what sort of men they require, but in the appointment 
of judicial sendees outside the High Court, the app<»intmen( of judicial 
officers, that, is an inalienable privilege of the Crown and the res|H>n* 
sibility must rest entirety with the Government. And if the Govern- 
ment chmwes to rid itself of that responsibility the public would still 
look to the Government in oixler to see that the administration of the judi- 
cial services is cniTied on so a« to satisfy the entire inhabitants and 
different <*oiiminnities. 

There is another matter. The learned Judges of the High Court have 
very’ exaiding ilutit*s to |>erfonn. and those who have to work in the 
Courts and have sat on the Bench of (he High Court must realise (hat 
their duties are such (hat at the end of (he day it is idle tn expect that 
the>- would be able to bring fresh energy to bear on tlieir other duties. 
Then public opinion does not enter the High Court freely and it is 
right that it should not. Newspaper criticistn of fhe conduct of Judges 
should also ordinarily W excluded. When learned Judges make appoitii- 
mente in their chatnher to such large and iinportaiit servi<*e aa the 
judicial service it cannot be expected Uiat they will be able to take into 
eonaideratioit all the various important aapectv in (be matter. All tb#

ihty can be expected to do if to see whether a particular man has goc 
but a few marks more than another or whether a particalar man has got 
relations in the judicial serrice which the other man has not, and the 
appointment is determined either by the former or by some sort of here- 
ditary principle. That is the sort of mechanical appraisement that can 
be expected from them. But Government are open to public opinion 
and who know how things are moving in the country at large, with them 
other considerations will prevail. L say that it is unfair to the Judges to 
impose this task on them. They cannot possibly be expet*ted to perform 
this task to the entire satisfaction of the public. As I said at one time 
it was possible that sufficient numl>er of Muhammadans were not forth- 
coming, but I say this without the least fear of contradiction that at the 
present moment you can fill all the appointments that are made every 
year with fully ({ualified Muhammadans. Then how is if that the 
Muhammadans have not the chance. As regards University Degrees 
they have got the B.fi. Degree which is a nec'essary qualification, as 
regards the relations in the judicial service unfortunately for two genera- 
tions Muhammadans have not had the (thttnee of getting appointments. 
Blit if the High f’ourt were to go a little further back they would have 
to fill every appointment with them. T submit that there is every 
reason for not continuing the present state of things but it is for tbe 
Government to take the task of making appointments in their own hands 
We now have wime s(»rt of responsible Government, and wbat is more 
Indian ixat ion of services is a settled policy with tbe Government. What 
meaning can tbe Tndianissation of sen’ices have for my community if 
they are altogether excluded from the sendees of such impf>rfance a.s 
tbe judicial service. 

8ir, in anything that I have said to-day I have not the least desire, nor 
can T lie sus|>ected of casting any reflection on the impartiality of the 
Judges of the High Court. That they are perfectly impartial there can 
lie no rf»ason to doubt. But they are bound to take a narrow view of 
things, and if in a matter of this importance they take a narrow view of 
things, it is bound to create political difficulties, T am saving this deli- 
berately and advis(»dlv liecaiise as everv’ body is aware this matter has 
created considerable feeling amonsr the Muhammadans and if must tn* 
stopped. T therefore submit to the Government that, in the cinuimstHtiees, 
the only imui'se left is to amend the Civil Courts Act and take the power 
in their own hands and make the appointments on some general principle 
The principle applying to other services must be applied to this service 
also. With these woi-ds T support the amendment of Maulri Sayyed 
Sultan All. 

Mm AMULVA OHONi ADDYs Sir, T thank my esteemed friend 
Maulvi 8ay>"ed Riiltan Ali for his noble attempt to give more employ- 
ment to tbe Muhammadans. But I am really mny to find that Sir 
Abd-nr*BaHim, who wai tt| charge of the department of administration 
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^ justice, has supported the amendment of Maulvi Sayyed Sultan All. 
!l!liis is aa amendment for the redurtioh of the grant under Administra- 
tion of Justice by Re, 1, but is really a resolution for a vote of censure 
cm the administration of justice in Bengal. Sir, it has Iteen stated 
that out of 350 Munsifs, them are not more than 12 Miihammadan 
Munsifs, and 1 am really sorr>’ fortius. The number of Muhammadan 
Munsifs should l)e increased. Hut the question has been raised that 
the High Court has been most negligent in the diwhorge of its duties 
in connection with the ap{K>intment of Munsifs, and, therefore, my 
friend suggests that the nunil)ei of Muhammadan Munsifs should he 
materially increased. I beg to .submit that 1 have the grt'atest con- 
fidence in the High Court, not only in the administration of justice, 
butulso in the appointment of their officers, and I am sure that in 
appointing Munsifs they take into con.si derat ion the ({ualifications and 
experience of the candidates. Sir, if undue preference is given to 
Muhammadan candidates for the posts 4if Munsifs, it will l»e a case of 
sheer injustice to the Hindu candidates. A rule has l>een framed in 
the caiMJ of appointlnent^ under the (loverninenf of Bengal that 45 per 
cent, of the appointments are to l>e given to Muhammadans. This has 
create*! discontent amongst the Hindus, ((luestion.) I answer in the 
affirmative. Being n Hindu and the representative of a certain sw'tion 
of the Hindus in Bengal 1 am entitled to say that. 1 do not mean to 
say that it is the Hindus alone who should W ap|>ointed to these posts: 
my contention is that the best of I'undidates should l>e apfHiirited, ba 
they Hindus, Muhammadans, Indians or Euiopeans. Sir, it has been 
proposed that the appointment of Munsifs shoubl l»e vested in some of 
the officers of the Oovernment *>f Bengal and not in the Judges of the 
High Court. 1 l)eg to submit that if this In* done, the result would be 
disastious. The High t'ourt in really the fountain of justice: no 
influence can l>e exercised over the Hou’ble Judges of the High Court. 
We have the greatest confidence in their sense of justice. Sir, in the 
case of appointments of meiiil>eis of the Brovinrial ('ivil Service, the 
appointments are made by cojn|)etilive examination, and, therefore, 
Hindus and Muhammadam* get e*iual chance of being appointed, if 
that suggestion is made in the case of the appointments of Munsifs also, 
I have not the slightest objwtion. I*et the best of candidates be 
appointed; but I am strongly opposed to giving preference to Muham- 
madan candidates. I know that the Muhammadan population in Ben- 
gal if more than the Hindu population ; but what about Muhammadan 
graduates. Is not the number of Muhammadan graduates infinitesi- 
mally small in comparison with the number of Hindu graduates? How 
many Bachelors in liaw are there amongst the Muhammadans? With 
these remarks I strongly oppose the amendment. 


Mkll Diti FROiAO KHAITANt It is really very regrettable that 
almost on every qneetioA commonal matters should be raised but all 
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the more what surpriaes me is that my hon’ble friend Sir Abd-ur- 
Rahim, who was not only a Judge of thcf High Court but rosc^ to be the 
Chief Justice of the Madras High CouH, should so far forget himself 
as to try to pass a vote of censure on the Calcutta High Court in the 
matter of the appointment of Munsifs and Subordinate Judges. So far 
as the uppoiniment of judicial officers by the Calcutta High Court is 
concerned, it must })e said to their credit that the appointments that 
have l)een made so far have quite justified themselves and 1 feel pnmd 
to say that Itengal is one of those provinces in which the judicial 
officers have carried on their work with intelligence, honesty and 
independeme which ch)es credit to that service. Noliody can say that 
the appointments that are made by the High Court are so done on 
account of any partiality to any particular peiHf)n. 1 believe, Sir, Jhat 
the inde{>endence and strength of the judicial officers in this pitivince 
has to no small degree Wn due to the very great caie and anxiety dis- 
played by the Judges of the High (’ourt in not only finding out the 
qualifications and merit hut also the respectability and integrity of the 
officers to Im appointed. Sir, justice is a matter with which no com- 
munul grounds ought to interfere; justice is a matter which should l>e 
left sacred and should be allowed to Iw dis|)en8ed with irrespective of 
all communal questions. J’eople of all communities have to ap]>ear 
l)efore the Courts and get justice dispensed with. If in these matters 
also the appointments aio to Im* influenced by political considerations, 
then woe to justi<‘e in this province which has stfKxl its test so far. 

1 am surprised, Sir, that Sir Abd-ur-Huhim should seriously hut 
perhaps hastily have recommended that the right of appointment Klio\il(l 
l»e transferred fiom the High Court to the Executive (Government of 
this province. Sir Ahd-ur-Rahim says that even the Judges of the 
High (^)urt are appointed hy the Executive (Government. S(> far as 
my information goes, the Hengal (Government has nothing to do with 
the apiMiintmeni of the High (\mrt Judges. They are appointed hy His 
Maje.sty on the advice of the Secretary of State and that is done on 
quite different considerations. Hut so far as the apimintments to the 
cadre of Munsifs and Suliordinute Judges are concerned, w'hat the High 
Court has got to see is whether the persons to be apfantited are fit for 
those jKwts or not. What has the High C\mrt done up till now to merit 
a vote of censure which is pi^oposed to l»e passed not only on any parti- 
cular officer hut on the High (Nmrt as a wholes What has the High 
Court done in the historj’ of its whole career that this power of appoint- 
ing Munsifs and Sul»ordinate Judges should he taken away from them 
and transferi'ed to the Executive (lovemmentK India is at present 
passing through a phase of changing politics and my friend Sir Abd-ur- 
Rahiin has himself hinted that the Executive Government cannot but 
be influenced by (Considerations other than that of justice : they would 
be influen(*ed by political considerations. Sir, are we to spoil the 
administration of justice by introducing such political and ooinmunai 
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^onsideniiioiis into the matterF Should we not leave the admintetTfi* 
tlan of juatiee and the queHtion u$ to which otficeiN should admiuiiter 
jmtice into the sacred hands of those who« a<H>i»rdinff to the admission 
of Sir Abd-ur-Rttliim himself, are not influenced hv any |H>litical con- 
siderations or any partiality or any coiniiuinal (considerations whatsoever. 
1 myself belong to u minority ctmiiiiunity. The minority communities 
have their grievances no doubt. Hut neither a minority (‘ommunity 
nor a majority (*ominunity like Sir Abd-ur-Uahim’s should forget them- 
selves so far as to touch tlie sacred fountain of justice and s|)oil it. I 
hope, Sir, iny friend Sir Abd-ur-Raliiiii is not really serious in the 
suggestion that he ha.H made to transfer the jatwei oi appointment fioiti 
the High Court to the Executive (foverniueiit in the present [Mditical 
atnioiphere of the country. I am not aware of the prtH'edure that 
exists in England or any other country as regaids the appointments 
made in the Subordinate .fudieial Servire in tliose eountiies 1>\H what 
I am certainly aware of is that the duty of ap|Munting offii‘ers hy the 
High Court ill Hengul has lieen curiied on to the satisfuition of the 
people and the kind of justice that bus \m^n administered by these 
officeics has Ihhmi entirely satisfueforv. If Sir Abd-ur-Rahim or any 
other lueinlier have got any criticisms to make from the |M)iiit of view 
of honesty, the integrity, the indejHMideiice and the intelligence of the 
judicial officers, f would ask them to refer to tlie judgments of the 
Privy Council who have set aside the judgments of (he High Court and 
upheld the judgments of the Sub-Judges and of Munsifs. That shows 
the calibre these officers arc made of and further shows (hat they curry 
on their duties under great difbeultieH in the Iw'st )M>HHih}e manner, and 
there is no reason why (here iloiuld la* any idiaiige effeeted in this 
matter. 

Mr. E. VILLIERiS Sir, I weleome the opportunity of saying a few 
words on this thorny subject. The speakers who have introduced the 
motion have pointed out the very large discrepancy (hat exists in the 
matter of Muhammadan as compared with Hindu appointments; and 
Mr. Khaitan and other speakers have seemed to hint that the diM repaucy 
is due possibly to the inevitable communal feeling that exists. 

Mr. Khaitan in the very clear exposition of bis views on the subjert 
said the following: “ Justice is a matter in which the principle of 
communal ism should not be allowed to interfere.’^ Now, Sir, for myself 
I would go further and say that, sfNfaking generally, communalism 
should not W allowed to interfere in any matters; at the same time we 
have got to deal with wnditioiis as they are and not as we would have 
them he; doubtless in the future conditions will so adjust themselves 
that after a period matters will he dealt with purely on their merits, no 
eonaiderations of oommnital difteiwnoei arising therein at all; 
Mr. Khaitan went a step further and said that the only point to he 
considered by those who are responsible for making th^ie apiminimenis 
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was as to whether the people so appointed are fit and proper for the 
appointments. But» Sir, so long as the above conditions obtain there 
is yet another point to be considered, namely, as to whether, other 
things bring equal, communal fairness is being observed in this as in 
other things— whether, given that there are a sufficiency of Muhamma- 
dans of at least equal qualifications from which to choose, a proper 
proportionate number of Muhammadans are getting these appointments. 
That is the question that I would put to Government, and that seems 
to me to be the essence of this matter. If there are not to be found 
sufficient Muhammadans of equal qualifications with their Hindu 
brethren to fill the posts, that settles the matter. But if there are, 
why, having accepted communal conditions for India, why are only 12 
out of 150 appointments given to Muhammadans. Given that they can 
be found, my Muhammadan friends have my full sympathy in urging 
this point. 

Nawab MU8HARRUF HOMAIN, Khan Bahailtir: This is a que». 

lion which lias been agitating the Muhammadan minds for a long time. 
I come fiom the rnufussal, and I would rather like to give you my own 
experience as to h<iw far the Muhammadans receive proper treatment at 
the hands of those whom my friend Mr. Khaitan considered to be the 
in(‘urna(i(»n of justice. I will give you one instance, Sir, to convince you 
hc»w we, Muhammadans, are treated in the mufassal courts. A certain 
pleader engaged hy me personally in a hig case went over to the other 
side. I hiought this to the notice of the Subordinate Judge who was in 
charge of the case, and he, after hearing both the parties, said that there 
was no objection io the pleader going to the other side. I at once sent 
a man here to file an appeal against the order of the Subordinate Judge 
in the High ("ourt. My man went first to an eminent barrister here 
who belonged to the Hindu community and he also treated my case 
in that way. He (hen went to the Advocate General who happened to 
be a Kuiopenn. He said that this was a very sad case and \i once 
brought it to the notice of the Hon'ble High Court, and I think my 
friend Mr. Byomkes ('hakruvaHi appeared on the other side and begged 
of tl\e High Court not to pass final judgment, giving an assurance to us 
that he would not appear on the other side. Sir, I cannot understand 
how n pleader engaged by one party can be allowed by anybody to 
appear on the other side. 

Mr* Rt N, QUHAl Do pleaders administer justice P 

Mr. RRtilDENTs I cnnnt fnllnv him. 

N«iMb MUIHARRUF HOMAIM, lOiM B Mmkir t I am giving 
you the quality of those persons whom the eminent judges of the High 
Court have appointiNi to administer justice in the mufassal courts. I 
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^ gi^e you instancos of such glaring’ injtuiicso whi^h Mtthamiiiadana 
iil« at tlife hands of judges of the other community, and I think if a 
lair proportion of Mussulmans are appointed these things will l»e a 
thing of the past. During the proceedings of the last thiee years 4>f 
this Council several resolutions have been moved by different niemberH 
asking the Government to appoint Muhammadan officers either almve or 
under Hindu officers. What does this meanP It means that the 
Muhammadans have not got that admiration for the administration of 
justice a^hioh is being dealt out by the present incumbents appointed by 
the Hon’ble High Court. In the cin-umstances I think it will he just 
and proper that a sufficient number of Muhammadans shtmld also he 
appointed by the High Court, and as the High Court is not fulfilling 
the duty that (hey owe to the country and to the Muhammadan com- 
munity, I think this vote of <'ensure should be passed. 

Mr* P* N« GUHA: Sir, I have every sympathy with the mover of (his 
resolution who thinks that the number of Muhammadans in judicial 
sei'vice is not in proportion to the p<ipulatioii of the community. I wish 
there w^ould have been more Muhammadan Munsifs and Subordinate 
Judges and so fur as (his is concerned I have no cjuairel with the 
Muhammadans. Out of the doll judicial officers let there he ‘UKt 
Muhammadan oflSoers if they are found fit, hut the point that Sir 
Abd-ur*Rahim has raised is u novel one. He thinks that if the p<»wers»f 
appointing judicial officers hud heeii vested on the executive side of the 
Government, (here would have been more MuhaiiiinHilaiis. I do ruff 
know’ on what assumption this argument is based. In the first place, 
Sir, many of us know that the Hele<*tion of Munsifs is made by a depart- 
ment of the High Court which is technif ally known as (he ' Knglish 
Depattment ” and it is presided over by a senior ('ivilian Judge—not liy 
a barrister judge but by a senior Civilian Judge. The Committee is 
composed of three or four judges and the Chief Just ir e is an t\r-nffirto 
Judge. Now, Sir, you will see that the head of the flepart merit which 
makes the appointment, had he been on the executive side, would liave 
been in the place of Sir Hugh StepheiuMUi and Sir Hugh Stephensiui, if 
he had l>een in the judicial line, would have been in the (Hrsition of the 
head of the English Department of the High Court. Sir, if the Hon^ble 
Judge in charge of the English Department exercises proper power there, 
how do you guess that he would be able (o exercise the same power 
when he would be in charge of the Judicial Department on the exer ulive 
side? The anxiety of my hon’hle friend Sir Ahd-ur-Rahim, who has 
lately been in charge of the judicial portfolio of the Government of 
Bengal, clearly shows that the Judges of the High Court in making 
these appointments take no outside matter into consideration, they only 
look to the quality, and I think quality is the only thing which should 
he considered in making judicial appointments. Sir Ab^ur-Rahiiii says 
that a lot of B.Lb. can he found amongst the Muhammadans. If so, and 
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if they are qualified, why ahould they not be appointed by the High 
Court, and what earthly reaaon ia there t4> (’unaider that a Muhaimtiadan 
Law Graduate could infiuence the executive eide to get an appointment 
in the judj(dal line, but be could not df» so in the High Court simply 
liecause the appointments are in the hands of the Hon’ble Judges P If 
a Muhammadan is duly qualified, is there any justification to consider 
that an Hoirble Meml>er in charge of the Judicial Department of the 
(iovernmeni of Bengal would <‘onsider him fit, but an Hon’ble Judge 
in charge of the English Department of the High Citurt would not 
conside} him so? Well, Sir, smh supposition amounts practically to a 
vote of censure on the Hon’hle Judges. 1 therefore consider that this 
particular point raised by Sir AlMl-ur>ltahim is most unfortunate. In 
this province the people have got unlimited confidence in the High Court. 
Moi-eover the u(*tioiis of the memWrs of the executive side very often 
»‘onie before the judicial oftit-ers in the shape of cases to be dec ided by 
them. Take for instance, Sii, under the orders of the Government of 
Bengal 1 am arrested to-morrow u'ithout any reason and I bring u case 
of damage against the Government of Bengal. Any officer whose 
ap{>ointment or promoticm is dependent on the sweet will of the (bjvern- 
riient of Bengal will not at all venture to dispense justice inde|>endetitly 
in such a case. Theoreiictilly you may say, why should he not K But 
you should n<»t forget that we are living in a huiiian world. I therefoie 
say that the appointment of all judicial officers should, as it is now, 
remain vested in the High ('ourt. Let there be as many Muhammadans 
as possible, I have not the slightest objection to that, let all the 350 
judicial officers be Muhammadans, but that there is n«» eaithly reason 
to consider that the Judges cd the High C^mrt are not able to make 
proper seWtions. I consider the argument most unfortunate and there- 
fore most emphatically protest against it.

Mtulvi TAYCBUOOIN AHMEOs Sir,. the projKwition of Maulvi 
Sultan All is quite clear. He .says that if Hindu simple can 

effiidently disc harge the duties c»f Subordinate Judges why the Mussal- 
man should Iw excluded on the ground of inefBcienc*y. Perhaps 
Mr. Kbaitan and Mr. Guba could not understand what Maulvi Sultaii 
Alt made out. Mr. Kbaitan has very emphatically supported the present 
policy of the Department of Justice and has said very highly of the 
effit iency of the Sulnirdinate Judges and Munsifs. Mr. Guha also spoke 
alaiut the quality. No iHidy deniea that even Maulvi Sultan Ali did not 
question the effici#«icy of the present Suliordinate Judges and Munsifs. 
Hii, what I would like to impress is that if a legitimate share be given 
to Mussalmans and more If ussalmani are appi>mted the effictem^ of the 
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will gt> higher because in every branch of adniiiUHt ration 
]|«npalmaajbave given uumiKtarkahle pitxrf of higher efficiency. Another 
ihisg to which I Hhould like to draw your attention, Sir, i« that even in 
ndininistratiau of juntice cotunmnaliani do find place. Sometime 
Europeans are tried in criminal cases by Euro}>eaus--that is to say they 
have got' option of selecting the tiying Judge. The majt»rity of 
litigants in Bengal, why the niujority— the ninety per cent, of litigants 
of Bengal are Muesuhnans. If Judges having first hand knowledge 
the manner and customs of litigants and at the same time having the 
same hall-mark he ap|siinted then the efficiency will no doubt go higher. 
We want Mussalinans in the Department and 1 do not say that an 
unqualified and inefficient man should get the appointment only hts ause 
he is a Mu.Hsulnian. Any number of ({ualified Mussulmans are miw 
available. Wlial 1 want is that the prejudice hanging round the appoint- 
ineitt in Bmvincial Judicial Soi vh e sluiuld remain not u nionient hinger. 
Sir Abd-ur-llahini supported the motion. So many a inemlM*r 
expi*essed their surprise. Then* is nothing for wonder. Sir AIhI-ui- 
liahiin sup|>oi*ts the motion Iwcause he is the man who knows wheie 
really the rub is. Sir, willi these words 1 supisirt the motion. 

Mr. 8. C. MUKER4I: I do not I'onsider this motion to l>e a vole of 
censure unless it is pressed to a <livisiioi. I have coiisiderahie sympathy 
with my Muhammadan <’olleugues itt this mutter so far as their grievance 
is cinicerned. While the maj(»r <‘ommunities go in for loaves and fishes, 
the minorities are simply given the i-rumbs that fall fiom the tahle. hi 
the matter of ap(>ointiiient of MuhammuduiiK as Munsifs, I have alnnidy 
said, 1 have considerable syinputhv with iiiv Muhaiiitnadun friends. Hut, 
Sir, 1 am not prepared to accept the |>osition that has lHM*n set out hy 
Sir Abd-ur-Kahini that in this matter of the appointment of judicial 
officers the Hon’lile Judges of the High (’ourt have not discharged their 
duties properly. Sii AlHl-ur-Kuhim must place fmts and figures before 
this House by giving the years and the candidates that wer«* l>efore the 
Hon'ble Judges and must show that the Jutiges having befoie ihem 
both Hindu and Muhamuiudaii candidates de<‘ided in favour of the Hindu 
( undidutes as against the Muhammadans. This is nither a serious charge 
hi bring against the Hon’lde Judges. And before this House accepts 
such a chaige against such eminent persons as well-foumltMl, more data 
are necessary. If Sir Alabui ltahim can show that there were two 
particular candidates— -iiue Hindu and the other a Muhammadan, Imth 
of equal merit, and that the Hon’hle .fudges decided in favour of the 
Hindu t andidate as against Muhaumiadaii then trertaiiily such a charge 
will he regarded as well-founded and <*aii very legitimatidy lie levelled 
against the Judges, 

The other point made out by Btr Alxbur-Rahim that the lloiiT»l« 
Judges have not sufficient time at their disposal to decide these matterH, 
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I am VBty aoiry I am not prejMired to accept that as a correct diagnoeid 
of the aitualioD. I cannot for a moment beliere that an Hon'ble Judge 
of the High Court who i« saddled with thi» important reaponsibility will 
80 far forget hiroftelf um to diHpone of theHe thinga in a curaorj fashion. 
If that were the case they would have lost the conhdence of this country 
long long ago. 

Then Sir Abd-ur*Uahim says that if the appointment of the judicial 
officers were left with the Executive (loverument then they would have 
taken into consideration the political aspect of the (juestiou or in other 
wolds political considerations would have weighed with the Executive 
lloveriuiient in the choice of judicial offijcers. Well, in that case, things 
should be where they are, because that shows that the executive Oovem- 
nient ought not to be invested with that power if it be a fact that they 
will be guided and influenced by political considerations in the matter 
of justice. In that case 1 should say that so far as criminal justice is 
concerned that should also be transferred to the High Court. In the 
matter of appointment where the (piestion of justice is concerned, 
nothing but sheer meiit ought to be taken into consideration and I 
think my Muhammadan friends should take their stand on that ground 
and not simply on communal gitmiid, viz., Muhammadans should be ap- 
pointed because they ai*e Muhammadans. But I think that their point is 
that Muhammadans should be appointed, because they are able, because 
they are efficient, and because they have the necessary qualifications, and 
BO long as they take their stand on that ground I give them my whole- 
hearted support. That is the right |K>sition to l>e taken up and that is 
the position which I as the representative of the Indian Christian com- 
munity have always taken up so far as my community is concerned. 
Deal with us aiu'ording to our merits, 8< cording to our education, and 
according to our efficiency. We do not want any job simply because 
we are Christians, but iH'i'ause we are able and efficient and thoroughly 
educated and we therefore demand it as a matter of right. 1 want my 
Muhammadan friends to take their stand on that ground — on the ground 
of their education, their culture, and judicial ability — and so long as 
they stand on these grounds they have my wholeheailod support. In 
this matter 1 do hojH* and trust that my Muhammadan friends will not 
press it to a division. 

Hit Hon’Mt Sir HUGH STEPHtNSON: I think it will perhaps 
be as well to clear the ground first, Wore dealing with this motion, 
by pointing out to the Council once again what this motion is not. 
I think we are all agreed that it is not n vote of censure on the High 
Court. 1 think we are all agreed that there are no allegaiions that 
the High Court have in any way improperly used their power of ap- 
pointment. 1 think it is also agreeil that there is no vote of censure 
on the Judicial Service in Bengal. There is no allegation that the 
Judicial Service as a whole, or any member of it is unworthy ol his 
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pO0i<m or has in any way failed to render juatioe to the people of 
Nbw, Sir, we clear that and we come now to the main point. 
It it that this motion had been moved with a view of brinjnnfr to 
the notice of Government the dissntigfaction of o certain section of the 
conunxmity with the fact that in the Jndlcinl SerWce in Ben^I there 
is so small a proportion of Muhaniniadans. As T have said, no one 
accuses the Hi^rh Oourt of bein^ in any way to blame so far as its 
appointments are concerned. We all admit that the Hiffh Court has 
appointed the best men in its opinion to these posts within the limits 
of the points which the Hijrh Court ran consider. We have hod a 
g^reat deal of loase talk confouiidiiigr the appointments of Judicial 
f^rvice with judicial acts. The judicial Rt‘ts of the members of the 
service once they have been appointed have not been criticised and 
are beyond our purview. The point, as T understand it, that has 
been raised, is that the appointments to the Jnclicial Service not be- 
infr a judicial act shotild not rig-htly belonir to a judicial body which 
is precluded by its very nature from tukinjr cojrnisance of any cir- 
cumstances or considerations outside judicial ones. Now, Sir, on 
this point of appointments of Muhammadans, T have lHM*n anxious for 
some tinn* to i?et an f»pportaiiit v of g^ivintr mv views: but on this 
particular nndion under this particular budjret, T feel T can only do 
so in a verv small wav. 'Hie views of Government as regrards the 
finp<untment of ^f\ihatnmadans have been set forth in a cofwtnwnn/w/ 
which was issued in Inst Christinas week. Tn the first place, T diV 
likpijhe expression “loaves and fishes**, almost as much ns T dis- 
like the expression “ in proportion to the population **. Both these 
exnressions. to niv mind, pho-e the whole thinr on an entirely wron^f 
basis. Tf it were a question of “ loaves and fishes then Babn 
Aiinilva Dhone Addv’s retort «*« apjiropriafe that von should take not 
the population but flic fit noonlation. But. Rir. the only justifica- 
tion to mv mind — like inv friend Mr Villieis. I const itutinnallv dislike 
cnnimnnalisni. but. like him. T have to accept the facts in India — 
the onlv jnslification to m\ irimi for fakiiitr oarticnlar poins to appoint 
niemlwrs of a onrticiilar commntdtv a** officers is not because that 
community niinilM*r so many, bat iMN-aiise it is for the gtt>od of the 
pro\*ince as a whole. The province as a whole at the present time 
consists of Hindus and Muhammadans — T am speaking? ouite broadlv 
and am not irotntr into details but when voii have a population which 
consists in part of Hindus and in oart of Muhammadans it is, in the 
opinion of Government, essential for the ir<*od of the province as a 
whole, that there shall fs* in the oMhlir* number of 

each particular kind of the population. Government recoirniaes no 
diatinction between its Hindu and Mubammadan officers thev are 
equally efficient. s»»d in the belief of Government they eooallv do 
iusHte and do their work with impartialitv. Bo far ns their official 
work is coiicemiKb frmn the point of view of Government it does not 
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iiiait«r whether an officer ia a Muhammadan or a Hindu. We trust 
him U) do justice on the Bench, we trust him to do his wtork outside 
the (^oui't. But I think no one will deny that the ]>tiblic services in 
India, or at any rate in Ben^fal, do exen ise a tremendous induetice 
on the life of the public — and theie it does make a difference if the 
whole piiblif^ stuvice is composed of one community. From the point 
of view (tf the villager in u subdivision which is largrely inhabited by 
Muhammadans, it does make a difference to him whether his Sub* 
divisional Officer is a Muhammadan or a Hindu — I do not mean to say 
that it makes the slin’htest difference to his cases, but a Muhammadan 
SuhdivisionaJ Offi<ter in a subdivision lain-ely inhabited by Muhammadans 
can, and does, do u very jrreat deal towards the uplift of the whole Com- 
munity. (Hear, hear.) We have had numerous instances whem a 
Muhammadan Suhdi visional Officer has started a Madrassah, has raised 
subscriptions for a Muhammadan hostel, has taken an interest in the 
j(eneral etlucation of the people as a whole. It is from that point of 
view that the (iovernment are interesteil in the question and not from 
the jMtint of view of the “ loaves and fishes or the percentage of the 
popuiuliou but from the point of view of the good of the people as a 
whole, and we cannot expect to get the highest good for the people of 
Bengal unless we have a sufficient number of Muhammadans in the 
public services for this kind of w'ork. 

Well, Sir, as I said, from the point of view’ of Government, it is a 
(luestion of the good (d the community at large, and in my opinion 
the true solution of Hindu-Muhammadan differences is a I!ff)du. 
Muhammadiin aiiialgaination in the public services which the people 
can claim as their ow’n — neither a Hindu nor a Muhammadan public 
service — in which ea<’h different denomination fills the service for 
the gmsl ot the whole of India. And thst in in mv mind a far more 
hojM'ful way <if treating this question than by any efforts or pacts or 
artificial agreements. That put briefly is the position of Government 
as regards its ptihlic services. 

I will not touch at the moment on the question of the ministerial 
otficeVH where different (MUisidera-tioHH come in. and I do not think I 
shall l>e in order in detding with that question now. As I have just 
poinit^l t>ut, it is not u iiuestioii of the purity of the Judicial Service, 
it is m)t a (|Uestion of inditical jobliery, it is not a question of apiM>int- 
ing men who are not fit. I am only concerned here w’itb the extra- 
judicial »tsi>ect of the Judicial Servii*e tvnd fnmi that aspect, Oovern- 
meiit are of opinifm that (he considerations I have mentioned apply 
ecjually to the Judicial Serx-ice as to the Exec’utive Service. I should 
like to make it t)erfec^tly clear that so far as the judicial acta are con- 
cerned, 1 make no distinction between a Hindu Munsif and a Mubain* 
madan Munsif. 1 would certainly not subscribe to any doctrine tkat 
the Mubammaduns* caaea must be tried by Muhammadan officers or 
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tillilit the HinduK^ rasefi must tie trim! by Hindu ofB<*erB. Sn far M the 
imclicial acta are romenjed we have md, and we will not, in any way 
alter the present praetit e. 

When we j?et to the jMiint that (jovernnieiit do mnt'ider it a matter 
affecting the general welfare of Heiigal that, in the «Tndieiat Service 
of Bengal, there should lie a proper admixture of Hiihammmlamt und 
Himhis, the question arises how is that to he obtaineil. As Sir Alnl-ur- 
Itabini has iMiinted (>ut at prcweiit the ap}Miintments of Munsifs are 
made on the recommendation of tlie High Court ; pnudieally s|>eHking 
they are made by the High Court. This (pieMtion of how to atUiin what 
Government consider to he desirable is a thorny <me. It has engaged 
the considemtioii of Goveiiiment for s<mie long time ami 1 am sure 
that Sir Abd-ur-Hahiiii and lli^ fellow memWrs aill not exjiect me 
>ay at the [U-esent lime what (toveiiimeiit's inteiitiems are. I have 
explained the jHisiiioii of (iovernment and I uoubf suggest that this 
motion lie withdrawn, if only f<u* tlie reason that it it is presseil to a 
fiivision 1 am not •‘Ure that I myself or any other memlier td the House 
will know exactly what is we an* censuring.

Mr. P. N. GUHA; Sir, I beg to move that the demand of 
B.S. 2(), 13,000 under the head “ 25A— Jails ” be reduced by Be. 1. 

In doing so I want to draw the utten(i«»n <»f G(jvemment pointedly 
to one matter. It was in December. 1012, that by a certain Circular 
Government intimated their intention of dividing the cadre ()f assistant 
jailors into 4 groups— deputy jailors, head clerks, subonlinate jailors 
and clerks. This is quite a dejMirtmentul thing and I have heanJ it 
said that memlH*rs of the ('ouncil should not iK>ke their nose into 
matters of departmental mlministration, but the fact cannot be i»rer- 
looked that theNe officers, who are working ni the jails <lc|milmeut 
are absolutelv out of touch with the public world. In a manner thp 
also are convicts in the sense that they have gol to remain within the 
four walls of the jail and work without knowing what is going on 
in the outside world. 

Sir, it has been represented to mf and to many other members of 
this House— us was apparent from the showers of questJons that were 
put to Government, that grave injustice has Wen done in dividing the 
service into the different divisions as I have just enumratwi. I find 
that a praticular officer who has got three or (mr blmrk marks against 
bis name end is junior in service has gone up while a much better 
qualified man who has no black mark against his name has b^n 
placed in a lower rank. I am informed that th^ Inspector^eneml of 
Prisons, Bengal, with the help of a Committee, went through the 
ease of erery aasistant. I assure you, Sir, that I would never have 
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taken up this matter if it was brought to my notice by two, three or 
four or even dozen officers of the jail department. A very large 
number of officers came to see me and I was convinced that a grave 
injustice had been done to them. It is believed that somehow or other 
the then Inspector-General of Prison?^, who left India probably on the 
day following the day on which the Circular was published, was not 
well advised, and I understand that the officers have submitted 
memorials to Government. I consider, and along with me a number 
of other members of this Council consider, that some injustice has 
really been done and I want the Government to look into the matter. 
On bringing this matter privately to the notice of the Swretary to the 
Jail Department, I w'as told that this w’as a matter to be dealt w'ith 
by the lnsp(‘ctor-General of Prisons. I have no doubt that it should 
bo so, but us w'e are here and the responsible members of the Gov- 
ernment are here as well, I think we aie entitled to bring the 
grievances of our fellow people to their direct knowdetlge. With 
these w'ords I move the amendment that stands in my name. 

Th« Hon’ble Sir HUGH STEPHENSON: 1 know that there has 
been a considerable amout of feeling on the subject of the recent re- 
organisation among the jail officers and I am, therefore, glad of the 
opportunity of explaining the matter to the members of this Council 
more fully than I could do in answer to questions. 

The reorganisation t«iok place in accordance with the recommenda- 
tion of the Jail (Commission. When the Jail Commission — I won’t go 
back to the previou.s history — reported, they found that in Pengal 
there was a grade of jailors, and a grade of assistmtt jailor^ on Ks. aO-KK). 
The assistant jailors did the whole (jf the work, that is to say, there 
was no clerical establishment. An assistant jailor might be a head 
clerk, might be a subordinate clerk or might be an executive officer 
or might Ih' an extMutive officer one week and a clerk the next. 
They i*ecommended that this system was radicailly unsQund, that if 
you are going to recruit executive (»fficer8 you ought to look for those 
qualities wffiich are re<|uired of executive officers and not to keep an 
eye on ability for accounts. Government acceptetl these rtwommenda- 
tions and we have, theri'fore, separated the jail services into executive 
and clerical. We had previously improved the [)osition of the jailors 
and in last August I put before the House proposals for establishing 
a new grade of deputy jailors and cair>’ing out this piirticwlor reform. 
The jail staff in Bengal now consists of jailors and deputy jailors, 
which is an entirely new grade on Rs. 1(K>-150, assistant jailors have 
been abolished and clerks have taken their place. The clerks rise 
from Its. 45-120 so^ that the net result of the reorganisation is to 
considerably improve the prospects of the jail service as a whole. In 
carrying out this reorganisation the first step necessary was to 
separata the existing staff into clerical and executive and vary few of 
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Ae existing: staff liked to be classed among the goats; they all criiHl 
for the awwintment of deputy jailors; there were only dO odd ap- 
pointments of deputy jailors as against 70 odd assistant jailors. It 
is quite apparent that we could not appoint them all us deputy jailors. 
T% 08 e who were not appointed as deputy jaih>rs are still in a better 
position as regards their prospects than they were U'foiv the reorgani* 
sation, be^'uuse they have now the prosj^ect of rising to Its. 120 while 
before the reorganisation they had the j)ro8pe('t of rising to Its. 100 
only. Those also who were appointtnl under the.se orders before 1922 
will have the prospect of Wing pmmoted to the rank of deputy jailer. 
Two out of three sueh ap}>ointnients as they fall vacant are to W 
filled from the rank of the old assistant jailors who are now' clerks 
but w’ho were racniited before 1922. 

I have received a large number of memorials, practically one fnun 
everybody who has not been made a ileputy jailor. I have gone 
very carefully into these memorials. 1 have also received a huge 
number from those who were made deputy jailors. I think it is 
fair that all those who were appointed to the sen’iee up to lust year 
when the separation wn.s actually made should 1h* uIIowcmI the chance 
of Wing appointed as deputy jailor, that is to say, those who have 
Wen appointed between 1922 and 1925 will not now be shut out. 
Then as regards deputy jailors I ftw^l that then* was some hardship. 
We considered this (|Uestion two years ago. A seheme was sanctioned 
by Government and approved by the Finance Dejjartment but it ^’<»uld 
not be brought info forcu* because of the lack of money. We have, 
therefore, put the deputy jailors in the same position us they would 
have Wen now if the reorganisfition hud taken place two years ago, 
that is to soy, they are not to get hack pay for tw'o years from 1st 
April, 1922, but with affect from 1st April last they are to be in the 
same position ns if the reorganisation had taken place in 1922. 

Then, Sir, a.s regards the memorials from those on the clerical staff, 
it is clear that as a whede we could do nothing for them. We (WiWr- 
ately decided on the «ejmration of the staff. We impjt^ved their pros- 
pects and they are belter off now than they were Wfore, but as Mr. Guha 
ha.s pointed out, every one of these men whc» were iK»t apfsiiiited d»*puty 
jailors has no doubt the honest conviction that he has been hardly 
treated in Wing passed over and that he is a Wtter man than those 
who have Wen apisdnted deputy jailors. WVU, 8ir, it is [>erfe<*tly 
obvious that (here must W some finality in a distinction of this kind 
and that there must W some authority who should be entitled to say 
that this man should W a clerk, and that mao should bo a deputy 
jailor. The Insjwtor-General of Prisons and the Superintendents 
the Aiipore and the Presidency Jails formed a Committee and they 
went through every case and made their recommendations. Well, Sir, 
I think that it is quite possible that there may be a feeling among 
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tlio»e men who hiive been passed over that an entirely Jail Committee 
is not perlmps absolutely suitable and that they would be more content 
if they knew that someone outside the actual departmentid jail staff 
hod* considered their case, and for that reason I have ^ven instruc- 
tions that eveiy one of those cases shall be gone into by myself and 
Secretary and that all other cases where the men are alleged to have 
I>een j)romoted although they had bad marks against them should also 
be examined. T am afraid we cannot do more than that, but they 
have my assurance that when we have done that I shall personally be 
convinced that we have given them fair play. 

Mr. p. N. GUHA: In view of the assurance given by the Hon’ble 
Member I withdraw my motion.

In the year 1913-14 
it was 115. In the year 1918-19 it was increased to 121; but this 
year it has been increused to 138, Sir, it appears from public records 
that there are not more than 2,000 police ofileers in the city of Glasgow, 
but in the city of Calcutta the numWr of [mlice officers is more than 
double (hat figure. I fail to understand us to why there should he so 
nmiiy police (>ffi(‘ers in (’alcutta, es|M»cially when the citizens of Calcutta 
arc very luw-ahiding. 

As regards exjvenditure, il is prop(»sed to iiwrease it to Us. 2,51,000. 
I do not mean to say tliat the services ot these sergeants should l>e 
dispensed with. My suggestion is tliat when theie are vacaneies, they 
may he filled up by armed sejioys. It app(‘ars, Sir, tliat the ec^st of 
retaining tlie>e sergeants \s wry high, lM*cause the j»ay alone of these 
138 sergeants eomes to Us. 2.51.tHKI. 1 umhustand that rent has also 

to be paid to tiieni. Theiefore, the lu tual expenditure is ulxnit Us. 3 
lakhs, and this for only 138 seigeunts. 1 am sorry to say that an 
invidious (list inet ion a)>p(Mrs !(» havi* been made between Europeans 
luul Indians in the matter (»f pay. It u|)pears that the maximum jmy 
of an u.ssistunf sul>-mspi'(‘toi is IN, 59 per month. These assi>tant 
sul>-inspe('tors are edneated men and tliere has Ihhmi no serious (‘om- 
pluint against their work. It may be that their w(»rk is quite different 
from the sergeants* ; but ni the ea^e of the arnuMl se]w>ys the maximum 
pay is Us. 22 per mouth. Is it not an invidious distinetioii between 
Indians and Europeans?’ It may W said that the sergeants are armed; 
so are also the sepoys, 1 at while in the ease of the .vejmys the maximum 
pay is lln. 22, in the ease of the European sergeants it is Its. 200. I 
beg to submit that I am not in favour of dispensing with the serviees 
of these sergeants: they are family men and have come to Calcutta 
for the sake of enqdoyment ; but my suggestion is that whenever there 
is a vacancy, an anntMl Hep(»v should l^e appointed to it. It will serve 
a two-fold puri»qse— it will reduce the exj^enditure and at the name 
time it will create (Hinlentmeut amongst the Indians. With these words 
I Iwg (o move the amendment standing in my name. 
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Tlii Hwi^Wo Sir HUGH STEPHENSON: Sir, I oppose this motion, 
lliere is no substance \rlui(ever in it. ‘ Mr. Adily 1ms taken tho revised 
for this }ear and says that the hudjfet for the next year should be the 
same. Sir, I cannot understand how a Inisiijessnian of the standing 
of Mr. Addy can put forward before the ITouse such a projuwition like 
this. He surely knows that the revistnl estimate is purely u guess 
work of what we sliould six*nd this year aiul the l>udgi‘t is what w© 
have got to s|>end next year.

'I’he rates |)er 
head of cattle are veiy hit^h; I undcfstand it is Rs. 4 or Rs. h per 
buffalo and Rs. per ( attic. The effer t ha.s been that the buffalo flcM-kn 
are driven to Assam leaving a very small numlM‘r ladiind. In (“oiise- 
quence there is a scarcity <»f milk, curd and ^rhee which aie (he nmnish- 
ing food of (he people. 1 he;; to say, if this sum is released it mijfht 
be applied for the reduction of this tax at least. It c(»uld also W 
employed for the improvement of sanitation, the supply of water whi«’h 
is so iniK'h lu^eded. The amount allotted for water-supply is quite 
insufficient. If you jro into the foiintry and see the Iwal ('onditions 
there at present, you will find at this time of the season, the people ore 
in jfreat need of water. The rivers and tanks have lieiui dried up; the 
weRs cannot supply a sufficient amount of water, not only for the cattle 
but for the people.

the Meeiozi Award should be revised and some portion of the income-^ 
tax should be awarded for provincial revenues. With these Remarks I 
beg to move my motion. 

Thd Hon’ble Sir HUGH STEPHENSON: The Rai Sahib has rather 
larger ideas than most people. Ordinarily when a member proposes to 
make a cut in order to raise a discussion, he does so by proposing a cut 
of Re. 1 but the Rai Sahib proposes one of over a lakh. Secondly, 
although I come from south of the Tweed I am always very anxioua 
to make other people pay for my concern, I think it is rather too much 
to ask the Government of India to pay for the police of Calcutta. The 
Government of India has nothing whatever to do with the police of 
Calcutta; they have a certain number of offices at Calcutta, and if these 
offices want a police guard we make them pay for it. Therefore, I do 
not think that even the most hard-hearted man could ask the Govern- 
ment of India to pay for the cost of the Presidency Police. 

Further the Rai Sahib has spent some time in devising how he would 
spend this money if the Government of India paid for the Presidency 
Police. I can assure him that if the Government of India had'^paid 
for this police tliere would not have been any money to spend. They 
would have taken care so to regulate our t-ettlement so that we would 
not get anything out of it. Therefore, I trust that the Rai Sahib will 
withdraw his motion.

I also desire 
paiiicularly to state iiiy complaints against the Police budget. No 
<loubt there is a section of people who say that the councils are barren 
institutions and no purpose is served by going in them. What purpoM* 
do these men serve by absenting themselves from the ('omu il withfuit 
resigning their seats? 

TRTs motion iTlat»*s to the reduction of Its. T.9(M) from the demand 
for the salaries of the Deputy Superintendent of Police. The 
Retrenchment Committee recommended induction of the uuiiiber of 
Deputy Superintendents and Deputy luspcctors-fienerul. Why have 
not Government taken action on the n‘cominemliition There has also 
been a further increase in the number of head-<’onstables and constables. 
The Police expenditure in Bengal is 'U lakh.s whereas in Madras it is 
2J lakhs, in Bomliay 2 lakhs and in the Cnited Pnivinces 2j lakhs. It 
is a matter for shame that the Bengal Government shoiibl try to further 
increase their Police expenditure which is already heavy enough. What 
are w’e to say to them again for placing the .•salaries of the Assistant 
Suj)€ruiteiidents on the noii-voted list and thereby curtailing our rights. 

1 shall have more to Miy on this .subject when HfH*aking on the other 
motions. For the present I content myself with moving the motion 
standing in my name." 

Rai Eahib PANCHAN AN BARMA: I Wg to move that the 
demand of Rs, 1,75,900 under the head "2011 — Superintendence" (page 
113, Civil Estimate) be reduced by Rs. 5,900. 

I beg to submit at the l>eginning that the amount to l)e reduced is 
Rs. 5,900. The amount seems to \m a large one, but I really want to 
diacuss some questions with regard to the superintendence of’ the Police 
and not so much the cut. In the districts there are Huperintendents, 
Deputy Superintendents, Assistant Superintendents, but the 
work i» not always s<i ver>' satisfactoiy*. There are Sub-lnspecton 
in charge of police-stations whom many people are afraid to 
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approach simply because they do not get justice. In an ab- 
duction case in Rangpur a few years ago a niece of Baishna^i Ohrita 
Kurnari, whd was abducted, went with another man to the Sub-Inspector 
of the thana and lodged a complaint. The Sub-Inspector said “ It is a 
case of elopement and not of abduction. I note it down, go home 
The man asked the Sul)-Tn.Hpector to go to the place and see for himself 
the position, lie said Well, why should I go, how can I go there, even 
the pice for food will not be had So, Sir, this is the case. The case 
of Hem (’handra Sen is w-ell known in connection with the abduction of 
Barodt. Sundari, 

Mr* PRESIDENT: Whut i^ aoui jxiinr, Kai Sahib? I think in a 
general discussion of this character it would be better to avoid details 
as far as possible. 

Rai Sthib PANCHANAN BARMA: I say that the superintendence 
is not good. I have quoted two instances of abduction. People are 
afraid to go to the police thana simply be<‘ause if they go there, theie will 
be a charge of fees. If complaint is made which cannot but be rare, remedy 
cannot always be had. So if this i.s the sort of superin tendence.,ih<.t is 
going on why then are they there? As instance, 1 may quote 

one thing. Two years ago two Sub-Inspectors, one Assi.staut 

Sub-Inspector and on Inspector had to be dismissed. I beg to submit, 

Sir, that this sort of superintendence is not gcM)d. If some fault is 

found, the man committing the fault is dismissed. That is not the 
proper superintendence of the Police. The superintendence should be 
no as to pi-eveiit any wrong being committed, or to prevent it as much as 
possible. We see in two years four Police oHiters have been dismissetl 
and the fate of one is hanging in the balance in connection with another 
case. 

With these i-emarks I l)eg to submit that the superintendence should 
be made more effective. 

Th« HonWe Sir HUGH STEPHENSON: Although of course we 
welcome the Shah Sahib back again in our midst I may be permitted 
perhaps (<» espi-ess a h(>pe that he has now given us once for all bis con- 
sidei-ed view on the Police administration in Bengal. So far as I (an 
understand he objects to this vote on the ground that there is only one 
Inspector-General while there are five Deputy Irispectors-General or in 
the alternative Wause of the figures under the heads (derks, bead-con- 
stables, constables and servants. As regards the latter point it is quite 
obvious from the figures that as is very often the case in a big establish- 
ment there have l>een different classification in different years. 

Then Rai Sahib Panchanan Banna has moved his motion mainly to 
call attention to certain cases of abduction in his part of the province. 
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I tliink the house will agree that it is quite impossible for me to dioeua* 
the merits fof individual cases in this Council It is a thorny subjwji 
and as I have previously answered questions in this Council it is only 
when certain facts are present that the Police have any power to take 
cognizance. If the Rui Sahib thinks that an injustice has been done in 
any particular case I shall l>e delighted to have an investigation made hut 
I think the house will agree that to reduce the vote on sujwrinfeiidence on 
the ground that in the la.st two years l\ Sub-Insj>ectors and 1 In»i>e< tor 
have been dismissed is surely not a logical aigumeut. If the Rai Sahib 
reduces this vote there would W no superintendence aiul these men In 
future will not l>e dismi'^sed and the injustire that they have done will 
continue. Surely it would have Wn more reasonable for the Rai 
Sahib to ask (Tf)verninent to iiiciease the iiuml>er of ofticers for the pui- 
pose of superintendence, I opjM»se l>oth these motions.

Assistant Superintendents whose salaries have been placed on the non 
voted list. The only resource open to us is to move the reduction of th( 
; salaries of the Deputy Superintendents who are Indians. 

Notwithstanding the various complaints made against the conduci 

the*«ubordinate police officials, it is true that it is they who contributi 
substantially towards maintaining peace and order in the mufassal 
The main part of the work of the police is done by the subordinate polici 
.officials, under the direction of the Inspectors who are very often ablej 
.officers than the Deputy Superintendents and are as honest as theii 
superiors. Government might easily abolish the post of the Deputj 
Superintendent and increase the salaries of the Inspectors who, it ma> 
be expected, will efficiently carry on the work of the department. 

The questioii of the Assistant Superintendent is a forbidden subjeci 
.and I must not say anything alwut them except that they are all, in 
experienced young Britishers. It is an extremely unfortunate thinji 
that the representatives of the people should be debarred from having 
ji voice in sanctioning any item of expenditure necessaiy to carrv' on tlu 
work of administration. I move, therefore, the present motioir*tbr tht 
rejection of the salaries of the Deputy Superintendents. 

The motion No. (2) relates to the same subject and nv'Mminends the 
reduction of Rs. .‘12,000 from the demand for Poli<*e, in case the formei 
motion is thrown out. The amount recommended for reduction is ar 
increase on the last year’s demand on thi.s head. ** 

The motion No. (d) is also on the .same subject ami recommends the 
reduction of Re. 1. 

We take pride in saying that Bengal is more advanced than Assam 
but Bengal has failed to imitate the example set by the ba< kward As.sair 
which has made over the income derived fivm the enhancement of the 
stamp duties to nation-building work whereas Bengal Government hiu 
•appropriated the money for the Police. 

In ciinclusion, I like to point out to Government that I hope that thej 
will effect some reduction in the Police estimates and band over the 
money for constructive work even though this motion may be thrown out. 
We usually vry in tbe wilderness when we speak in the House but it 
should Iw remembered that Government owe something to themselves.

We provide jail warders with mowjuito curtairrs, but our ron**tahl08 in 
the malana affected swamps have to live in miserable hoveU ftn<l there- 
fore we do not supply them with mosquito curtains they suffer greatly 
in health. There were oil cases of invalid pension last year. (If these 
282 were for invalid pension, and 69 for invalid gratuities, showing 
that these 69 were invalided at a very early stage of their career. I 
think, Sir, the House will agree with me that it is a more businesslike 
proposition to spend Rs. 50,600 for keeping our men in good health than 
to keep them in malaria affected places and give them invalid j>ensions 
when their health fails.

i haTYh*^ is a great pilfering of goods during railway transit. It is 
iiown to everybody and therefore iny first contention is that having 
fegard to the above fa^-ts to which our attention has lieen drawn by 
the Bengal Ketreiu hnicut Coniiiiittt»e and having regard to the facts 
which are unknown to tho>e gentlemen who arc interested in trade and 
<omii»erce, 1 may draw attention of the representatives of the Bengal 
C’hamber of Coininen'c to this matter that there is a great pilfering of 
goods going on during railway transit. Therefore, my suggestion is 
that the (ioverriment would Iw jdeiised to make the Railway Police more 
efficient. My second inunt is that it is the duty of the Government 
of India to maintain the Railway Police as the earnings of the Railway 
are taken away hy the Government of India. It appears from the 
budget that for the maintenance of the Railway I*olice— n«»t only the 
Eastern Bengal Railway, but the East Indiuti and Aswim Bengal Rail- 
ways and other railways which are within the Province of Bengal, the 
total expenditure is Rs. 7,60,000 hut the amount which is re<overabU 
on this account is only Rs. 20,000. 


In the year 1925-26 the amount was Rs. C0,00t), hut this year, it 
appears from the budget, it is going to lie reduced ifi H«. 20,000. Now, 
Sir, the question is who are more intereated in this matter. I admit 
that the public are interested to a certain extent, hut it is the property 
of the Railway which is to lie taken care of by the jKiIice, and, there- 
fore, the Railway authority, I mean the Government of India in ibia 
particular case, is more interested than the Government of Bengal in 
connection witb the maintenance of law and order and in connection 
with the protection of property in the railways. Sir, the Government 
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of India has been making huge profit from the railways, and, there* 
fore, we can certainly make a humble representation to that Govern- 
ment to pay for the Railway Police, or at least to make a substantia] 
contribution towards the cost of its maintenance. I would draw atten- 
tion to one fact, namely, that in the case of 3rd class passengers the 
fares have been increased by leaps and bounds. In the Eastern Bengal 
Railway the fare was by mail train 2i pies per mile in 1912, it has 
now been increased to 5 pies, and the same is the case in the East 
Indian Railway. Then as regards the freight on goods, in the case of 
rice from Khulna to Kalighat the late was one anna nine pies per 
maund in 1922, now it is . 

Mr, PRESIDENT: What i.s the relevancy of your remarks to the 
matter under discussion? 

Bibu AMULYA DHONE ADDY: My contention is that the Gov- 
ernment of India has been roali.sing good income fi*om the railways by 
increasing the rates on fare as well us the rates of freight on goods, 
and, thej;efore, the Government of India are in a position to pav for 
the maintenunce of law and order in the railways. That is ni’^TonTen- 
tion with regard to this point. We all know that in the case of coal, 
because of the heavy railway freight 50 per cent, of the collieries have 
had to l)e closed, and in the case of rice . 

Thi Hon'blu Sir HUGH STEPHENSON, Gn a point of order, Sir, 
I submit that the condition of rice or coal is not relevant to the point 
under discussion. • 

Mr. PRESIDENT: 1 also thought us much, but as the Government 
Meml>er did not raise a point of order, I allowed the member to con- 
tinue. 

Babii AMULYA DHONE ADDY: My }K>int is first that the Railway 
Police is inefficient ; secondly, that it is the duty of the Government of 
India to pay for their mniuteuance, because the Railway authorities 
are vitally interested so far as the protection of the Railway property 
is concerned, and, therefore. 1 take the opportunity of making this 
suggestion on liehalf of the Bengal National Chamber of Commerce 
that the Government will be pleased to make the Railway Police more 
efficient and, set'ondly, to make a representation to the Government of 
India to pay for the maintenance of law and order in the railways, or 
rather to make a sulmtantial contribution (4)wurd8 the cost. Two years 
ago when the railways were under company management, the Ijocal 
Government used to recover the whole of the cost from the company. 
Now that the railarays are vested in the Government of India, the I^ocal 
Government can certainly ask the Government of India to pay for the 
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maintenance of the police. I do not want to press my amendment^ hut 
I want to draw the attention of the Hon'ble Member to theee facta.

If they 
will not do it, it is useless to place this demand earmarked as secret on 
ihe voted list and comj>el the representatives of the people to be help- 
lefia witnesses to the misappropriation of public money. Government 
might have as well placed it on the voted list and spared much un- 
pleasantness. As' things stand we shall he acting against our conscience 
If we sanction a demand about tbe nature and motive of which we are 
In the dark. Government might carry the item by the majority which 
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they have come to possess in consequence of the withdrawal of the 
majority of the elected members, but in that case we shall not be respon- 
sible for the sanction of the demand. In view of this consideration 1 
beg to move the motion standing in my name.

I have already 
on various oecaaidns pointed out that this year’s revised is purely guess 
work, and that the question of the budget for the next year, the aetuil 
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figure of the budget is one which we must leave to the Finance Depart- 
ment. We decide what force shall be kept up, what pay we shall give, 
and the Finance Department decide what total amount is likely to be 
spent during the coming year. At the end of the year they guess again. 

The Maulvi Sahib said that police eipenditure in Bengal is greater 
than it should be. Well, Sir, I deny that, but I do not propose to take 
the House through statistics I have spoken on several occasions befoi'e 
on this, but I think if the Maulvi Sahib will examine our police expendi- 
ture with the expenditure of Madras and Bombay compared with the 
population of these provinces, he will find that we are extraordinarily 
e(‘onouiical. But, Sir, I do realise the wish of the House that the 
expenditure compatible with efficiency should be verj' carefully scruti- 
nised so us to see that there is no extravagance, and, in order to mark 
our sense of our agreement with the Council that there is necessity for 
jealously scrutinising all jKilice expenditure, I am prepared to accept 
this cut of half a lakh of rupees from our total budget. 

The budget, I may explain, is prepared and w rutinised as jealously 
as we can. Then it runs the gauntlet of the Finance Department who 
ai’e by no means di-sposed t<» over extravagance, and, as far as any 
particular item of the budget is concerned, I cannot accept a <’Ut 
that item. First of all we start with the sanctioned establishment ami 
the saiietioned pay; we then eompare the expenditure of the last four 
yeai*s; then the Finance Department make calculations us to how many 
men are likely to be on leave, how much short the strength is likely to 
be and so forth; and from their past experiem^e they budget for a figure 
which is always a great deal below the actual cost of our sanctioned 
establishment. Therefore if I accept a cut on any particular ittun, the 
Accountaijt-(}eneral will not allow me to reappropriate from one item 
to another; if the Council has actually voted a sum and we exceed it 
we cannot reappropriate to meet the excess and then we have to come 
to the Council again for another vote before the end of the year. On 
the other hand, if I accept a cut of half a lakh of rupees, I must ask 
the Inspertor-Oenei*al to show a saving of half a lakh somewhere at the 
end of the year, and that is probably the best way to ensure economy. 

Maulvi SAYYED SULTAN ALIS In view of the Hon*bie 
Member's answer, I will not press my motion. I accept the amendment 
for a cut of Rs. 60,000.

Tha HOffltlli Mr* d* DONALD: On the recommendation of His 
Excellency the Governor, I l>eg to move that a sum of Rs. 1,22,76,000 
be granted for expenditure under the head 31 — Education ”, I ex- 
plained the main features of this budget in my speech introducing the 
Budget; and I need not rejwat them here. 

8HAH SYED EMDADUL HAQ moved that the demand of

He simke in Bengali. The English translation of which is as 
follows : — 

Sir, I am not actuated by any ft*eling of jealousy but by the sense 
of duty in moving the n^duction of Rs. 44,000 from the grant for 
European and Anglo-Indian education. 

The money which Government spend Wlongs to the people. Under 
this circumstaflee I would have bad nothing to say if a liberal grant 
lor some partmular section of the people had not stood in the way of 
the rightful owners of the money getting their due share. According 
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to tlie |>ero8iitftge of Europeans and Anglo-Indians in tEe popttlation 
4 >f the country, their share of money provided in the educational budget 
of 1,35,37,000 comes to about 2,000 only. The disproportionate increase 
of 44,000 upon the revised estimate of last year is, therefore, unjustih- 
l^ble, wholly so because the increase on last year’s revised estimate for 
aecondary education falls far below it. 

Europeans are well off as they are. It is the poor Indians who want 
money and the distribution in their case is unfair. 

We want compulsory fiee primary education for the people for 
which Government are contemplating the imposition of a new tax. It 
would have been the right thing to give the entii'e sum provider] in the 
educational budget for primary edm'atioii. But instead of it, only 
68, (XK) have been inereased on the last year's estimate. 

In my di.strict the primary school teachers have not got more than 
8 anna.s per head per month. Similar complaints are made hy many 
other districts. But Ils. 72,tHK) more have Wen ftmnd for Kuropt»an 
jgimajy education. 

Thus we see that (tovernment have l«M*n fhhmghout unjust to 
Indians. I beg, tl»erefon*, to move the reduction of Hs. 4-1 .tMH) from 
the demand under thi> head and propose that the same la* tiiade over 
to the priniarv education fund for Indians. 

Dr. H« W. B. MORENO: My slender knowledge of Bengali atul the 
very bud account ii s of this House made it very diflicull for me to follow^ 
my old friend, the Shah Saheh, hut fnun the manner in which he de- 
livered hiN diatriW against AngWlndian e<lucation and fr<»m (he 
exuberance of gesture, I came to the conclusion that he was very vehe- 
ment against giving any grant for Anglo-Indian education. We hear 
a good deal in India about the pr(>tection of minorities and in most of 
the speeches that are delivered in this country we are told that (here 
must W a union of all partie.s, that if the majorities are to have fitting 
representation minorities ought not to he negW^ted. I remember very 
well the able amendment movt*(l by Sir Abd-ur-liabim in which he 
spoke only the other day about the protection of minorities in Bengal 
I rememWr, too, how that amendment led to a very serious state of 
affairs which I do not care to allude to on this occasion. Hera, how- 
ever, I see that while there is this talk of giving every protection to 
minorities when it is translated into fact it is otherwise. In the agenda 
paper we have a list of amendments to the demands for the education 
of Emopeans and Anglo-Indians making serious cuts in these demands. 
Anybody who has studied the whole question of European and Anglo- 
Indian education cannot but come to the conclusion that th# need lor 
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money in theee days is very paramount in their educations. At the 
present moment the whole community is passing through a very serious 
crisis. It is a woeful tale to relate ; the growing number of unemployed 
people in the community is leading to a state of panic among the 
members of the community and people interested in their welfare are 
beginning to be distressed when they survey the whole question. It is 
felt that the community may altogether lose its place in the body- 
politic of the country, if this state of things continue for long. Poverty 
and distress are now where affluence and prosperity wei-e before. We 
have funds formed by Anglo-Indians and their friends for the training 
of Anglo-Indian youth; most of us know how much the community is 
doing in the way of helping education for the young. Not only are 
there these Government grants, but education is also largely helped by 
the assistance of kind friends and sympath i Bel’s ; so that, this grant> 
although it may be seemingly large, Rs. 3 lakhs and odd represents a 
very small portion when compared with the amount that is besides sub- 
scribed by the public for the upkeep of Angb>-Indiau schools. It is an 
undeniable fact that the community is in a state of acute poverty ; and 
there can be no challenging of a statement of the kind that if that be 
so, the children of the community suffer most. What is tlij*. present 
position? Most of the children are unable to go into schools for their 
education, for the simple reason that the schcnds are not sufficiently 
subsidised to accept these children, some on half-freeships and some on 
freeships, with the result that these childi’en are unable to have the 
advantage of any form of education. The late Sir George Knox, with 
whom I had the privilege of talking on this important matter, made 
a very astounding statement to me; he said that he thought that about 
70,000 children in India of the Anglo-Indian community were receiving 
no form of education at all. I understand that in Bengal the Kalimpong 
Homes are meeting a very important portion of the task in providing 
education for those unable to get admittance into other schools, but 
there are also a number of other denominational schools doing their 
very best to meet the need. * 

I should like to impress upon the memlvei's of this House the fact 
that we do not depend entirely upon Government grants, a gootl deal 
of money comes from Anglo-Indians and their friends. In spite of the 
fact that we get help from outsiders, from members of the community 
and from Government, our schools are largely in debt and unable to 
manage things for themselves. Only the other day liE Martin^re waa 
practically in a state of ruin and was saved just in time by a magnifi- 
cent gift from Sir Paul Chater. Most of our schools are making every 
effort to face the exigencies of the situation. It is, then, very hard on 
the community to know that their grants are cut down, when the schools 
are doing all they can to meet this need for educating the children of 
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Ibe community. Tho Shah Sahch has told m that this money might 
be advantageously used lor primary education. 1 have no quarrel with 
kirn at all on the question of the expansion of primary education, hut 
I do say this : “ Don’t cut down this side in order to fill up the other 
It seems to me that it would lie a ver>' foolish policy if carried out 
We have here this serious position reached by the community and I 
take it that this Council will view verj- sym}mthctically a iMisitiou of 
this kind, which I have endeavoured to recount to this Council. Wo 
do not opjKise grants for Indian sckmls, though they may not cumpato 
very favourably with the Anglo-Indian sehtM)! grants, but there is the 
great question to W considcrtHl with rt‘gard to Anglu*Indiui» siIhkiIs 
and it is this, that whereas the Indian sclunds aiv tion-bourding mIkmjU 
Anglo-Indian schools are Iniardiiig schools and a large {M>rtion of the 
grant goes for the upkeep of the Imarders in these s^'hofds most of whom 
receive concessions in the fees they pay. 


I should like to impress iijHUi the Indian members of the House that 
we do not want things to \w levelled dt»wn, wc want rather that things 
should 1 h‘ levelled up. If my Indian friends would hstk at it from that 
point oPN'iew they will not grudge the small uniuunts that are Indng 
given to Anglo-Indian seh<Mils. 1 trust that their gewd sense will dic- 
tate that this demand should not In* cut down at all, in view of the 
extreme jMiverty of the community and in view of the inahility many 
of the children of the community have to reicivc some form of educa- 
tion, which nbme opens the d<M»r to future pn»R|M*rity, surrounded M 
they are by the tra?nmels of ** chill jienury 


Thf Hofi’ble Mr. J. DONALD: I am not sure whether the two 
speakers who have just spoken on this motion actually know what this 
provision is meant for. They have talked of Anglo-Indian education 
generally and they have talked of Indian education. This provision ii 
meant ‘ior the maintenanc.e and upkeep of two Government secondary 
schools at Kurseong, namely, the Victoria School for boys and Dow Hill 
School for girls. The main reason for the increase in the expenditure 
is due to the addition of a new dormitory* in the Dow Hill School to 
accommodate about 50 more boarders. This requires more establish- 
ment. And as will appear from the budget estimates there will be a 
correspmiding increase in fees. So really this scheme will pay for 
itself. The rest of the increase is largely due to new recruitment to 
fill up already sanctioned posts and to meet increments of salaries. It 
is expected that most of this expenditure will be covered by the increase 
in fees and there is really no additional expenditure on these schools. 
The money is necessary and I must, therefore, oppose the motion.

Sir ABD-UR-RAHIM: I move that the demand of Rs. .1,74,128 
under the head “ .11— Education— Grant to the Calcutta University *' be 
reduced by R<. 1. 

At it tpparcDt I wish to discuss the policy and general administra* 
tion of ihe Calcutta University. We have allowed the grant to that 
University of the post-graduate department to go unscathed, not 
because we are convinced that there will be no waste and that all the 
money will be properly applied. In fact we are not satisfied that the 
arrangements for the post-graduate studies are what they should 
be. Certain subjects are emphasised which ought not to have any 
place in the Calcutta University; others— some very important sub- 
jf eta— have been ignored. For instance, Arabic and Persian, which 
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are most important languages containing excellent and important 
literature which are studied all over the world, in all important univer- 
sities in Europe and America, are sadly neglected by the Calcutta 
University which is situated in one of the largest centres of Muham- 
madan population. Whenever we point out how Muhammadans are 
being neglected by the Government or any other public authorities in 
any matter, a cry at once is raised in some quarters charging us with 
communalism even by those who join hands with us in other matters. 
In answer to those who thus charge us with communalism, I point to 
the Calcutta University as the monument of communalism. Sir, I 
went there the other day and was very kindly taken round the various 
departments of the University and asked to be shown the Arabic depart- 
ment. I was shown a dingy little room. There is no proper library 
for Arabic literature — nothing of the sort and I was told by one of the 
prominent gentleman who work there that even that little room is not 
reserved for the Arabic-Persian department. That alone, in my 
opinion, is sufficient to damn any Indian University, though that is not 
all. We have however allowed the grant for the post-graduate depart- 
ment, because we think that the whole system has to be overhauled. 
The Calcutta University for sometime has Wn pursuing an entirely 
wrong policy. They are controlling the whole of the schools and 
secondary education through the medium of matriculation. All these 
schools are made mere feeders to this University. What is the result? 
Thousands of matriculates are burned out every year — several thousand 
graduates art* turned out every year and what is the standard? The 
standard is so low that nowhere in India can the graduates of the 
present day hold their own. Things were not always like that. The 
standard has been deteriorating from time to time till it has reached 
the lowest point. It is often said that the Calcutta University is the 
greatest University in India, it is the only University known to Europe. 
I do not know where that information is got from? If it is known to 
Etirope, I am afraid it is not known very favourably— certainly it ha.s 
not preserved its reputation in India itself. lA)ok at the graduates of 
the Calcutta University. They cannot now compt*te for the Civil 
Sen^ice. But certainly they were once noted for their ability and 
cleverness in passing examinations. That is now past history. And 
why, pray tell me. It is the jH)licy of the Calcutta University within 
the last few years that has brought alwut such a deterioration. Sir, 
the root cause of this going down of the standard is that there is really 
no aim — no purpose l>ehind the policy of the Calcutta University'. They 
are pursuing no definite objet t. They say that they cannot do without 
controlling the whole of school education through the matriculation 
examination. They must do this in order to keep up the work of the 
post-graduate department. The post-graduate department itself is not 
wisely run as t have already said. We cannot allow— Bengal cannot 
afford to allow a sy'stein like this to go on for ever. I say we have 
reached a point where you must make a halt. What are these thousands 
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of matriculates and graduates to doP Nothing but swell the ranks of 
the unemployed of what we call the bhadrolok senn-edueat«d class. 
Surely, Sir, the first essential thing is that you must have a pioper and 
sound scheme of secondary education. It must be selfHMxntained. I 
do not think in any other country you find that all the 
schools are mere appanages to the Fniversity. This system 
should not be allowed to go on any longer. What is the 
average age of these matriculates P The average age is 18 and 
every one knows that matriculates of the Calcutta Fniversity 
at that age is not even fit to write a letter even to dictation. I am 
afraid the graduates are not very much better as a lK>dy. I do not say 
that there are not brilliant gioiluates. In any system of education 
however had, brilliant and tallented 3 *oung men will rise above the 
system. But take the average. That is the test of the University as 
to how education is being imparted. I say that the first thing neces- 
sary is that, secondarj’ education must be removed from the control of 
the Calcutta University. It must l)e placed on a seif-<*ontained Imsis 
so that students leaving the school may have proper education and that 
they may l)e able to fit themselves to pursue some ax'CM'ation in life, 
fflr, thivf»f«^>f things in the University cannot l>e tolerated any longer. 
So I suggest to the Government that no time should be lost in establish- 
ing a Board (»f Secondary Kilurntion to put it on pntjier basis. I<et the 
University have their own matriculation examination. But let not the 
Calcutta University dominate the whole of the schrad education. Now, 
Sir, in this connection there is one proposal I must refer to and deal 
with and that is their latest pr()(K>sal to introduce Bengali as the 
medium of instruction up to the matriculation standard. As to that 
prof)osal, if we had a proper system of secondary education and if those 
who have gone through the school receive education which would lead 
them to something, there might be something to W said in its favour 
but what would l)e the result if that pro{>osnl were adopted now. You 
will have this result. English will lie considerably weakened. As it 
is, it is wholly unsatisfactor}' now and it would lie still worse. The 
standard of the Calcutta University is very* low. If you reduce it still 
further, what happens — what will happen is mere disaster. Ilow many 
young men are you going to sacrifice: it is really sacrificing the lives 
of thousands of young men. Yon are leading them on to a patch 
which leads to nothing, and it would be worse still if you introduce 
Bengali as the medium of instruction. Now I can understand that if 
you have a sound system of secondary education-*-a self-contained 
system — and in that case if you have education right through the 
school coarse up to the school -leaving standard in Bengali, or in any 
other vernacular, that one can understand, provideil you see that the 
boys who leave the school have got a chani*e of finding eraplo 5 'Tnent, 
But if tbe school is only to lead to the University, surely the introduc- 
tion of the ^gaii medium will make matters much worse. So 1 say 
whatever proposal there is before the Ooverament, the Government, I 
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will carefully coniiider the matter before they sanction any such 
posal and not sanction it until at least a proper system of secondary 
cation is established in the country, not until then. 

Then I come to another very important aspect of the question — the 
imunal aspect as Mr. Addy and Mr. Ehaitan would say. I say that 
hammadan education, bad as it is, will suffer to a still greater 
ent. At this stage of the growth of the Western education in my 
imunity, we cannot allow that education to receive a set-back. We 
know that the Muhammadans were very reluctant for some time to 
il themselves of Western education with the result that they were 
behind in the race. When the partition took place and Eastern 
igal was separated from Western Bengal, the Muhammadans got a 
nee and within the four or five years that Government lasted edu- 
ion amongst the Muhammadans went up by leaps and bounds. 
!ry one knows that Muhammadan education was systematically 
ouraged. Since then they have been making some progress and if 
b put them back again, I say it would not be fair to the community 
all : that is one great objection we have in using Bengali as the 
liurn of instnudion. We want Knglish to lemain for sojjje timb 
il at least a proper system of secondary education is established. 

Then another point is that the Muhammadan students taking up 
igali will be at a great disadvantage with respect to other students, 
do speak—the majority of them do speak— some sort of Bengali 
it is not pure Bengali, it is not the same Bengali as is generally 
ken in Hindu households. They will l>e very much handicapped in 
ipetition with the Hindu boys. I say it is not fair to handicap them 
:hifi way. Everyone knows that no Muhammadan student is allow'ed 
jfo to school until he has received a certain amount of elementary 
ning or elementary religious instruction in Arabic. They must 
d the Koran, they must know* something of the essentia! doctrine of 
ir religion. That is one handicap from which they are suffering 
t if you impose an additional handicap, I am sure you will put 
in back li great deal. Besides this, the Bengali literature — I know 
y little about it and I do not wish to speak one word in disparagement 
it — I do say does not contain such educative juvenile literature as 
English literature does. ^Question.) I am sure it does not. Those 
) have followed the growth of juvenile literature in English will 
ee with me that it would be the greatest pity to deprive young boys 
the benefit of that literature. Anyhow for us, Muhammadans, the 
flish juvenile literature is the better means of educating our boys. 

1 Bengali literature is foreign to the Islamic culture to which we 
ich tbe greatest importance, and we cannot allow our boys to imbibe 
llture which is alien to them and to their history and to their tradi* 
i. That is another very strong ground why we opposa the introdue- 
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in til# Hewspapera-^that there is some difference of opinion about thie 
matter* There can be no important question on which there will be 
no difference of opinion, but I do say this : all educated Muhamma- 
dans — I mean those who have received English education — are practi- 
cally unanimous on this point and certainly every member of this House 
who is in the party which I represent here is agreed that it would be 
very disastrous to the Muhammadan culture if we int!t>duce Bengali aa 
the medium of instruction. 


Mr. P. N. CUHA. What does the Shah Sahib soy almut it? 


Sir ABD-UR-RAHIM: He does not belong to our party: he may 
l>elong to your party. 


This is really a very serious (|uestion and I wish to bring this 
matter to the notice of Govern men t so that they may not take any hasty 
steps, and it tliey are not satisfied as to the Muhammadan opinion on 
thk point, they must make careful investigation liefore they embark 
upon any such experiment. A change of language is u very serioust 
thing. The pre'<ent <'on<]ition of the Muhammadans, their impoverish- 
ment — I was going to say their present degradation — is grvutly due-^* 
at least partly due — to the c hange of language which was effected 
sometime back, and I would strongly defirec’Ute any further change 
Wing made until the (fovernment is satisfied that Muhummadon public 
opinion is in favour of it. I say, Muhamimidaii public opinion, at least 
the opinion of the educated MuhainmndunH — of tboM* who understand 
anything almut the subjec ts — is entirely opposed to this proposal of Ihtr 
Calcutta University .

GOVERNMENT BUSINESS. 

TN Biidgft of tho Covomiiiiiit of Bongal for 182S-27. 

Domoncii for Grants. 

31— Eduoatioii. 

Dr. H. W. B. MORE NO S W« heard ye^tterday, Sir Abd^ur^Rahim's 
great speech on the Calcutta University, unfortunately, however. Sir 
Abd-ur* Rahim is not with us here this afternoon. While he was very 
keen about condemning communalism as found in the Calcutta^ Univer* 
sity, I regret to say that the whole of his speech was just saturated with 
oommunalism, so that one begins to wonder whether he was speaking in 
the interests of higher education in Bengal, or of his own community in 
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pftrti^ftr. He condemned the whole University because there wero 
not aaj special arrangements made for the study of Arabic and lot 
Islamic culture. He disregarded altogether the i-aluable work done 
in the University with regard to the Arts and Sciences. He had not 
a word to say about the training in Philosophy, History, and in a^ 
the anciedt arts and modern sciences; he concentrated his whole atten* 
tion upon the one question of Islamic culture; and because, forsooth, 
the University had no pro{>er arrangements for that, he condemned 
the Calcutta University in toto. That, it seem|gp me, is a verj’ narrow 
view to take of things. If Sir Abcl-ur-IttihiulMills that there is a real 
need for Islamic culture in the Calcutta University iny best advice to 
him is to follow the great patriots of the land and endow n Chair for 
Islamic culture in the Calcutta University, as other great men in Bengar 
have endowed for other branches of learning. That, I think, is within- 
the possibility of Sir Abd-ur-Raliira, and it would carrj* his name dowm 
to posterity as a great man and a great friend of Bengal. 

Then, Sir, he condemned in rather strong terms the whole of the* 
education as now given to (Uir graduates and said that a B.A. or utit 
M.A. of the Calcutta University was “ good for nothing.*’ He then* 
want on to say that the B.A.’s and M.A.’s of other Presidencies had 
done very^well in the Indian Civil Service examination now held in 
India, as compared with those of the Calcutta University graduates 
who, he said, had shown up very Ijodly in Europe, in its centres of 
learning. I would |)oint out to Sir Alxl-ur-Ilahim, who is now present 
here in the House, that there are many distinguisheil graduates of the 
Calcutta University who are well able to measure swords with some of 
the best sarants of the West; I allude to Sir Jagadish Chandra Bose,. 
Sir P. C. Roj’ and a host of others; I may also point to Sir Abd-ur* 
Rahim as one of the great alumni of the Calcutta University, and 
I would point to you, Sir, as a member of the Calcutta University, who 
has so ably filled the Chair ns the President of this Council and has. 
upheld the highest traditions of this House. 

Then Sir Abd-ur-Rahim pointed to the number of Matriculates in- 
the Calcutta University and said (hat there was a heavy rush like fish* 
towards the net to secure a i>ass in <he Matriculation examination. 
Well, Sir, the fault is not with the University itself. If there is this 
real desire among the young j)eople to go in for this examination, the 
fault lies with themselves, and with their parents, and not with thr 
University. The University Has laid down a standard for eniranc#* 
into the higher degrees; and if people think it proper to give up all 
other avenues, aud like fish seek this one opening, the fault is theirs 
and not that of the University. In this connection I may point out 
to one very hopeful feature. liast year the number of MatHculation^ 
examinees was, I understand 19,000 — 1 s{>eak subject to correction on* 
this point — this year there has been a serious drop to about 16,000. 
This shows that most of our young men are now beginning to realist* 
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that if they wish to take up a vocation in life they must begin early, 
and must not divert into the one channel of the Matriculation examina- 
tion. If that be the growing desire of the people I feel sure that 
things will soon come to normal conditions. 

Then again, Sir, on the question of 'the want of management, the 
want of proper training, in the University alluded to by Sir Abd-ur- 
Eahim, I should like to point out to him that as Education Member of 
the Government it was his duty to have done his best, when he was 
in office, and not and condemn things now. I take it that 

as a lellow of the OlfjiMftta University, if he feels that there is some- 
thing wrong in the management of the University, his right and proper 
course is to place these matters lief ore the University itself in order 
to have them rectified there. Most of the faults he points out in this 
Council are faults which can be rectified from within; and if Sir AIkI- 
ur-Hahim still takes a great interest in the working of the University 
he can set his heart and hand to get things put right in the University 
itself instead of standing outside and throwing brick-bats at his alma 
Tnater, knowing full well that she cannot retaliate. 

There is one particular point that Sir Abd-ur-Rahim raised and 
which deserves very careful attention. It is the vexed question of tlic 
/vernaculars as a medium of instruction and examination for the 
Matriculation examination. Now, Sir, speaking as an educationist ofA 
some years standing I can say with a great deal of confidence that 
instruction in the vernaculars in the lower classes is a very great 
desideratum. I have always found that among the younger people 
teaching them in their vernacular in all branches, except English, is 
far more helpful to the young student than to thrust nil these things 
down the throat of the jmpil in a foreign language, but I realise that 
for tbe higher classes education should la* given through the medium 
of English, In that I know I differ slightly from others; my reason 
for asking that in the higher classes English should be the medium 
of instruction is this, that as things are we find that our graduates have 
not that masterly control over English os those who have English as 
their mother-tongue; if we seriously negletd young students and begin 
to teach English too late in the higher classes, there might not he 
sufficient time for them to get an efficient control and possess a real 
facility over the language. I do then think that in one or two classes 
before the Matriculation class, it would be advisable to have English 
as the medium of instruction for all subjects; but this is a small matter 
which concerns the University itself, and I know the University has 
not yet come to a hard-and-fast conclusion on the subject. Even if 
it has, it is surely open to conviction, and things may be redisenssed 
in tbe Senate And the SyndicAte. Here is an opportunity for Sir Abd- 
ur-Rahim to go to the University itself and lay his case before the 
members; I am sure if he does so, he will be snccessful; but to maintain 
that the whole of Muhammadan welfare in Bengal will be jeopardised 
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by Ikis mediam of instroction iu the Bengali vernacular, is to make 
a very sweeping statement indeed and rails for serious comment. Sir 
Abd-tir*]lafaim iu adopting an attitude of that kind certainly gives 
some impetus ^ that racial feeling which is growing in Bengal iietween 
Hindus and Muhammadans and which everj^ true lo\*er of Bengal shoul<| 
deprecate. I think in all these matters a little compn)mise, a little 
give and take, will ease the situation far more than by uselessly accen* 
tuating our diflfereuces. We want more of harmony and less of this 
jarring dimird, now so much on the lips of ottr iM>liticiuns in Bengal. 

I (congratulate Sir A 1x1- ur- Rahim on* his wonderful change from an 
Hon’ble Memlier of the (Government to that of a header of u certain 
* xei’tion of ibis House; be is a i|uick-changc artist and requires very 
careful handling in all these changes; still I hxik to him as a very 
distinguished alumnies of the Calcutta rin’versity, of which I am a 
very humble one. We l>ave our duties to perforin by o^r uhm matrr, 
and if we find that the old Tni versify has gone wrong, if we see the 
chariot is not going evenly, it is our duty to put things right, to juit 
our shoulders to the wheel and not stand outsiile and denouiue things 
with our hoarse cries of criticism. 

* I tak<i, Sir, a fairly im|»artial view of the situation iMMuuse 1 am 
neither Ixmnd up with Hindu sentiment nor with .Muhammadan senti- 
ment, yet I owe allegiance to India as a “ non of the soil I there- 
lore trust Sir Alxl-ur-Rahim will take my remarks as coming frmn one 
who is genuinclv interested in the welfaie of the University and whe 
will see that no communal differences are admitted t(» cl»iud our vision, 

. and prevent things Indug stuui in the calm and dispassi -nafe light of 
reason. 1 think, therefore, that Sir Ahd-ur-Raliiin would he well 
advised not to press his motion in this Rouse against his atmu mater, 
but give her first every chance of getting things put right. 

BaIni SURENDRA NATH RAY: In the uhseuce of the mcmlier 
who represents the graduates of the (alcuttn I’liiversity and in the 
absence of another member who is tueml)er of the Syndicate and also 
a Profeaaor in the Post-Graduate Department of the Calcutta Univer- 
sity I think it proper to say a few words with reference to this 
motion. I am very sorry to see that Sir Abd-iir-Rahim who held the 
highest position in the Judi(‘ia] Service and as such had to weigh 
evidence and facts should have been guilty of making incorrec't state- 
ments. 1 have inquired and have come to know that the University 
has proper arrangements, for the study of Arabic and Persian litera- 
ture. Sir Abd-ur-Rahim will probably he surprised (o hear that there 
are only four Muhammadan students in Arabic and Persian who are 
students in the Post-Graduate Department of the Calcutta Univeiaity 
and there are eight professors to teach these four students. The 
University spends Rs. 2,000 per month for Arabic and Persian study 
for these four students. Sir Ahd^r-Rahim can very well verify 
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whether these are facts or uot. Then there is another fact to be men- 
tioned. I may inform the members that whereas the members of the 
Syndicate of the Calcutta University tried to reduce the cost of every 
other brunch of study they did not try to retrench ^so far as the 
study of Arabic and Persian is concerned. 

Then, Sir, he has also said about the quality of secondary educa- 
tion. I here see that Sir Hugh Stephenson, Mr. Donald and myself 
are the only three members left of the old Council of the pre-Reform 
days. It was in the year 1915 that I wanted to move a resolution on 
the appointment of a Board of Secondary Education but I could not 
do it and a Muhammadan gentlenmn was responsible for it. My 
friends, the Hon’ble Nawub Bahadur Saiyid Nawab Ali Chaudhuri and 
Mr. Fazl-ul Huq came to my house on the day before the sitting of the 
Council to see me, it is no secret everyone knows it. and asked me 
to postpone moving the resolution if not to withdraw it. I told 
them: “Well, I must consult the then Member (d the Executive 
(/Ouncil in charge of the Department of Education but I would for the 
present [mstfxme moving the resolution 

The next morning I met the Iltm’ble Member in charge of the 
Department of Education and we hud a confereme. 

Ofa Ha Wa Ba MORENOa ( h) u ]>oint of oidcr, Sir. Is the hon’ble 
member entitled to refer to a matter the subject of which is entirely 
outside the purview of this ('ouncil. 

Mra PRESIDENT: Perhaps he is developing his point. 

Babu 8URENDRA NATH RAY: Finally, it was settled that 1 
should move my resotution. I w’antwl to move my resolution in the 
Bengal Coumil on the 19th January. 1015, whhh was as follows: — 

This Council rocommondfi to the Oovonior in (\»unoil that an Ad\'i«or\' Board {to 
coitfist of official and non^offlctal membt'rM) bo fonnod for llio pnrfXMO of advising 
Oovommoiit in niattera connect^nl with primary and socitndary ^duration in thw Pro* 
Kulency. 

I was sorry to find that there was some misapprehension in the 
minds of some of the Muhammadan members of the Council as regards 
my resolution. I did not like at the time to move a resolution, vrhich 
might have the effect of hampering the (iovernment. 

Mr« PRESIDENT: Just give us a gist of your speech; you need 
not read all of it. 

Bibll BURENDRA NATH RAY: There was an amendment to my 
resolution moved by the Hon’ble Nawab Bahadur Saiyid Nawab Ali 
Chaudhuri. Khi^i Bahadur, to the eflfect that the Board should consist of 
officials and non-officials, on which the Hindu and Muhammadan com- 
munities shall he equally represented. The Hon’ble Chaudhuri Muham- 
mad Ismail Khan wanted to move an amendment that the Board should 
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coninst of offi.cial8 and non-ofBcials of whom the majority should be 
Muhammadans. Out of sheer disgust at 'the attitude of some of my 
Muhammadan friends, I withdraw my resolution. But I waited and 
again in 1917 when Sir S. P. Sinha was the Member in charge of haluea- 
tion I moved the resolution. Government oppose<i it; there were seven 
of us who were for the resolution and about 30 opposed it except Mauivi 
Abul Kasem all the other Muhammadans oppo8e<l it. So that it was 
the combined alliance of the Muhtunmadans and the Government 
which was responsible for the loSvS of my resolution. It cannot be 
said that the non-official Hindu members of this ('ouneil were ever 
opposed to the establishment of such a Hoard. Thi.s is ancient history, 
*but as very few members of this ('ouncil remember the facts or know 
the facts I have thought it proper to give them to you. 

I have nothing more to say. 

Khrni BalMdur KAZi ZAHIRUL HAQ: Mr. IVesident. one of my 
sad experiences in this (\mncil (’hamber and outside has been (hat 
whenever my unfoAunate community tries to assert its just claims, 
in whatever sphere it may 1 h*, a hue and cry' is at once raised that 
the Mussulmans are really wanting in efficiency and are inferior in 
(juality ar»(l only clamour by making if a ccunmunal <‘ase; and when 
an earnest attempt is made by them to remove these supjmsed dis- 
(jualifications they find themselves confronted with a strong barrier set 
up with a Huhtlc ingenuifv in which, T admit, the) can ncMu sur- 
pass. 

The new* scheme of education on the Bengali vtunacniar hnsis is 
uiiHuitubh' and unacceptable to the MuHsalmaiis cm vaiioii.s (onsidera- 
tions and i.s hound to be u great ]>ar to (heir future progress as Mus- 
salmans. In the first place it will make the standuid of Knglish edu- 
cation still lower than what has already l)een effected by the short- 
sighted policy of the Fniversity to increase the ntimber of passes 
among the candidates to serve a temporary purpose, Knglish is the 
only medium for us Indians f(»r the cultivation of the various science* 
without which no nation cun advance in the path of real progress. It 
is also the linoua jnincn which has made an exchange of thought umimg 
the various tribes and races living in India and their cordial rnpproch^*- 
merit possible. In the sec'ond place though Bengali is the mother- 
tongue of the majority of the Mussalmans of Bengal it is not the 
Bengali which forms the literature. The Bengali which the Miissnl- 
mans speak full of Mussalrnan ideals which sene to remind them 
of their tniditions and to presene their separate identity, while on the 
contrary the Bengali literature is replete with Hindu ideals and 
invanably attempts in hundred and one ways io depict the Moslem 
character most iinfavotirahly and represent them almost as barbarians. 
This the Moslem cannot allow their children to digest. Religion 
forms their life-blood. Their nationality is extra-territorial. The 
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bond of Iskm is the etrongest and truest bond for them; they con- 
sider and rightly consider that the light of Islam is the true civilisa- 
tion for them. The proposal for the introduction of Bengali as the 
medium of instruction and in fact, to make it the imncipal vehicle of 
education is obviously intended to pave the way for the consummation 
of the ideal of the merging or to speak more correctly, the subordi- 
nation of the Moslem to the Hindus. This can never be and shall 
never be. They are always ready to receive their fellow-countrymen 
on terms of equality as citezens. Their traditions and their 
religion teach them to do so. But as long as they are Moslems, they 
must keep up their separate identity. 

As regards the manner in which things are. managed in the Calcutta* 
1 nivei*Mity, I should like to confine myself to one general remark. 
Ah there is a process of slow poisohiing, so there is also a subtle 
way of tyranny born out of potty spite, which only those who suffer 
from it can feel. Any one visiting the University will hardly be 
able to know whether there is such a community as the Moslems 
living in Bengal. It is the close preseiTo of our blessed fellow- 
countiymen, and woe be to those who dare raise a finger of protest. 
!)(► not the Moslems pay their share of the revenues of the University? 
Aro i.ot the revenues of Bengal out of which a substantial contribu- 
tion is made to it, equally raised from the Moslems? Whv then thin 
diffeicntiation, this usurpation of rights and this unjustifiable mono- 
pol^\ y Should this state of things be allowed to continue, and should 
this broad-daylight (q>pre.ssion go on to be committed with impunity 
and looked on with im|>otence? TiOt ns wait and .see. 

Mr. P, N. CUHAs Sir, I do not stand here to advocate the cause 
of Calcutta I niversity because there are persons more qualified who 
will do it. I want to remove misapprehension on two particular points. 
Sir Abd-ur-Hahim’s speech and subsequently the sj^eeth of Khan 
Bahadur show that they are making a grievam e of the fact that the 
(’alcutto University is Wing run to serve tlie interest of the Hindus, 
probably it is, but can Sir Abd-ur-lUhim and the other memWrs of 
the Moslem community tell me why it is so.’^ We all know that the 
Calcutta University was establisheil in 185U Since then, if you look 
thnnigh the pugtvs of the calendar, you will find there are over 100 
Hindu endowments to the Calcutta University but with a gowl deal of 
diligence you will proWbly not find a single Muhammadan endow- 
ment. Sir Tnrak Nath Palif, Sir Rash Behari Ghosh, Prem Chand 
Ray Chuml, Maharaja of Durbhnnga, Maharaja of Cossimbasar and 
several others have endowed the University. Other Hindus have given 
gt>od many sdiolurshiiw and prizes by spending their hard-earned 
money but the Mussalmans were conspicuously absent in these direcs 
tions and they had absolutely no activities. If in that case the Univer- 
sity had been run by the Hindus and if it had been looking entirely to 
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the pifeservation of the interest of the Hindns, was there anything^ 
wrcmg in it? I do not for a moment opjibse the claim of Sir AIhI-uiv 
R ahim or for the matter of that any Mussalman. that Mussalmatt 
interest shonld be safejruarded, but it will not do to forget that they 
have begun to take interest in riiiversity matters only re<‘ently. That 
the situation should be improved^ I entirely agree, but no grievant'e 
should be made of the fact that the University hu<l so long Wn run 
only to safeguard the interest of the Hindus alone speciallv in view 
(»f the fact that there was none to {>oii)t out the interest of MuMsalnians. 
How can the Hindus lie hlaincd lor running the Universit) according 
to their own interest when tliere was ahsolutely no Mussalinan to put 
forward the claims of his community or t() show ln> side of the ques- 
tion? AVell. »Sir, that fs with regard to the University. 

Then with regard to se(‘ondar\*e»lucation. I understaml that there are 
ulxmt a th(tus4ind liigh seloads in the provinee hut how many of them have 
been founded hy the Mussalmans? Not even one eighth per cent. I think, 
these institutions, almost in every distriet^, have been started by 
Hindus, financed by Hindus and managed by Hindus, ('an you h(dd 
the Hindus guilty if they had l>een running these institutions in their 
own iiite^st.^ What I want to jirotest against is the insinuation that 
the interests ot the Mussalmans were deliherately overlooke<l in the 
matter of the secondary education. I quite tnlmit that Muhammadan 
claims should he recognised, hut .'<ir Ahd-ur-Huhim should not make 
it a point of grievance. All that he can do is to c(»me forward and 
say that the claims (»f tlie Muhammadans, who are ij(»w available in 
larger iiuml)ers. sht»uld be recognised. I am stue it will be done 
and as my friend Mr. Sureiidra Nath Ray has pointed out, the (’alcutta 
University has already made sufficient pro\ision for teaching the 
Islamic languages and culture. An ex-lVincipal <if the I'residcncy 
College told me halt an hour ago that three teachers f<»v teaclnng 
Sanskrit in his college had to manage -tlM) students hut tlje same nurnWr 
of teachers for Arabic ami Persian had cuil\ eight stmlents! You 
(‘annot say that your interest has been neglectecl throughout. If the 
Hindus had n<»t seen the matter in the light that you wanted them to 
see, it was not their fault. Therefore this should not be made ii com- 
munal grievance. You have Iteen conspicuously absent, ami now that 
you have come, I am sure the Hindus or any cMher person interested 
in high ediu’ation, will look to your interest hut why go on blaming 
the Hindus be('ause they have not hxiked to your interest when there 
was none to present your side of the cose to them? 

Then with regard to the vernaeular os the medium for the Matricula- 
tion examination. I have my own opinion alamt. this hut I am not 
going to express it here; Sir AlMl-ur-Riihini is thoroughly familiar with 
it. Readers of newspa{>ers might have not iced the resolution of the 
Senate in the Statr$man of this morning regarding the vemactilftr 
medium of education in high schools. What the U niversity wants is 
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that if the tuatiaginj;^ committee of a fichool with the full approval 
aud consent of half the number of guardians of students think that 
Bengali should be the medium of instruction in that school, the 
Calcutta University will recognise it. Sir Abd-ur-Rahim, when I 
mentioned this point to him, told me that his community would 
always be in u minority. If that is so, how can you compel the majority 
to suffer? How can you compel the majority to do what the minority 
wants? If the managing committee of a school or half the number of 
guardians of puj)ils want that their boys should be taught through 
the medium of the Bengali language, you cannot compel them and say 
“no, you must not do that”, because Bengali is not the mother- 
tongue of half u dozen boys who are reading in that schw)!. That 
would he nothing but a tyranny of minority. I really cannot ask the 
people of my community to submit ^o this tyranny of the minority 
simply because tliere are half a dozen l)oys in a sihool who do not 
speak Bengali. 

I have every sympathy with the argument which Sir Abd-ur-Rahim 
has advanced to safeguard the interests of the Mussalmans. (Vrtainly 
we (uight to look to the interest of the Muhammiidaii community, but 
it is quite unfair to say that the Hindus were overlooking t}ie interest 
of the Mussalmans intentionally. You were never there, yruj never took 
any interest in it, for half a lentury during which the Hindus have 
been running the University. Now if you are there and if you can 
show the justice of your claim, I am sure it will be responded to. Sir 
Abd-ur-Rahim ’s speech — not only here but the sj^eech he dtdivered else- 
where — has created the impression that Ualcutta University was going 
to force the verrmcular ns the medium of instnicti(ui in high schools; 
in fact it is not so. 

The (\ilcutta University have nuule it distiintly clear that theii 
aim was to vernaculurise the curriculum, and it is natural, Irecause the 
majority of the members <»f the Senate and the Syndicate are persons 
who speak Bengali and like Bengali. Y"ou cannot blame them for 
that, but even then they have not made it absolutely compulsory and 
given the sidiools sufficient option in the matter. Schools may or may 
not adopt it 

Mauivi EKRAMUL HUQ: What is the remedy? 

Mr. P. N. GUHA: That is not for me to suggest, but we cannot 
compel the Gox’ernment to sto]» their grant to the Calcutta University 
simply Wause it does not look to the interests of half a dozen Im'S 
in n school. Wliat is the remedy? If you could suggest a possible 
one, then we could prolwbly have obtained Swaraj long ago. The 
question of remi^ly is a thorny problem, no one i an sidve it at once, 
but my Mussalttian friends should not make a communal grievance of 
every matter that comes in their way. It is not the proper way to 
attain Swaroj, Come out. and diaoaaa the matter openly but do not 
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say that we are always to blame. Our forefathers who began work for 
the Calcutta rniversity had no intentioh of ignoring the claims of 
our Mussalman friends. The intellectual giant who has practically 
built the Calcutta Fniversity in the past— I mean the late Sir Ashutosh 
Mookherji — did all that he could to serve the Muhammadan interest. 
Everybody knows that he had the highest admiration for Islamic culture 
and studies, but probably that even is not considered adeipiftte by our 
Mussalman bivthren ! Sir Abd-ur-Hahim has, for sometimes past, 
been taking an amount of interest in the high education of the Mussal 
man.s but was there any Muhammadan before him who did take any 
interest in University education ** So far as my ex])ericnce goes, the 
Deputy President of this (’ouncil was the only jierson who was going 
al>out the Senate House for scnne years past. 

I do not ill any way dejireiate the i laiiiis of tlie Mussulmans. What 
I want to say is that it is not right to make a grievance of every (Use. 
Do not blame us. Do not accusi* us that we have been doing these 
things intentionally. We never hail such a Imd intention. We have 
la*en doing things honestly. Lei us, however, join haiitls atid see 
whetlier we can work out tlie reforms. 1 am sorry that Sir Abd-ur* 
ttahim’s^jironouncemcnt oi yestenlay and of previous ociasions, have 
been directed to cieate an impression that the Hindus of Hiujgal were 
treating the Mussalmans in a most uncharitable way. That is not 
true. And the impression he has been trying to make that the 
Calcutta University was determined to introduce a particular Hindu 
medinih tor instruction was not true. The Cah-utta rniversity is not 
doing anything of the kind. They have to suhordinato themselves to 
the will of the majority and they cannot do anything to force the will 
<d the minority upon the majoiit>. With these few remarks 1 strongly 
oppose the motion. 

Mfi F. E. JAMES: d’lie .suhjeci under discussion seems to la* dis- 
turbing to all who are concerned with the well-being of education 
in this province. It is a very difficult and delicate malfer for a 
member of another community to sjxMik on the (piestion which Sir 
Ab<l-ur-Rahim has raised in connection with vernacular instruction. 
All I want to say is this, that it does m^eiii to me that his fears in 
that respect are somewhat exaggerated. There is not one of us w’ho 
does not sympathise with his desire to preserve the cultural iraditiona 
of his community and to encourage the pursuit of Islamic learning 
among his young men. Hut it does not appear to me that the position 
is quite ns alarming as it is descTibeil by him, espe<dally in view of the 
fact that the proposals of the ('alrutta University in rigard to the 
medium of instruction contain sufficient safeguards, as has been 
already pointed out by Mr. P. X. Guba, which should enable the 
Muhammadan members of this province to regard the innovations pro- 
posed with more e({uunimity than they appear to do. The other point 
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that 1 want to speak about is the one which Sir Abd-nivEahim has 
raised in regard to the relationship between the UniTersity and 
Kecondary education. It is a curious thing that so far as my ex- 
perience in this Council goes, during the last t^ee years, we never 
seem to discuss question of education as a whole. We either con- 
centrate upon University education or upon primary education, for- 
getting the tremendous need there is in the matter of secondary educa- 
tion. He ought to regard the problem as a whole, from primary 
through sec<)iidary on to University education. In connection with 
this I entirely agree with Sir Abd-ur-llahim on the necessity for the 
creation of a Board which shall control all secondary education. In 
our desire for the extension of primary education and in our pre- 
occupation with Univer.sity education, we very often entirely neglect 
that most important middle portion of education which we call second- 
ary education. It is certainly important because secondary education 
ought to he, and is, in most countries, the education of the adolescent, 
while primary education is the preparatory education of the child. 
I wanted to know, before this ('oum il meeting, what proportion of the 
prinuiry school children pass on to secondary schools and wdiat propor- 
tion of secondary school children pass on <o University high educd- 
tion. I was told by Mr. Oaten that, as a matter ot fact, while most of 
those W’ho are educated in (he primary section of the high schools 
puss on to the higher section of those schools, only a very small 
percentage of those who go to primary schools ever get into the 
secondary institutions. In other words we are in the positiorf which 
has been described aptly — that our primary education is rather like a 
landing without a staircase, while our secondary' education is like a 
staircase without a landing. 

Now, Sir, with regard to this Board, the reason why I feel (hat 
the creation of a Board of this description is enormously imp<»rtant ia 
Wause both the curriculum and the aim of secondary education 
demand some central controlling body. The curriculum of secondary 
education assumes in the first place that the spade work has already 
been accomplished and that the pupils in these schtiols have already 
l>een in(rodm'<Ml, in outline at any nUe, to the subjects which are 
going to interest them as adults. The aim of education in that stage 
is to develop! the faculties of children and to build up their interest# 
in subjects which will have the value of extending (heir utility in a 
particular vocation. We find that the children in the secondar>'^ school 
stage begin to become conscious of their new powers and desire to 
come into contact with the realities of life — the real interests of life. 
Therefore this periml is extremely important. There is another reason 
why it is necessarj* that these schools should be brought under one 
central authority. It is (his, that in all real secondary education 
there should be a great variety of types which, while they do not 
sacrifice the general principle of supplying a general good education^ 
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yet fikould deTelop here an industrial bias, there a rural biaa» and.ao^ 
on. Secondary education is useless unl^ it contains an immense- 
variety of types. Now, the position in Rengul, in regard to secondary 
education, seems to me, from this point of view, to be extremely un* 
satisfaetor>. I find from the rep(»rt of that then* aic 

pupils in secondary schools and there are nearly 2,500 secondary 
schools in the province; 900 of these schools are directly under Univer- 
sity control; and I understand from the report that the sch(K>ls under 
University control are badly equipped in the matter of e(|uipment anil 
premises, and their staffs are badly j>aid. I find, under the head of 
expenditure in regard to Education, excluding direction and inspec- 
tion and also special schcKils, that 45 [ler cent., of th«‘ exjHMiditnre ia 
spent on secondaiT education, do per cent, on Uiiiversity and higher 
education, and 20 per cent., on primary education. (K this 45 {H*r 
cent, upon secondary education I find that, according to the figures,. 
74 fier cent, is spent on high schools which are under the direct 
administration of the University. Therefore, it .seems that these 
figures and also the principle.s I have laid down, call for a definite 
move in the direi'tion of the establishment of a Hoard of Uontrol. On 
tlis Hoard of Uontrol there should be a variety of interests represent- 
ed, bei-ause if will control a variety of tyjies of schools. Tender the 
secondary school system, yon must have a variety of interests re- 
presented on your Hoard of education. I understand. Sir, that (be 
matter is shiutly going to be discussed by the University 'authorities 
and the (lovernment representative^. I tnisf that this ('ouncil w’ilf 
• say in no unceitain voi<'o that they desire the establishment of this. 
Hoard to take place. Th<*re are bound to be objeidions tf) it, there 
is bound to be opposition — ver\ stioiig opposition — fr»»m tin* vested 
interests of the University. If is (|uite natural and 1 »ln not blame' 
them. Hut one does hope that (he wider iiiteiests of edm-atifui will 
prevail and that those, who ili.scuss the.se matters, will try to lo<ik u|Kin 
the pnddem of education in the provimi* — nc»t Heaven forbiii, ns a 
communal one, but as a general one in whirh after all the peojde of 
the province are deeply concerned and on whi< h the pr(»gress of educa- 
tion in the province in all diiectiori^ of life very largely de[)ends. 

Mauivi EKRAMUL HUQ: Sir. the House expi»cts that when thfr 
legitimate grievances of u partioulur class or community is brought 
to the notice of a body which receives funds in aid, it is the duty of 
that body to see that these grievances are remeilied and it is also th# 
duty of Government to see that the legitimate griovunces are actually 
removed. Hut so far as the ( alcutta University is concerned most of 
the members of this House, the Muhammailan meinliers in particular, 
have off and on criticised the administration of the University and 
last year I had the misfortune of drawing the attention of the House to^ 
to the legitimate grievances of my co-religionists, but to no purpose^ 
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Yet we should persist in knocking at the door of the University for 
we hop© that there may yet be some one who will wake up from his 
©lumber and take us in. Many of us in the Council despair of any 
©uccess. They think that whatever they might do in this connection 
and in whatever way they might bring up the grievances of the corn- 
mutiny before the University authorities of the Government no one 
would care for it. It was in this connection that my hon’ble friend 
Khan Bahadur Zaliinil Haq described the working of the University 
4n Huch a gloomy manner that it could be taken that he was referring 
to what many Muhaiuraaduns say that the Calcutta University is a 
Hindu University or rather worse than that because it does not bear 
that name. But we should not despair of our success and should 
knof-k and knock hard and we must see that the door of the University 
is fully opened to us. 

Sir, if we look at the different departments of the University which 
■spends about Rs. 25 lakhs every year, what do we find? Take, for 
instunce, the Registration Department. This department sjmuuIs about 
41 lakh of rujiees every year, but there is not a single Muhammadan in 
that (lepartiiient. There might be orderlies and duftries here and 
there. Further, if you take another department, the Controller's 
Department; the same story is repeated. Go to yet another, the 
Press Department, you find the sanie story over again. How is this? 
I am afrahl Muhammadans have by now, much to the chagrin of those 
who would likt* to see Muhammadans put down for ever, (ome for- 
w'urd to take their pro|><*r phue. and no one at the ])resent moment 
•can say that Muhammadans are not able to liold their own with their 
Hindu brethren. Wherever you go, in every walk of life where you 
would like to have Muhammadans, yo\i would find (jualified Muham- 
madans not one but many, and that being so, there is absolutely no 
reason why the University .should slnit them out. Mr. Guha said: 
** It i.s your own fault; you have not taken to educaticm earlier ”. That 
i» an argument which will not hold g»M>d now ; that argument ceased 
to exist 10 years ago. But, Sir, all persons are not like Mr. Guha. 
They do not possess the same mentality as Mr. Guha, and it is at 
least to this to some extent that we owe the paucity of Muhammadans 
in the various departments of the University. What we want is that 
the University should wake up from its sluml>er, and the persons at 
the helm of affairs of the University should see to it that it is not at 
©11 fair to overlcM)k the claims of a i>artioular community, not because 
the conmninity is ni»t qualified, but when they find that this com- 
tnunity is actually qualified and can actually do the work, there is 
absolutely no justification for keeping Muhammadans out. I under- 
stand the present Vice-Chancellor is favourably inclined towards the 
Muhammadans; simply inclination is of no value to us; all we expect 
is that his sympathies should be translated into action. 
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Leaving aside this, and taking the Post-Graduate Department', I 
wottld like to make my position clear regarding this department. I 
am one of those who are not at all in favour of such a department as 
this, for it is after all a fraud practiced upon the people, for the i>eople 
get very little from such a department like this. You spend a large 
amount of money over a few fiersons; what advantage do you derive 
from that? Do they give back to the country any economic gain: 
of what use are they to the people at large P There is, of I'ourse, one 
use and that is this: you employ a few Indians to posts with high 
emoluments; 1 am afraid, Sir, as far as this mutter is concerned our 
. foreign bureaucrats have Ih'cii led by the nose by our Indian biirean- 
crats whose object is not to do any goo<] to the j>eople at large but 
to h<*nefit only a few individuals. 

Here in this Council the other day, the Horrhle Mr. Ihmnid W'as 
pleased to say that they had been neglecting primary education and 
doing rather more for higher education. 1 do not say that they have 
been doing very much for higher educalicm, hut this is absolutely 
<eitain that (fovernment has neglected jerimarv education complelcdv. 
Pri mary education will arlually bring good tc» the peccple of the 
country. I^eaving this aside*, when discussing this (|ues(ion fronr the 
point of view of Muhammadan employment, take all the (lc‘|sirt menls 
of the |)ost-graduate classes, what do we find? So far as teurh<*rs are 
conc(»med only one or two Muhammadans are einploved, lc*aving aside 
a few teachers in tire Arabic and Persian classes, and these professors 
or teachers get only a little more than Rs. r>(K) a month. While 
professors in other d<*part merits where there are two nr three students, 
such as Pali, get more — R.s. 1,000 a month. I undc^rstand in many 
other depni't merits also there arc* not iiioie than one* or twet sludents. 
but a large sum of mcjiicy is mis-spent on tficse. What is the good 
of such extravagance, what is the advantage to tlie country P None, 
whatsoever. If you have irot the courage to close down this d<*part- 
ment, be just to the Muhammadans in that case*. I think, Kir, Gerv- 
ernment sliould see that in these departments a larger tniml»er of 
Muhammadans are taken in. 

Now, Sir, a large number of examiners are apjMiinted by the V niver- 
sity ; bow many Muhammadans are there? Only a sprinkling of them. 
Wliat is that due to? You cannot say or are justified in saying that 
Muhammadans are not up to the mark. You cannot say (bat Miiliam* 
madans cannot be trusted, they are not c'apable: that charge baa 
ceased to exist many years ago. If you want to be fair, it is your 
duty to see that Muhammadans do come in in these departments. 

Then there is the Tabulating Department. What do we find there; 
no Muhammadans absolutely in those places. Well, is there any 
justification for that and should the Govemmeitt keep quiet over the 
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matter and should not they insist that the UniTersity should pay 
particular attention to this? 

1 should like to say a few words about what has been said in this 
House. My friend Mr. Guha has said Muhammadans have been back- 
ward in education; he referred to the vaiious endowments made by 
members of the Hindu community. This has been retorted to by my 
friend Nawab Musharruf Hossain who has said that it was the money 
of Moslems. We need not fight over it, but you should remember 
that the first person who endowed your University, and who did the 
greatest good both to the Hindus and the Muhammadans was no one 
else hut a Muhammadan, Haji Muhammad Mohsin. Hindus and 
Muhammadans both drew upon his fnends in the beginning. 1 think 
Hindus should be very proud to help the University and particularly 
help Muhammadans in the matter (d education. Well, Sir, the 
Hindus w’ould he committing a political blunder if they do not come 
forward to give Muhammadans im re opportunities to beiome their 
equals, for it is only when Muhammadans and Hindus have sat side 
by side in the matter of education, .when they can believe each other, 
w’hen they can Imve confidence in each other, that you can expect tlj/? 
regeneration of tliis country. So long as that goal is not cached, so 
long as [findiis and Muhammadans cannot confine in each other, you 
cannot expect Swaraj or self-government \vbi« h is the goal of every 
politicall\ -minded gentleman of Bengal. 

Sir, it is further said that of the nmny schesds that have been 
founded in the province, Hindus have done everything; Muhammadans 
have done nothing. Mr. Guha should be disillusioned because Muham- 
madans have helj^ed the Hindus in every way in this matter by giving 
substantial help, co-of)eriiti<»n, and in many places where schools have 
been founded, it is the Muhammadans who are approached fo give 
their (juotu, and they have been giving their (jimta in the shape of 
money in addition to the rents paid to the zemindars. So you canncit 
tuky that Mulmminadans have not done anything. 

As regards the medium of instniction, I do not want to say any 
thing at all about the majority or minority. This is a time when 
Muhammadans have not generally l>een very forward in education, 
and particularly in English education. If you force the medium of 
Bengali instniction, the result will be that Muhammadans will be 
handicapped. They will have to read Sanskrit and other books in order 
to get a gtK>d kmiwledge of Bengali; hut they will have to neglect 
English education, and if they neglect English education, they will 
not be in a position to take np proper places in the administration of 
their country. As my friends have said this is a matter for discussion 
but this discussion may lie delayed for some years when you will find 
Muhammadans quite able to come forwanl and agree to an arrange- 
ment to be made between Hindus and Muhammadans as to the medium 
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of laatniotion. It is not at all right that Muhammadans should b« 
penalised over this matter. This matter should not be hastened, as 
Mubammadans opinion is divided, some being in favour of Bengali as 
the medium of instruction and some against it. 

With these words I support this motion. 

(At this stage the Council was adjourned for 10 minutes.)

Mft 8> C. MUKERdI: Sir, I do not r''gr**t Sii Ahd-ur-Huhinr.s 
advocating the cause of his (‘onmiunity. What 1 regret that the two 
speeches which were delivered during the lust two days have left an 
inipres.sion on all of us tiiat his outlook is narrow— ext ra-par<M*hial and 
ultra-communal. That is the regrettable feature in Sir Ahd-ur-Hahinrs 
speech. He has brought a number of charges against the (^ahmtta 
University. The first that it is run unwisely. 1 ask Sir Ahd-ur- 
Rahim in all seriousiies.s is there any department which is under the 
purview of the Bengal Legislative (ouiudl whirh is run ideally wisel\ J* 
Sir Abd-ur-Rahim finds fault with (he low standard of (he Ualculta 
University. Rut Sir AM-ur-Hahini ought t<i feel thankful that hecause 
fhe standard has lieen .so very low it has been pi>s.siide for a large 
iiuml)er of Muhaininadan graduates to come into the field. Sir Ahd-ur- 
Rahim wants a Secondary Board of Education. Well, Sir, we all want 
it as well. But we want to he sure of one thing that we hope that it 
will not l>e run by lawyers only. P<Miple who are lawyers during the 
day become educational experts in the evening — people who discuss 
big legal problems in the High f’ourt of Cubutla turn to lie great 
educational exjierts and great edin^utional advcNates in the afteruiKtn. 
That is the thing we want t(» take care of. Sir AlK)-ur-Rahim is dead 
against making Bengali as a medium (»f instrmtion. But let me tell 
him from ray experience of .‘ib years’ close touch with education that 
the sooner our boys are relieved of l)eing taught e\ery subject in 
English the better for our hoys. You have not (he least idea of (he 
amount of strain that is put on mtr Ims hy making it compulsory that 
they must learn everything through English and the result is (hat 
they do not <levote that amount of time to English which they devote 
to the cramming of other subjects in English. If you wish to see your 
Iwys and your girls H]>eaking gcaal English the only remedy is what 
we do in to place our laiys and girls in th** hands of Knglisli ladies at a 
very early age. 

(Here the member resumed his seat.) 

MEMBER In ohifgt ef DEPARTMENT of EDUCATION (tlio 
HonHilo Mr. 4 . Doflild)S There is very little time left and the guillo- 
tine will be on me unless I uni brief. This has lieen a most interesting 
discussion and it has confirmed what I said when introducing the 
Budget that a dtsemssion on departmental heads is far better than ft 
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roaming discussion or a general discussion on every subject. Thia 
motion is put forward as a censure on the University. And I take it 
that what the hon'ble member really desires to know is the attitude 
of Government towards the misconduct — shall I so call it^ — of the 
University, so far as it has been set out by Sir Abd-ur-Rahim and his 
friends. 

There are three things: The first is the question of Arabic and 
Persian; the second that of the Matriculation regulations; and the 
third is the Secondary Board of Education. 

Now of these questions we have to some extent already settled one. 
A Professorship in Arabic and Persian has already met with the 
ajiproval of Government. But it was a bit late for the last Budget. 
I will not j)ro{)heHy what its fate will be when the next Budget comes 
along. As 1 have said Wfore, that is not a matter on which even as 
Finance MemWr I could make any definite statement. 

As to the Matriculation regulations, it is, I think, well known that 
this subject is hef(>re the Govemment and that we have before us 
certain projjosals from the University. AVe have heard a good deal 
on the merits of the jirojKisals from both sides, Hindus and Muham- 
madaiiM, hut 1 would like to remind those who have spokev» of what 
His Excellency said at (’onvocation the other day. He referred to the 
handicap of students being tatight in a foreign language hut he also 
drew’ attention to the difficulties of applying a general j»rinciple of this 
kind to all cases. He said •. 

int«re«ta of tba Urge minority of Urdu-apeaking MuhAinmadans in Bengal itaelf 
are equally entitled to conaideration. We muat not forget that even if the nuniU'r of 
Moalema in Bengal, whoae mother- tongue ia Urdu, in small, they will have the sympathy 
of millioiiM if their interest are not adequately safeguarded. 

In considering these Matriculation regulations we shall certainly 
take ciire that the interests of Muhammadans are safeguarded, and if 
the particular proviso w’hich is intended to meet the case of special 
schools deserving exemption from the general rule regarding vernacular 
teaching, which meml>ers may have seen in this morning’s paper, is 
carried into effect, it would safeguard the Muhammadan community, 
as Sir AlKbur-Rahim desires. But we are still considering the question. 
AVe are discussing it and we have not come to any definite (‘onclusions 
as yet. AAliat has Wen said to-day will W helpful to us in our deli- 
benHions. I gather that the main difficulty really is a question of 
English education. Tt is feared that the standard of English education 
will deteriorate and that uot only the Muhammadan community but 
every fHunmunity will suffer by that. I can say this, however, then 
that whatever regulations W eventually agreed upon and whenever 
they may W applied, our consent to these regulations will W condi- 
tional on our Wing satisfied that they will W accompanied by other 
changes which will, in our opinion, have the effect of raising adequately 
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the ftondard of EnRlish. 1 think that goes a good way to meet tk» 
point of Sir Abd-ur-Rahim. But as I hare said this mutter is still 
uuder consideration. 

The other point is about the Secondary Board. Bubu Surendrii Xath 
Ray, in reference to this, was relatirij^f ancient history and he waii talk- 
ing about an Advisory Board, which is really not what is now contem- 
plated. In regard to his remarks the Nawab Bahadur 1 will only say 
this that times have changed considerably since 1915 and I should 
not be surprised if now the Nawab Bahmlur could say ditto to whal 
Sir Abd-ur-Rahim has said. This, Sir, again, is a subject which we 
are discussing with the I'nivcrsity. It is » Muy difficult subject ; it 
•is a matter which has been under discussion on for many years. But 
when our proposals are framed, they will have to come liefore the 
(’ouncil in the shape of legislation, and (he (’ouncil will (hen have m 
full opporttinity of dealing with the subject. Sir. my time is up, 
but in the face of what I liave -^aid I think I might well ask the 
hon'ble mover to withdraw hi'^ motion.

Sir, I have moved this motion because I wish to bring to fhe 
notice of (lovernment a few facts about th(* progress of tbe Jalptiiguri 
Meilical School, that is to say, the Rajshahi Divisional Medical School 
at Jalpaiguri. First of all let me mention the progress that has been 
made in connection with the medical .schmil. We have raised by the 
generosity of the tea planting community over a lakh of rupees. Our 
building is now well advanced and one of the new wards has been 
finished and another is well on the way to completion, and we hope to 
finish the entire building in April next. Now, Sir, a.s I understand 
the new policy as related by the Hon'ble Finam^c Memlier, the money 
which we sjiend on this building and the whole of the funds that we 
have raised are to be replace<l by a grant from Government and that 
fund is then to be invested and the interest therefrom is to \>e devoted 
towaitls meeting the recnriing charges of the .school. What I have 
to remark on that is that I have a somewhat lengthy experience of 
the action of the various Government departments and I have found 
in uiy ex]>erieiu‘e that when Government introduces a new policy there 
is always considerable delayed in regard to it, I am apprehensive 
that in this case the Medical Department which is the deiairtmeni con- 
cerned may be hammering at the doors of the Finance Department in 
regard to the various details of the pnaeduie. I would ask the 
Hon'ble Finance Member to codify the procedure in regard to this new 
policy so that there may be no delay in regard to the estahltshmenf of 
the school. I wish also once more urgently to call fhe attention of 
<3ovemment tb our project and to appeal for acceleiafion and a leal 
beginning of the eatablishmant of the Jalpaiguri Medical School in 
the next Enancia) year. We have, I think, now obaerved all the eon- 
ditiona laid down by Governaient and we have in Jalpaiguri a douUe 
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ri^i of appeal to Government for in the Jalpaiguri district the Gov- 
emment is also the principal landlord and a very big and pro8)]ierous 
landlord too. If the hou’ble members will read the Revenue Statement, 
they will see that in the last year the revenue from the Government 
Estates in Jalpaiguri increased by Rs. 1 lakh and there is every pos- 
sibility of its hein^ incieased by another half u lakh next year. So 
we ask Government, not only as Government, but also as a wealthy 
lemindar of the district, to help us towards success in our desire in 
regard to the establishment of the Jalpaignri Medical Sch(M>l. 

Mr* CAMPBELL FORRESTER: Sir, before 1 move (he resolu* 

* tion that stands in niy name, I trust you will permit me to give a 
short word of explanation about the slight niisunderstumling I had 
about your ruling the day before yesterday. Sir. I am always puilit ular 
about my resolutioii.s being in order. I wa> so on I he <M*casioji. I j-on- 
‘iulted our Secretary Mr. Janies; I also ^•on'»ulte<l the Acting Secietury 
of the Bengal Tiegislative (’oun« iI. The resolution was -nbmltteil to 
both and declared in order; the resolution having received the approval 
of these authorities I was naturally somewhat taken alwk. Sir, wheu 
you ruled ii»y resolution out of order after the considenible trouble J 
took to ^^e matters were in order. You j>eriHitted Maulvi Hmj and 
others to roam all over the fxditicnl .situation in refereme to the 
Montagu-Chelmsford .scheme on a re.solution that the grant of 
B'i. 3(),0(K) under the head “ Executive rouncil ” be refused. Sir, 
there is a story told of a Scot.sman and a Tew who went into partner- 
ship in Aberdeen. The partnership was dissolvcil at the end of six 
months be<ause they both went blind watching each other. Sir, I 
tru^t that will not be the fate of you or this (’ouiicil M'hil • I kiu>w vow 
are .supreme in authority of the T#egisla(!ve (\»unril, by the rules of the 
H(»use, and while I kn<»w that the i*ules \ou have given lo guide give you 
such power that aiiv one could b»‘ nil<*d out of onler if yfui desired it. 
I tru.st yf)u will not ruin your e>esighf by studying them t<M) dowdy. 
On reading the rules a little latitude is in my opinion a wiw* thing to* 
adopt. I trust the House took notice of the fact that 1 had lU) resent- 
ment against the President nor did 1 or any of oui party walk out. 
Now,' Sir, I will pns'eed with m\ aiiieridiiienf which is as follows;--

I feel I have a grievume and I take tbi* opportunity of airing it. 
The first resolution g^ies as far heck as 1921. The reason of my 
reeolution, as can be easily understood, is not done with the delibmrato 
intention of hartumng the Government hut to oaJI the Oovefimiftti^# 
attention to the fmd that the rewdulions I have been fwtntiale enough 
to get paiMied by this House, have not been given aBeet to. 

lEA 
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I refer to the resolution on the Midnapore Leper Oolony which 
reads as follows: — 

That this Council racommends to the Government that a sum of Rs. SO.OOO be 
provided in the ensuing Budget so that an immediate start may be made with the 
construciion of the Bengal Leper Settlement the land having been ^oro ured for the 
Oovcmment by private gift. 

Now, Sir, this resolution was passed unanimously in 1921, 1^ admit 
i I'or eived a letter stating that because of the lack of funds tha Got* 
orniiicnt could not carry out this resolution. I recogniao^ that tha 
Government were at that time hard pressed to meet both ends maat. ^ 
So, like a wise man, I waited in the hope that when the finance pf 
Hengal was in a healthier condition this resolution would receive the 
<lue attention it was entitled to, but I see nothing budgeted for to- 
wards- this object. I recognise advancement in the treatment of 
leprosy has taken place and the various dispensaries that are treating 
this disease are doing good work but what is urgently wanted is a 
place to send the leper beggars to (we have over 1,600 leper beggars 
In (’alcutla). An Art wa*-! jmssed by thi»i House which give.H ii> the 
power to segregate leper beggars but this Act dm»s not function as 
we have no place to send them, thercfoie, it is imperative, that this 
Midnapore Colony or some other suitable place should he procured at 
once. For over five years evidently nothing has been done. Let us 
hope now that finam’e is available and tlje (lovornment will pusli 
matters forward, with a colony for leper beggars. 

1 have been told since I tabled this resolution, that the reason of 
delay in juoceeding wdth the Midnapore Colony is that they cannot 
get water but surely it has not taken them five years to find this out. 
If they find the site is useless for a leper colony then surely the Gov- 
ernment con sell it and buy another site. Bengal holds an un- 
enviable, I may say. a disgra«eful position in regard to this Leper 
Problem, i^tatistus prove that it does less for these unfortunate 
creatures than any other province in India. The health of the people 
i.s one of the most important matter that this Council can possibly 
deal with. Citizens do not fully realise the danger that lurks around 
them. The danger of contagion money is handled by those uiibirf unate 
people they use the bathing ghats. They even sometimes handle food 
tftiifTs, groceries, clothing, etc. The Government is aw'are of all this 
and yet it sits doing nothing. ITere is a site that was given to it by 
private gift over .six years agi> and notliing ha.s been done all these years. 
Why stand idle? life is dear and precious to us all. Is the Gov- 
ernment so weak, so indolent or so heartless that it is going to remain 
indifferent to t^ie health of its millions of people. My previous sup- 
plication has been disregarded, my petition has been slighted but I 
do not mean to abandon the contest until the object of the resolution 
is fulfilled. 1 know I do not deceive myself that purposes that are 
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wovA obtaining can be got by lying on onr backs and hugging the 
delwTe phantom of hope that all is welf. 

I regret, Sir, that I am not permitted to talk on the Amusement 
l^x; but I thank Mr. Donald for the sympathy he has extended to the 
theatres and I regret it did not extend to the cinemas. 

Sir, if resolutions that are passed by this House, the resolutions 
that are popular, reasonable, and sensible arc going to be ignored amf 
made kimll aiid void by this House, then it is a \iseless waste of time 
, -trying do further the needs and wishes of your roust ituencv and oneV 
^pc^litical activities are of avail. 

• TVe elected non-official niciubers arc retlnce<l to mere voting 
machines and therefore have no need fr»r our heads; only o\ir legs will 
be required to carry us into the Lobby. 

Hope springs eternal in the human brea>t ; theiefoie I ntill hope- 
that my resol ution^ will l>c given etfe< t to 

Babu AMULYA DHONE AODY: Sir, 1 beg to suppoit the ameml- 
meiit of Mr. IVavers. It does n(»t ajipear from the Hudget tlnit 
rulequate provision has been made for the establishment of meilieal 
s(‘bools in •the several <listriets of Ilengal, notwithstanding the umini* 
mous resolution of this (’ouneil on that point. So far ris I rememlier 
this (^ouneil resolved that medieal schools with liospitals should be 
established in every <listri( t of Bengal, but T do not timl that mateiial 
]>rogress has been made in that respect. AVith regard to the Medieal 
Lollege in (’alcutta it aj>jiears that the demand for admission is very 
keen. Every year we find that there are more than one thousand 
ajiplioations for admission, ami it is only, suy, 12o students who are 
admitted. 


Mr. PRESIDENT: Order, order. I think Mr. Travers only 
referred to medical .schools. You must confine your remarks to medical 
schools. 

BMhi AMULYA DHONE ADOY: This 4ic»us that (here in a keen 
demand for medical education, and having regard to the heavy mortality 
in the mufa.sfial, it is most desirable that the numlMT (»f miMlical exfierta 
abould be increat«ed and coii«e<juently increased facilities for merlica] 
education should be given. Sir, as a nieml>er of the I/ral Self-Govern- 
ment Standing Committee, I may Iw* allowed to say that not a single 
meeting of the Committee has l>een e'en veiled by the HoiCble Member 
in charge of the De(»artmeut during the f urrent official year. So far 
as the Medical Budget is coneenied i was under the imi>ression that it 
would be placed before the Committee for consideration, but that baa 
not been done. In the case of Education Standing Committee two 
meetings were conveneil but in the case of the Meilical Department it 
is most regrettable that the repre^latiires of the Council were not 
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C'onsulted. When these committees were appointed we were assured 
that we would be ennsulted in the matter. The appointment of Standing 
Committees appears to be a bogus one, because no steps were taken by 
the Hon'ble Member in charge of the Department to consult the 
representatives of the people. 

Tht Hoffi’ble MAhiraJa KMAUNISH CHANDRA RAY Bahadur 
of Nadias I have every sympathy with the object my friend 
Mr. Travers has in view in bringing forward a censure motion before 
the House. I think he wants to have some information and I will let 
him have it. He wants to know what we are going to do abapt a * 
Medical School at Julpaiguri. The Hon’ble the Finance Member whije ^ 
introducing the Budget clearly explained the pfdlcy of Gfoyernment as 
regards medical schools and I would refer Mr. Travers to ^age 60 
of the lied Book at the bottom of which he will find that Rs. 1,55,000 
has been provided in next year’s Budget for the c(»ustrin‘tion of medical 
schools. As soon as the conditions which have been demanded by 
Government are fulfilled we have every desire to see that these schorls 
are established. So far us I am personally comerned. I have the 
greatest anxiety to see that more medical sch(M»ls are established in 
Bengal and next year we have every hope that we shall be al^le to start 
a scIhk)! at Jalpaiguri. We have got proiwsals for five me<lical schools 
next year and Jalpaiguri stands high in the list. 

I will take Balm Amulya Dhone Addy first Wfore I deal with tke 
censure motion of Mr. (’amphell Forrester. Sir. I am greatly dis- 
appointed to find that Babu Amulyu Dhone Addy always comes in 
with adverse comments and criticisms of (jovernment policy \.ithont 
taking the least trouble of trying to bdlow what we have already said 
in oiir speJM'hes. We know that the Finance Menil>er’s speech wi»< 
printed and delivered to all the members ot this House and 1 am sue, 
if Balm .\mnlya Dhone Addy had taken the slightest pain of looking at 
page 10 where the Finance MeiiiWr deals with medical s<*hools, he would 
have got his answer there; so I refrain from giving him a direct 
nnswer and would simply refer him to that [lage. 

Ah regards Mr. (’aniphell Forrester's motion 1 admire his bull-dop 
perseverance for running at the throat of at least one member of Gov- 
ernment. My Hon'ble colleague Mr. Donald, l>eing a Scot himself, 
has managed to get scot-free and it has fallen t(> mv lot as Member 
in charge of the Medical Department to defemd my department. I am 
afraid Mr. ('amphell Forrester is undei a !nisa})piehension if he thinks 
that Government are doing nothing tf* give effect to. his resolution of 
1922. although it was not |>ossible then to provide the Rs. 50,000 
mentioned by him, on ncwmnt of financial stringency. It will be 
recalled that a Euro[>ean business man of Calcutta who did not wish his 
name to be disclosed gave a donation of Rs, 50,000 to the Mission for 
lepers in order to provide a site for the prtijKwted colony. A site was 
acquired comprising 740 acres of laud near Chandrakona in the district 
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of Itiduapore. la addition to the Rs. 50,000 mentioned above, the 
Miasion received Rs. 25,000 from Sir Onkar Mull Jatia for the establish- 
ment of a dispensary and Rs. 1,000 from the Calcutta Turf Club. Sir 
Onkar Mull’s donation has since been diverted to another objetd with 
his consent as the money is not likely to be needed in the immediate 
future and funds may be obtained from other sounes. The Mission 
provided an extra sum of Rs. 2,000 towards the cost of acquiring the 
land and Rs. 2,800 for demarcation and for iMiriiig. The situation now 
is. that the land is there, but so far an inexpensive source of water* 
^ sup|j>ly has not l)een disi'overed. It is not that no water is obtainable; 

there is a stream a short distance off which can be dammed to form a 
• reaervoir; but this would cost a gmnl deal. Borings (urried out hither- 
to do not disclose apy water which (‘oiild easil\ and <‘heaply l>e brought 
to the surface but further experiments are l)eing carried out. In 
C{mse<}Uence of the uncertainty alwul water-supply no provision could 
be made for starting work on the colony in the next year’s Budget. 
But once this problem is solved, it should be jMisnible for Government 
mid the Mission for Lepers to find sufficient funds for opening u ctdony. 
It is proposed to begin wdth 2(Kl lepei*s, a number which cun he raised 
to 1,0(K) later on if the scheme proves sm cessful. The area of land that 
has been ^acquired is large because the intention is that the lejiers 
should engage in cultivation and so live a natural oiitdisir life with 
plenty of occupation. (Cultivation reijuires water, and unless we have 
water it is very difficult to keep these men occuj)ie<l; also they have 
rm w'ater to drink there. So I hojie (hat as s{K>n as this jniddem is 
solved we shall get on with this scheme ami Mr. (Campladl Forrester 
will have a lietter account of this scheme in future. I ho|)e this 
department does not deser\e any (ensure at all and 1 trust the movers 
will withdraw their motions.

There was a .similar motion for the ieje<fion of the salary of thr 
Registrar of the (vO-operative Soiietie.s in my name during the last 
session of the House, hut tlie motion e<iuld not )»e moved nor was 
there any discussion upon it. It gives me no pleasure to move Ihij* 
motion and by moving it I run the risk (»f incun ing the ilispleusure < f 
the high officials in question, hut still I must offer uhat f»f>fMJsilion 
I am ableJLo offer to the eomniis.sion of an injustiie. 

The salary in question is given from the money pui<l hy the [W'ople. 
The money of the people should he spent in a manner which is pro- 
fitable to the people, it should m»t ho s|vMit simply in order to main- 
tain sycophants. 

The work of the sup<*nision of the Co-o|>eiative Scm ieties ia 
practically managed hy the Inspectors. These lnsp«*ctors guided hy 
the Assistant Registrar can earry on tlie work, and the cct the 
Registrar can I)e abolished without, detriment, i lo* entire depart- 
ment can he placed in the charge of the Director of Agriculture, mi- 
it is done in Assam. I wholly agree with the recommemlution of thw 
Retrenchment Committee for the almlition of the po.st of the Registrar. 

The villagers live under severe perverty. Will it not I>e a good 
thing to save the money spent on maintaining a useless post and givir 
it to help the poor cultivator as agricultural loans on small interests? 

The object of the Co-operative S<»cieties Movement is to help the 
cultivators. But they fall a prey to the usurious mahojani in spite of 
the Registrar and the other offi<'ers because the ( o-<»pertitive Rural 
Banks have no funds to give them loans on small interest. Private 
interests of the local authorilies often frustrate the obje<i of these 
banks. With all the sujjervision carried on by the Registrar we see 
that one bank becomes bankrupt after another. 

There being no chance of this motion being carried in the House 
I beg to draw the particular attention of the Hon ble Member in 
charge to this matter. The present rate of interest (larged by the 
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4MM>perative banka ia too high. If tbo salary of ike Registrar were 
rejected and the money were placed at the disposal of the rtural banks 
it would have gone a great way to relieve the hardship of the 
villagers. As I cannot hope that it will be rejected 1 appeal to the 
Registrar to carefully look into the matter and take steps to redress 
the other grievances of the villagers. I may further request to see 
that wEen a bank fails and its liabilities are cleared up by certificate, 
it is issued on those who are really responsible for the failure. 

I hope I shall get satisfactory reply from the Hon’ble Nawab 
Bahadur on this subject. • 

The Hon^Me Nawab Bahadur BAIYID NAWAB ALI CHAU- * 
DHURIf Khan Bahachirs I feel doubtful if the mover has seriously 
-considered (he position in bringing forward this motion. While it 
-directly aims at the refusal of the total provision for the pay of the 
bead of the department, it will have the indirect effect of wrecking the 
-co-operative movement in Bengal. The Registrar has certainly 
defined responsibilities under the Co-operative Societies^ Act, 1912. 
The main functi(jn of the department is to bring about a multiplication 
-of sound societies of all classes, to ensure that they are formed on a 
true c(M)perative basis and that they remain co-operative in' charar ter, 
to see that they work on proper lines and do not infringe tlie piovi- 
sions of the Act, the niles under the Act and their own byelaws, to 
a”lsist them in raising funds, to hold inquiries into their working, 
when necoMsary, to decide disputes in connection with the affairs of 
the societies, to (‘arry out the audit, of the societijvs, to liquidate tin- 
■souiul atnl ins<ilvent societies, and to maintain a general suj)ervision 
•over Ii(|uidution proceedings. 

It is peiftH'lly obvinuH that a responsible ofli('ei .shimld remain at 
the head of this inifKirtunt and pop\ilar depaitment to iwnform the 
aforesaid duties. It will be reiiHunbered that as a result of decision 
on the ie<'ommendati«»n of the Bengal Retrenchment (\»inniitte<\ the 
post of the Deputy Registrar has been abolished. A whole-time officer

Sir, it is quite well known to us (hut Bengal lH*ing an agricultural 
<(Uintry and agriculture being the inoKt imiKirtant source of wealth, the 
economic salvation of Bengal can 1 h* made to a great extent by iin[)n)v* 
ing the ajyiculture of the i>roviiice. For that pur|K»se year after year 
large sums <d money are spent by tiovernmeiit, but to our utter surprine 
we do not find any corres|>onding advantajje arising out of it. This 
is a department in whi<*h it is very easy t<»r (he officials to effect improve- 
ment. Thi.s is a department where the officer^ concerned are not to 
<leal w'ith theory and are not met with that difficulty to incline tlie 
j>eople to act acc(»rding to tlieir advice a- in other (luHHetical depart- 
ments. A large majority of the populaton of this province are ugri- 
<Miltural and their natural <M<upation is agriculture and consecpiently 
it the officers can de\ise ways and means ami show them that a t ultivntor 
4'an produce crops worth Rs. where he is g<*iting crop’< worth only 
Rs, 20 or Rs. 25, the\ are not men so blind t<* their own interests that 
they will not accejit the advise and cultivate atconling to tlie sugges- 
tions of the agricultural officers. I'hat is the reason why I nay that 
this is a department in which the authorities employed to effect improve- 
ment can very ea.sily induce the cultivators accept their advice. It 

surprising to u.s that the agricultural officer^’ movements are l»e*t 
kiiowm to them, but not to the public. I Wlieve that my honourable 
friends in the Council will liear me out when I say that the movements 
<»f the agricultural officers are kiH»w'ii only to them, but not to the 
public. So fur us I am c*oncerned I have not yet been able to under- 
stand what improvement ha« been or in intended to be effected in the 
dUtrict which I have the honour to represent, I mean the Khulna 
diatriet, and as far as I understand, the same is the fate of almost all 
file other districts of Bengal. If this department is to spend huge 
sums of money for the improvement of agriculture, then the officers 
<r«nr5emed must show every year the corresfiondiDg advantage, I mean 
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corresponding improvement effected in agriculture, every year. Witli- 
out that the department, however laudable its object might be, has 
got absolutely no justification for its existence. With these observa- 
tions I move the motion.

Tht Budget of the Government of Bengal for IS26-27. 

Demands for Grants. 

34--Agriouiture. 

Mr. W. L. TRAVERS: Mr, Pi evident, with the iinproveinent in 
the financial jiositioii of the juovince and after tlM‘ uiiiunuu erneni that 
a Royal Commission on uKriculture is to he aj>jM»inted I lu»|w*d to find 
in this budget some initiation of a real and jn'o^iesnive a>:ri<'nlturttl 
policy. Hut I reifret that T have Wn disajipfdnted. 

Sir, I have said aj^uin and Ufrain in this (’(oim il tlial it ial 
reform in the country is to progress, if ilirie is to he a rise in the soidal 
condition of the people, tlien there must Im^ an jncreuM* of the real 
wealth, and that wealth <‘an onl\ incri-jise<l, in a j>r'o\iiMe ntiiinlv 
agricultural, by the improvement of ajtrriciilturc. Ifiere iiia\ la* a 
good deal of legiHlation to foiward that >orial jefoim hut ^nch legislation 
will have no effect unless the e<’onomic condition ot the piniple 1 m* 
raided. It is impossible to eliminate *‘coiioitiir law. I here is but 
one fund from which all fiiiunce can 1m* drawn and that i« the fund 
of production but it is i>erfectly posnihle to imrease that fund by 
improving the methods of agriculture. 

Now, Sir, I shall first of all make a few practical suggesticimi. 
I agree entirely with the Director of Agriculture in what he says in 
his last annual report that agriculture should W places! alaive party 
politics in this country. Se<*ondly. I recommeml that the memliers of 
thi* House will all combine to study and realise the paramount import- 
anoe of agriculture in Bengal and I will venture aW to recommend 
that to the Government. It is a great pity though I may aay so there 
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is not more knowledge of agriculture amongst the members of the civil 
services in Bengal and I venture to suggest that in the examinations 
which the officers have to pass in this province there should be included 
one on the theory of agriculture. Thirdly, what is wanted is a real 
and progressive policy. At present in this department there is only 
a glimmering of a policy. There has been some progress in regard 
to agricultural fanns and demonstration farms. All this is veiy 
excellent work in its own way but it is not at all sufficient. What is 
wanted is a general Kj>eeding>up all round and the formation and exten- 
sion of a real progressive i)olicy. . 

If you will permit me, Sir, 1 winh to point out two directions in 
which this speeding-tip and extension is desirable at once. First of 
all if a reference be made to the last agri(‘ultunil repoit, it will be seen 
that there is a gieat jwssibility that cotton may be profitably grown 
in the districts of Bankura, Birbhum, Burdwan and Midnapore. The 
valleys in Bankura are cultivated but the uplands are at present non- 
productive. They are bare and grow very little crop but experiments 
have shown that on these uplands cotton will most probably l)e profit- 
able, and, more than cotton, fodder crops and pulse> also. The people 
of those districts are dependent only upon the valley and gain a some- 
what precariou.s living. Now, my point with regard to that most 
important work is that it is under the charge of the Second Economic 
Bontanist but that officer has a great deal of other work to do. I suggest 
to the Hon'ble MemW in charge of Agriculture that at least one, 
if not two, experts be secured and appointed to jmsh on that work at 
once. There is a real prospect in regard to (*otton production 
of turning a |)oor district like Bankura into a comparatively wealthy 
one, turning the inhabitants into a comparatively wealthy and ]>ro8- 
perous population. What is wanted is the immediate speeding-up of 
the experiments, investigations, followed by demonstration to the 
raiyats. That is one of my [mints. 

Another is in regard to sugar pit>duction where research and 
investigation, followed by demonstration to the raiyat may lead to 
great results, with great profit to the people and to the province. The 
Tana (!Jane has made great progress amongst the people as well as any 
cane or seed which gives pn>fi table results. But now there has l)een dis- 
covered another cane which has l>een named C-213. C-213 has been 
proved to give higher return of sugar both in regard to quality and quan- 
tity, and, more than that, of great importance for which it is a great 
asset in Bengal is that it is more resistant to disease. Now in regard to 
its disHemination a whole-time officer is very badly wanted. 

I ask (he Hon’ble Member to investigate these two examples which 
1 have brought up, and I hope he will be able in a supplementary 
budget to find the money for the apimintment of theae experts. I hope 
also that he will, hs 1 have said, make a real efoii to forsnnlate a 
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px^greasive policy. I am sure the mem^rs of this Cotincii will vot« 
tho money that will be required to givi effect to such a policy It 
remains for the Hon*ble Member to evolve that policy. 

AMULYA DHONE ADOY: I have much pleasure in support- 
mg the amendment of Maulvi Sultan Ali. Sir, when the three Taxation 
Bills were enacted into law, we were assured by the Government that 
the major portion of the revenue would lie allotteil to nation-building 
departments. Only a few months agr» when the registration fees werr 
^ increased, we were also favoured with a similar assurance, and wheir 
on the suggestion of Mr. S. X. Mallik. who now an llon’hle 
• Member of the India Council, this Council resolved that 40 per cent, 
of the revenue of the Government of Bengal would 1 h‘ ilevoted for the 
improvement of sanitation and development jjf agriculture and indus- 
^ tries. I am really sorry to find that that ic-olution and even the 
assurance of the Government appear to have been ignored by the 
Hon ble Member in charge. Sir, Bengal is an agricultural country. 
Ninety per cent, of the jiopulation of Bengal depend directly or 
indirectly on agricMiltiire. Ihe Muhamiiiadaiis are more interested in 
agriculture than the Hindus. It is, therefore, deHirnble that some 
material *4ep should be taken for the development of agriculture as 
early as possible. Agriculture depends largely on the numlier and 
condition of cattle, but we find from the >tatistics in the rc|)ort of the 
Government itself that the numlM*r of c'utfle hn*i lM»en decreasing fitmt 
year to year. In Bengal in the year 191(1-17 it was 25,924,009; in (he 
year 1920-21 it came down to 24,724,fM)0. In Australia we find that 
the number of cattle per hundred of |iopu]ntion is 245; in rniguay in 
South America it is fdM), but in Bengal, 1 am ashamed to say, it is 
only 50 i>er hundred of ]>opulatioii. We all complain of the high pric 4 r 
of food-grains; what is the reason of thisP The outturn r»f fr>od-grains 
i.s very small in Bengal, and the principle reason of (his small out- 
turn is the number of cattle deteriorating from year to year. As will 
appear frfun the official rejMirt of 1921-22, the numl>er of deaths among 
cattle from infectious diseases was 15,752; what steps have lK*en takeir 
by Government to reduce the moiiality of cuttle in Bengal Practically 
none. It appears from the offic ial report that there are only *‘19 veteri- 
nary charitable dispensaries in Bengal. There is n<»t u single veteri- 
nary charitable dis[>ensary in Calcutta : 1 admit there is one veterinary 
hospital in Belgachia in Calcutta, hut that is not a free one. 

Then as regards breeding, (here are 1*58 stud bulls in the whole of 
Bengal maintained by the Government and local authorities. Is that 
sufficient to serve 7 million (*owh of Bengal P 

As regards the area of grasiug gttmtid in Bengal, it is very imtalL 
In the United States of America it is I 41 ai*res per heail of cattle; 
it is only *17 in Bengal; practically one-tenth. So 1 beg to draw 
attention to the fact that when we have been enforced to enact three* 
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Hills for the increment of taxation, when we have been assured from 
time to time that a material portion of the revenue thereffom would 
be devoted for the improvement of sanitation and development of 
Agriculture, practically nothing has been done. The number of cattle 
has been going down, mortality among cattle is very high, and the 
Area of grazing grounds is also very small. 

With these remarks, I beg to* submit that the department, 1 am 
Ashamed to say, deserve.n censure at our hands unless material steps 
Are taken for the development of agriculture in Bengal. 

« 

Mauivi TAYEBUDOIN AHMED: Mr. President, Sir, the admin i.s. . 
tration of the Department of Agriculture is quite unsatisfactory. 
Bengal is an agricultural country and her economic salvation depends 
^entirely on the improvement of agriculture. W^e hear of the depart- 
ment for a pretty long time but during this long period of its existence 
the department has not been able to give a gcx)d account of the work 
^one by it. It will not l)e far from the truth to say that the culiivatorh 
for whose benefit, I understand, the department should exist have not 
been able to a|)preciate the utility of the department. The Hon’ble 
Member iii cluirge of the Department of Agriculture is well ac.quaintetl 
with the working of the department. The Hon ’hie Member in charge of 
the department brought a similar motion, if I remember aright, in 
the year 1924, when he was out of offi(;e and criticised the budget of 
the then Mini.ster and made some valuable suggestions for the impn)ve* 
meat of tlie department. He gave a short history of the department 
And its staff but not of the work of the department. In that memorable 
speech of the Hon ’hie Member he gave us to understand that during 
the peaceful terms of his office as a Minister he had a few projects 
which were of a very urgent character and he found fault witli the 
then Minister for not jmying attention to those projects of supreme 
imiM>rtance. The Hon’ble Memlwr also said that in his opinion the 
^entire system had to be changed hut we find no change in the system, 
no new project to be taken up. I do not like to enumerate the criti- 
cisms levelled against the hinlget of 1924 by the Hou’ble Member, but 
w'bat strikes me most is that in the budget estimate of this year, when 
the nou’ble Member having so many valuable projects before bis mind’s 
eye has got the jwrtfolio of the dejmrtment, I find that no provision hAs 
been made to take up any new stdieme or a line of work that would 
benefit the masses with whom we are more concerned. "We hear a 
jgi>od deal of district farms, both experimental and commercial, but from 
my own experience I can say that these farms have not been succeaaful 
either as experimental farms or us commercial ones. I do not know 
vrhether the department has made any appreciable progress in the 
^cultivation of Ganja but as regards other crops the department has 
given a very bad account of it. While going out for an evening walk 
«r travelling by train from Mymensingh southwards I have seen tk# 
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Kfi^iisiiigli farm. I must say that the object of establishing the 
fai^ has so far been proved entirely useless. There are lands of 
ordinary cultivators side by side, any man passing by will lie convinced 
of the superiority of the crop standing on the land of ordinary culti- 
vators. I do not know whether ilie princely paid officers of the depart- 
ment have got a scientific way of disproving what is palpable to any 
man who has not lost his sight. For distribution of seeds only, I think, 
the existence of the department cannot he justified. Ooveriiment ought 
to pay more attention to this dej)artinent if it wants to see some good 

• done to the cultivators. The officers shtuild demonstrate the results 
of successful experiments to the vill igers on small plots and under the 

• conditions in which our agnculturi>ts actually live. In the present 
budget I find no provision to attain this objeit. The entire system 
of the department is totally rotten and has to he changed and the 
activities of the department have to l>e expanded. 

With these few w’ords I >up|>ort the motion of Maulvi Sayyed Sultan 
Ali. 

The Hon’ble Ntwab Bahadur 8AIYID NAWAB Atl CHAUOHURl, 
Khan Bahadur: Sir, my friend Mr. Sultan Ali has brought u two- 
fold chargf against this department. In the fir^it place he says that 
the wwk of the Agriculture Department has t»f no advantage to 
the public and secondly he charges (iovernment with doing nothing for 
the agricultural advancement of the Khulna district. I am surprised, 
Sir, at both these assertions as it shows that although my friend pn>fesses 
to represent the Khulna district he cannot Im* in close |>ersonal touch 
with his constituency. Now in the first place it is hardly fMissiblc 
for me to detail in a short speerli the manifold Wnefits which the work 
of the Agriculture I)e{>nrtmeiit is conferring on the agriculturists of 
'^the province nor does it seem necessary to do so; hut surely it should 
be w'ell known to every meml)er of the fVmm il wdio rares to keep him* 
self in touch with the actual cultivators that the valuable research 
work of the Agriculture Department has, in more than one direction, 
directly led to an increase of income of the cultivators. The net 
increased profit earned hy the cultivation of dejiart mental races of 
jute is estimated at no less than Us, 7 per higha and the increased 
profit earned by the cultivation of departmental races of paddy is 
estimated at over Rs. 2 per higha. Surely, this is no mean result* It 
is a result of which any department may justly he proud. Valuable 
work of a similar nature has been done by the deportment in the mattei 
of sugarcane, tobacco and potatoes. The work of the department in 
connection with the evolving of an improved breed of bulls and cows 
with a view to draught purposes as well as increased milk yield is alwj 
well known and in the field of sericiiUiire the work of the Department 
is being more and more appreciated, so much so that aericultura 
profniaes to be a very popular occupation amongst the middle claMer 
IB the near future. 
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The work of thi« department, Sir, I need hardly point out, ifl not 
of a upectacular kind and it bears fruit slowly in the fields of the 
villagers and Government can hardly be blamed if it fails to catch the 
eyes of those who are out of touch with village conditions. 

Now, Sir, with regard to the work of the Khulna district the posi- 
tion is this: The main line of work which Government pursue in the 
matter of agricultural conditions, in a particular district, is to establish 
a district farm where the results of research at the central farm at 
Dacca can be tested under local conditions before they can be demons- 
trated to the public of the district with such adaptation as the cir-* 
cumstances dictate. In pursuance of this policy Government have been 
establishing a district farm in every district and preference is being 
given to those districts where district boards are coming forward with 
offers of substantial assistance. So fur we have received no such assist- 
ance from the Khulna District Board, and it has not, therefore, been 
possible to establish a farm in that district yet. If my friend 
Mr. Sultan Ali diverts his energy from criticisms in the ('ouncil to the 
practical field by influencing the distrit t board in this useful channel, 
he would be doing a servu^e to his constituem*y and would be really 
helpful in placing at its disposal the benefit of the work of the Agri- 
culture Department to a greater extent than is p(»ss»ble now. But, 
Sir, in spite of the disadvantage involved in the want of a lo<ial district 
farm we have not Wen altogether wanting in our duty to the Khulna 
district. Speaking personally, 1 may remind Mr. Sultan Ali of the 
fact that while I was Minister in charge of this department only a 
few years ago I heard that scarcity conditions prevailed in 
the district of Khulna and I actually toured the length and 
rreudth of the district in comimny with Sir P. C. llay and made 
personal investigations into the agricultural and industrial problemf ^ 
of the district. Membei's of the Council will get some idea of the 
extensive nature of my tour in the distric t of Khulna when I mention 
that at the end of it I was broken down in health; but I had the 
satisfaction of getting a clear idea of the needs of the district from 
the jmint of view of agriculture and industries. I discovered that thf 
intrusion of saline water through breaches in the embankments caused 
a serious economic loss to the cultivators of the district every year by 
damaging the paddy crop and under my orders special investigation 
was started with a view to evolving races of paddy that would resist 
saline water. These investigations are still in progress and Government 
hope that they will lead to very valuable results. Then, again, we 
have placed a s|)ecial officer on duty to effect improvement in sugar- 
cane cultivation which is one of the principal industries of the Khulna 
district. This officer is engaged in distributing setts of improved 
sugarcane and holding demonstration which are expected to lead to 
an extension of the cultivation of this profitable crop as well as improve* 
mmi in the method of its cultivation. 
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The fishery problems of Kholna are of great importance and while 
I Minister in charge of the Agriculture De|iartment I attempted 
to «Kwt<ra improvement in the fisheries of the district but unfor- 
tunntely the aboHtion of the Fishery Dejuirtment, as a result of 
retrenchment, has rendered any further work in this line impossible 
The question of improving the condition of fishermen as well as of 
their industry has not, however, been overlooked. The Co-operativf 
Department has started fishermen's wH-ieties in the district which will 
it is hoped, go a great way towards giving an iin,>elus to the impreve^ 
ment of fisheries in the district. 

From what I have said, Sir, I ani sure the Cmwil will see that 
had my friend Mr. vSultan Ali been in actual lunch with his consti- 
tnency he would not have charj^ed the Afrriculture Department with 
doing* nothing for the distric t of Khulna. 

As regards Babu Ainulya Dhone Addy’s criticism 1 would refer 
him, Sir, to my speech intro<]u<‘ing the budget where I have dealt with 
all the subjects to which he has alluded. 

, Mr. Travers has referred to sugarcane and cotton f ultivution. The 
average animal area under sugarc ane in Bengal is over (iOh.tKK) highiis. 
The area under this profitable crop is capable of much extension 
specially in the Presideiic'y Division. After systematic' tests as to yield, 
purity of the juice, freedom from disease, elo.. it has been found that 
the Tanna variety is the l»est suited to the climatic and other I'ondi* 
lions of the province. Tender favourable conditions it has yielded over 

inaunds of //i/r per higha. This variety has now liecome very |M)pular 
with cultivators, and is grown on many thousands of highas of land

But it would apjw^ar from the action of 
Government that their intention is to provide for a number of Europ- 
eans and faithful Indians with this money to the neglect of the interests 
(»f the peojde. The people derive no lauiefit from these high offi(*ers 
whose salaries they have to find. In the present instance, four officers ' 
are superfluous, becau.se one can do the work done by all of them. We 
have, however, no |x»wer over the non-voted item. So I move the reduc- 
tion of Rs. JKI.OOO from the voted list, by way of a warning to Govern- 
ment, bet'ause I know that theiv is no chance of its being passed. 

Tht Hon*bl« Nawab Bahadur 8AIY.ID NAWAB ALI CHAUDHURI, 
Khan Bahadurs Sir, I may explain to the Council that the provision 
lepresents the pay of the Industrial Chemist and the Industrial Engi- 
neer, and allowances for the acting arrangement in place of the Deputy 
Director of Industries who is expected to take leave during 1926-27. As 
explained in the course of iiiy general review f>f the budget, resean'h 
and experiment are essential pndiininaries to all scientific and for that 
matter all itwlustrial developments and it is obvious that there should 
be officers directing the work of research and experiment. As the 
departmental annual reports will indicate, the Industrial Chemist has 
been doing very useful research work. The department was seriously 
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handicapped, owing to the po«t of the J[iidu8tnal Engineer having re- 
maiiied vacant for a long time. The post has m^ently l»eeu tillwl hy the 
appointment of an Industrial Engineer on the re<‘ommendation of the 
Advisory Board of Industries, attarheil to the Department of Indus- 
tries. I cannot conc^eive that the mover seriously ih^sires that Govern- 
ment should abolish the jM»sts of Industrial KngiiitH»r and Industrial 
Chemist, because the only effect of this adll l»e not only to ivtuitl the 
industrial progress of the pmvinee hut also t<* deprive (he small indus- 
trialists of their services. As regards the lh*puty DirtHtoi 1 w<»uld ex- 
plain to the Council that the question of the ulMilihon of (he jK»st is 
now under the consideration of (iovernnicnl and a saving will lie effect- 
ed if it is eventually decided to uliolish the post. Hut until a decision 
is come to in the matter it is leasonahle that the Coum il will allow the 
provision to stand. With these words ] opfioM* the motion.

It is quite apparent. Sir. that the object of m\ moving this resolu- 
tion is only to raise a discussion on (he department of Industries and 
not with the intention of making any cut whatsm*ver in the grant that 
is demanded for developing industries in this province. Far from re- 
commending any cut, niy grievance is (hut a larger amount is not allots 
ted to the I)«|>arimeiit of Industries. We are all well aware how much 
unemployment is existing in this province, .\riylioily who has any 
occaalon to employ a numl»er of men in his c*slablishment must have ttad 
experience that at least half a doaen to a doaen prtimiaing young men 
come to the office day to day asking f<ir employment and it is very pain- 
ful to have to return thein with denials, although most of them teem to 
be very promising young men fit for employment. What is the reason 
that has brought about such a deplorable state of things? The reason 
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is that indostrieB have not Bufiiciently developed in this csoontry, and 
especially so in the Province of Bengal. We hear repeatedly from time 
to time complaints made that young men do not find employment and 
that there is a considerable amount of unemployment in this province. 
To investigate this question of unemployment, a Committee sat for 
several months together and made its report, but the public are not 
aware what action has been taken by the Government on that report. 
The Hon’ble Nawab Sahib made some statements in reply to a question 
put by Dr. Moreno in regard to Anglo-Indian unemployment. That 
was also one of the questions which the Committee dealt along with 
unemployment question which exists generally among the middle classes 
of Bengal. Even that reply was not at all satisfactory. It simply 
showed that the matter had practically been shelved and that some sort 
of excuses or futile reasons were put forward as to why substantial steps 
were not taken on the strength of that repoi-t : To say the least of it, 
it was not at all convincing. But nothing has been said at all about the 
general unemployment that exists. Recently, Sir, we have had some 
debate in this Council about the employment of the people of this pro- 
vince in the public services. But unfortunately, Sir, that debate tended 
towards communal considerations and only raised commun|4l discus- 
sions. But, Sir, is it the employment of young people in the public 
services that finds sufiicient solution of that all-important question when 
it is remembered that the numl)er of people who can In* appointed to 
the public services or by the municipalities and district boards or even 
by the railway services which are controlled by Government is necessari- 
ly limited!^ What does it matter, Sir, to the people of the country as 
a whole when only a certain fixed number of i)eople is apiminted to 
them whether they be Hindus or Muhammadans, Christians or Parsies 
or Sikhs. The number of ]>eople to be employed in this province is 
neceasarily restricted to the numl)er of persons required to eariy on those 
offices or to carry on railway services or to carry on the work of munici- 
palities or of district boards. The real solution must lie in the develop- 
ment of industries not only in this province but also in the country as 
a whole; and when we analyse the factors that exist there, we find that 
Government can develop the industrial resources of the province to a 
great extent, but I am sorry to say that Government have so far not 
moved in a sympathetic and active way in that direction. Several 
years ago we were told that a State-aid to Industries Bill was going to 
be put forward in this Council. That was done when the Nawab Sahib 
was Minister in chaige of the department ; and although so many years 
have elapsed that Bill, or even the draft of it, has not yet seen the light 
of day. Can i£ be said that the people of this province are responsible 
for this delay and negligence on the part of Government in putting 
forward such a useful measure? Does not Bengal lag behind other pro- 
vinces lihe Madras and Behar in this respect? I am told that, with 
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Sl^ aid, the Induatnes Departmenta of Madraa and Bihar aie doing 
umM work and the results so far achieved in these respective provinces 
augurs weU for the future development of the industrial resources of 
these provinces. What reason is there that Bengal should lag behind 
in that direction and why some serious endeavour should not be made 
by the Government to give banking facilities not only to small indus* 
tries but also to larger industries in the province}^ What really stands 
in the way of the people of this piovince from taking to industrial p^^ 
suits is the want of banking facilities. Ihuiibay est)ecially is far ahead 
• of Bengal in this res[)ect. There are organisations then* which help 
^ industries. But here in Bengal theiv is no organisation whatsoever to 
which Government can point, to which the people of this provim‘<* can 
look forward, for financial assistance. There is no institution whatste 
ever either in the shape of banks or in the shajx* of (Government iustitu* 
tion, whifth could lend money for a long period tf» any industrialist in 
this province. The Hon’ble Sir Basil Blacket, when o|>ening the 
Calcutta premises of the (.’entrul Bank, expressed his great surprist* at 
the large extent to which the industries of the country have t<> rely on 
short term credits. But n(» remedy has yet been put f(»rwar<l either by 
the Govertninent of India or by our pi'ovineial Government to remove 
that difficulty from the way of the iiulustriulists in this piovitiee. I 
do hope and trust that Government will seritmsly (onsider the imjaiH* 


ance of giving banking fai^ilities to the iiidustriulists and will do some* 
thing, if neccHsary in conjunction with the Governiiient (d India, to 
remove this difficulty fnuii their way. Sir, the Department of liidut* 
tries that has been brought foiward is like a wax figuie, l»eaiitifiilly 
dressed and plac'ed in the shop window' hy a shop-keep4*i'. They have 
no funds, no pow’er, n(» pro|>er staff to carry on any work. I »lo not say 
that tlh; Department of Industries should 1 m* ulMdished, «»r that the 
department over which the Director of Industries presides should lie 
abolished, hut what 1 w'unt is that it should not In* managed in the 
narrow way in which it is being run, but that funds should lie placed 
at its disposal. It should 1m* allowed not only funds, hut also opixirtu* 
nities for work, and the reply of the Nuwab Bahadur that they carry 
on researches — researches in the making of buttons, nr rtisearches for 
changing the splinters of mub’hes from bmwn to white, and so on — will 
not suffice. The real pniblem of industries goes broader and deeper 
than that It is not only helping the ptniple with refiearches, it is not 
only helping the people to find out markets, that will solve the problem 
but it is substantial encouragement and assistance which are required 
to be given to the people of this province, w^hich is lacking in any sort 
of financial facility for the development of industries. 8ir, this Depart* 
ment of Industries is the creature of the report of the Indian Induatrial 
Commission. But what is it they recommended? Did they recommend 
that an impotent body like the Department of Industries that has been 
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set up in this province should be created. Ithey never recommended that 
it should merely be an advisory body without any funds, without any 
stafif and without any power whatsoever. They recommended that a 
substantial body, with funds, with power, with proper staff and with 
the opportunities for rendering service to the country, for helping the 
people to develop industries, should be set up. Sir, the Secretary to the 
Department of Industries, Mr. U. S. Dutt, did substantial work in the 
district of Bankura when he was in charge of that district. I know for 
certain that, if he is given proper facilities, he is the proper person to 
tackle this problem, but 1 do not know why he does not show more sub- 
stantial results in this direction. I know that the Nawab Bahadur does 
feel about it. 1 should like to hear from him what it was that stood 
in his way, when he was Minister and what it is that stands in his way 
now when he is the Member in charge of the department. What is 
standing in the way of the development of this department is mere 
indifference and apathy. The people want assistance, they w^ant buying 
power, they want money in order to have two meals a day, they want 
money in order that education may be spread, they want money in order 
to have pure drinking-water and to adopt sanitary measui^es which would 
protect them from epidemics and other diseases. I think it is indus- 
tries only that will help them to earn wealth in order to se<’ure those 
amenities for which the people of this pn>vince are crying for. I hope 
that next year something substantial will be done to develop this 
department in order that the earning power of the people may be 
increased. 


Drt H. W. MORENO* Sir, I welcome very much the remarks of 
my friend Mr. Khaitan on this very absorbing question. He bas^spoken 
with a w'ealth of detail concerning the whole question of unemployment, 
here in Bengal. I should like for a moment or tw'o to touch on one or 
two points, as they affect the Anglo-Indian community. It is well 
known that this community for causes lieyond its coiitnd, is going 
steadily from bad to worse in the economic nw^e of life in this Province. 
In 1889, when the Pit)perty Commission was appointed in Bengal, it 
was found that almost one in five was a pauper in the Anglo-Indian 
community. Some time in the year 1907 or thereabouts, when Sir 
Alfred Pickford and others made a study of the problem here in 
Calcutta, it was found that practically one in four was a pauper. Now, 
from the investigations that have l>een recently made, it appears that 
one-third of the Anglo-Indians are paupers or are dependent on some 
sort of charity for themselves or for their children. I have raised thi* 
question not only on this budget, but on previous budgets, bringing to 
the attention of Government the great growth of unemployment among 
the Anglo-Indians. When I asked a question in this Council regarding 
the Unemployment Committee’s Beport, I took it that the Ooveiuisieat 
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wM.l gire me a fall and frank reply, dealing in a practical way with 
th« wliole question. In their reply Government evaded the whole issue* 
the answer was either in the affirmative or in the nejrative- nothing 
more. We m this Council are not satisfied with leplies of this natnie 
Mr, Khaitan has made that point very^ dear. We do want fuel, and 
figures: we do not want empty statements: we want bread and trust we 
will not be offered a stone. It is well known that my eommunity is now 
the object of charity from outsiders and sympathisers. W' hut 1 should 
like to express boldly to this Council is this: WV Anglo-Indians do 
• not want to depend upon the charity of others; we want work and as long 

^ we are capable of doing the work, we demand it. It is up to Govern, 

ment to meft our needs or cast us aside. I cannot speak tfH> strongly 
on this subject because I know how at pivstmt the ineiul>ers i.| niy ,s)ni. 

munity have been badly hit. I quite i-ealise that the llondde Nawah 

Bahadur, who has recently taken charge of this dcpnrtnient will do his 
very best to face this problem; what I wish to do at the picscnt time is 
to strengthen his hands in the Coun<*il in order that the Government 
may realise that this is a thing which requires the iinwt carnf»st 
attention. It is for this reason that I heartily supimii Mr. Khaitan’s 
views, no^ because I wish to outline bow the pnihlem can he 
solved— -Mr, Khaitan is a hnuiicier of some distinction and has gone 
fairly well into the question by his suggestion for the ojMOiing of lianks 
for the purpose of subsidising intiustrics— I do not care to deal with fill 
these technical matters here, I simply want to urge uinm (he G(»verii. 
ment this important question as it vitally affi*cts my community; and 
I trust the Nawab Bahadur, who is taking a deep interest in this <pic*i« 
tioii, will give his whole-hearted attention to this problem and will sec 
that my community will go away satisfied with the action that he will 
take in this respect. 

With these remarks I supjK^rt the motion moved hy my fiieiid Mr, 
Khaitan. 

Hr. Ka C« RAY CHAUDHRIS We have heard a great deal almut 
want of facilities to provide employ ment for the unemployed. There 
is not enough remunerative work to go round so how can you find w*ork 
for a large number of the unemployed? What we should do is to start 
an Employment Bureau— or Employment Exchange — to gather statis- 
tics of unemployment and prepare a list of the unemployed and to re- 
commend people w'ho want employment. 

Another point in which I am greatly iiitereste<] is the introduction 
of an Act like the Apprentices Act, they have this in Kuhifx^ and in 
Japan. In Japan they have an Act which compels industrialists— 
eapecially thoae who get orders from Oovemmeni — io provide training 
for young men, and unless something is done on these lines, there is no 
chance of our solving the most urgent of our Industrial problems, tdz.f 
ApprenGcethip. 
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Thirdly, my friend, Mr. Khaitan, has said a good deal about intri)- 
ducing an Act to provide State>aid to Industries. That is no doubt a 
very good thing, but unfortunately from my experience of the Behar 
State^aid to Industries Act, I find that it is not working very satisfactory. 
If an Act like this is to be introduced, it must be framed in such a way 
as would empower Government to investigate the position of any Indus- 
trial Concern seeking loan facilities and enable Government to act as 
gurautors to any lending bank or financiei's. The Act should alsci in- 
clude satisfactory provisions for State aid to genuine agricultural con- 
cerns. 

Mr. C. t. DUTT: Sir, Government have the fullest sympathy 
with Mr, Khaitan in the spirit in which he has made the remarks with 
regard to the Industries budget. I understand that he does not wish 
to make any cut but desires to draw' attention to the imimrtaiice of 
the subject and to the necessity for more funds being j)rovided under 
the head ** Industries I can assure Mr. Khaitan that Goveniment 
fully realise tlie importance of providing more funds for the develop- 
ment of industries. We have several imiM>rtant scdjemes of develoj)- 
iiient under this head w»hich are expected to mature shortly, and we 
hojw* the Council w'ill swn be a.sked to vote money for this purpose. 

I would refer spe<'ially to one or two points raised by Mr. Khaitan: 
one is regarding the Fneinployment Committee's Iteport and the 
a<'tion taken by Government thereon. Mr. Khaitan and Dr. Moreno 
have both referred to thin in tenns which are not very charitable to 
Government, Mr. Khaitan characterises the action taken by Goveni- 
ment as l>eing one of merely giving “ excu.ses ” and Dr. Moreno thinks 
that we have not taken any action at all on tlie llepcnt. But I think 
if they will scrutinise the answer which was given by Government a 
few days ago in the shape of a statement which wm laid on the Library 
table, they will find that Government have Wen taking every possible 
action on the report of the ('ommittee. The rmommendations of that 
Cbmmittee fall under thi-ee categories; under the first categorj' fall 
those recommendations on which no action is conwdeml practicable. 
Secondly, ‘there are rec'oinmendations on which action cannot be taken 
immediately and without lengthy deliWration and inquiry*. Under 
this category fall recommendations to have the whole system of educa- 
tion changed. That is a matter in which surely the Council cannot 
expect the Government to take action all at once: it is receiving their 
very careful attention and action will be taken in due course. The 
third cEtegory under which the recommendations of the Committee fall 
is with regai^ to the speeding up of industrial development : that is 
a matter in which Government are actually taking action, and here I 
should like to say that although Oovernmwit sympathise with the object 
which Mr. Khaitim has in view, yet fmm his remaiis one gets the 
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in^pession that he thinks that Government have M^tnaliy been lioiiig no- 
thing m this direction. In this coiinectioi I should like to refer to the 
Calcutta Technical School whit^h has just been ojiened by Government 
and which is calculated to mark an e|ioch in the industrial develoji- 
ment of the province. Surely, Sir, that is an institution on the open- 
ing of which the Goveniinent can exjiect to be congratulatetl—at least 
they expect their action t(» lie appreciated by tlie nieml»ers of the 
Council. A very’ laige recurring exi>enditure has \m^n undertaken by 
Government in resi>ect of this institution; this was one of ilie 

• mendations of the ITiieniployineut Emiiiiry Committee— one of the few 
definite recommendations on which Government Imve found it iMissihle 

• to take immediate action. Then again the Berhum|)ore Silk Weaving 
Institute is l»eing started with the expre.ss purjHwe of providing train- 
ing for the hluidraloh young men in the handling of jmwer muchinf^*. 

With regard to the State-aid to Indust ri(*s Bill, Sir, to which 
Mr. Khaitan baa referred, 1 may explain that the delay in dealing 
with this Bill has Wn due in paii to the drastic change in principle 
introduced by the Advis(»rv Board of InduHtrie;* in revising the original 

Bill.

Finally, as there is at ]jreHent no necessity for 
the continuance of the rent control and as a definite plf*djfp was ^iven

Now, Sir, I would draw y’our attentiim to the opinion of the several 
public l>odies in this matter. The Marwari Asso<’iation has said — 

House rent has elreedy fallen considerably and still shoes ah inclinalton Ui 
fait. It wae in view of tbe fact that the situation was font liecominsc normal, that 
in January 1934, when a Bill for the amendment of tbe Rent Act wa* rnirmiured 
in Council, the operation of the Act wa* extended till tbe end of Marrh 1937 only. 
A Rent Act for CalcutU i* therefore now considered unnecefeoiry. 

The Briti.sh Indian AsHa iation state — 

A* the circumBtaiues a*hich warranted i<s enaciinent in Hl3f> and it* aitbse' 
qoeAi amendmenta in 1933 and 1924 have ceased to exist, and aa many b«ilditi||* 
have since been erected in CakuUa, cauatnit substantial reduction tn rent and 
many praniaes are lying vacant at present, we venture to think that the Art is 
ttttseoeasary and inequiuble to the landlonis of Cakntta. 
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Then I would draw your atte&tio]i to the opinion of the Bengal 
National Chamber of Commerce which consistn ol (tome of the leading 
nierchaiitf) of Calcutta. That Chamber haa expressed the view that — 

The Committee are of opinion that the necessity for the continuance of the 
Kent Act in Calcutta no longer exists. 

It may be alleged, Sir, that these public bodies are not statutory. 
However, let me quote the opinion of the Calcutta Corporation. That 
iMxly has expressed the opinion that ** general improvement in the situa- 
tion renders the Rent Act neither desirable nor necessary One 
of my friends in the hack Ijenches says that that body is the representa- 
tive of the landlords of Calcutta. That might have been so, Sir, under 
the Act of 1899, but under the Act of 1923 the circumstances have 
materially changed. The Coi'jM)ration of Calcutta is now a body of 
representatives not of the landlonhi hut of the tenants. (Question.) My 
friend questions and T can prove that this l>ody is representative of 
the tenants. The abolition of the system of jdural voting and the 
introduction of the princijde of “ one man, one vote ” has made the 
(’alcuttu (^oi|)f)ratioii representative of the tenants. Suppose in a big 
premises there are 10 shops, and eacli of the shop-keeper pays Ks. 25 as 
monthly rent; they are entitled to give 10 votes, hut their landlord 
paying rates on monthly rent of Ks. 250 is entitled to give one vote 
only. 

Mr. PRESIDENT: Now come to your point j)leuse. 

BaImi AMULYA DHONE ADDY: 1 w^ill now' (|Uote from the opinion 
of another l>ody representative neither of landlords nor of tenants. It 
is u body consisting of men of business — I mean the (Calcutta Improve- 
ment Trust. The Trust states — 

The necessity for the Rent Act itself hen largely disappeared bec^ause land 
values in Calcutta have gone down and prices of building materials have decreased 
(considerably. Vacancies in house property are numerous and there has been a 
(xmsiderable reduction of rent all over Calcutta. 

Therefore, Sir. having regard to the fact that all public bodies — 
statutory or noii-statutory — have expreased the opinion that there is 
no nei'essity for the Rent Act and that it is most unjustifiable; I beg 
to submit that it should be repealed. 

It may l>e said that it will be a source of hardship to the present 
iiu'umbent who administers the Act, i.r., the Rent Crontroller. 1 under- 
stand, Sir, he is a Deputy Collector and he may be transferred to some 
utlier Government department. 

My objmd is not to effect a reduction in the demand for Rent Con- 
troller hut it is simply to draw the attention of Government to the 
pledge they gave to the Council regarding the repeid of this Act 
through the late Bon’ble Sir Surendra Nath Baoerjea, 
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Hr. K. C. RAY OHAUOHURIi I to rpMli on the motioa

Dr« H« W. Bo MORENO: I find it always hard to catch up to the 
mentality of my friend Mr. Addy and on this occasion his mentality 
has passed far beyond my reach of comprehension. He discussed in the 
most glowing terms the necessity for the rejteal of the Calcutta Rent 
« Act and I can quite understand his position there, for be is after all 
a representative of the Bengal National Chamber of ('ommerce, whose 
members among themselves practically own half the projwrties in 
Calcutta; but I really could not understand him when he went on 
attacking so severely the jmr Rent Controller for all the faults of the 
Rent Act. He seemed to he castigating Peter for all the fatilts of Paul \ 

Mft PRESIDENT: You are mistaken, Dr. Moreno. Mr. Addy took 
advantage of the opportunity to criticise the Rent Act; he made it 
quite plain^when he concluded. 

Dr. H. W. B. MORENO: 1 am criticising the manner of bis attack* 
iiig the Rent Act. The real issue, I think, is the demand of money 
to pay the Rent Controller and his department hut Mr. Addy has 
used it as a [»eg on w'hich to hang his lamllord’s grievances. I Irould 
ask him to be patient and wait till the July seshion to see if I can 
introduce some necessary rectification in the Act. Mr. Addy has him- 
self a Bill to repeal this Act and he intends to intnMluce it at the 
next session; he will then have ample op]K)rtunity to toll us whether 
the Act is justifiable or not. Meanwhile 1 hold that it is very hard 
to insist on this cut upon the demand for the Rent ('oniroller and hie 
office, thereby laying on the shoulders of the Rent ( on trailer all the 
blame for the continuance of the Rent Act. which is in force and will 
continue to be in force up to the dls! March 11)27. This motion, if 
carried, will mean the diHapi>earaiJce altogether <if the Rent (/ontroller. 
Therefore, I say that most of the remarks of Mr. Addy are entirely 
misplaced and should Iw* rule<l as out of court. 

Tilt HtfPMt Milwirtja KiMAUNlEH CHANDRA RAY BahiCiirt 
•f Nadit: Mr. Amulya Dhone Addy has critici»e<1 the Calcutta Rent Act. 
I think he would have done Iwtter to conserve all his energy and 
oration for his Bill to <-ome up. However, the Council chose to extend 
the life of the Rent Act up till 31st March 1927 as Dr. Moreno has 
already said and this was in spite of Government oppoeition. There- 
fore, as long as this Act is in fony we have got to provide for the Rent 
CpntioUer and his esiahlishmeot, 8o I strongly object to this motioa- 
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iilNl AMULYA OHONE ADDYl 1 do not press my motion; 1 beg 
to withdraw it. 

The motion was then, by leave of the Council withdrawn. 

Mr. K. Gt RAY GHAUOHURIS I want to speak on the motion for 
demand for Inspector of Factories?. I would just make one or two 
observations on the working of the Indian Factories Act in Bengal. 
This Act was originally passed in 1911 and amended in 1982 in accord- 
ance with the conventions of the International Labour Conference. 
The amendment of 1922 introduced drastic changes regarding working 
hours and holidays, regarding employment of children and women and 
health and safety of labour. In fact thanks to the sincere and cease- 
less efforts of the Bureaucrats in charge of labour in the Government 
of India in 1921, India can boast of a labour legislation far more 
humane than anything of this kind in Japan and even in some of the 
advanced countries of Europe. No factory hand in any part of India 
is allowed to work more than GO hours a week or 11 hours a day and 
no woman is allowed to work after 7 in the evening. No child below 
the age of 12 can l)e employed in a factory and no child is allowed 
to work for more than six hours a week and every employee must 
have one hour’s mid-day rest after six hours’ work. I have indicated 
to yon just a few jirovisions of the Act but there are other provisions 
regarding safety and hygiene of labour which should bring alwut a 

new era for the gradual amelioration of our labouring clas.ses. 

« 

Mere legislation, however, will avail nothing unless there is a 
strong and ever watchful staff of Inspectors to enforce these legisla- 
tions. There are over 1,100 factories in Bengal and about 540,000 
hands employed in these factories including 71,659 women and 
65,000 children under the age of 15. It is j>erfectly ridiculous to 
propose to employ only 11 Ins|>ector8 to carry on the work in Bengal 
and Assam, No wonder the employers in jute mills, cotton mills, oil 
mills and other sundry mills ride rough shod oVer the Act. exploit 
(^hild lalxuir and profit by .sweating labour. Mr. Thomas Johnstone, 
M.P. for Dundee, and Mr. Sime, the Secretary of the Textile Workers 
Union of Dundee, paid us a <'old weather visit and took great pains in 
l>ei-sonally examining the working of the Factories Act, and what did 
they find? Mr. Sime played the part of Sherlock Holmes, dressed him- 
self like an Indian and visited certain jute mills and enught children 
Wow the legal age who were allowed to work, detected many other 
flagi ant and deliberate breaches of the Act on the part of the manage- 
ment and one case was so bad that the repetition of it caused sensation 
in Dundee in the return of these two labour champions after their 
short sojourn in India. The incident was this; the manager of a jute 
mill (I won’t give the name) was prosecuted for employing certido 
children for more than six hours on a particular day. The defence 
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wK^#f contse ft denial of the fact; but it transpired from the oonfeiKsinn 
of Manager that he was instructed 'to keep two sets of hookas of 
att^dance, one for the inspection of tlm Factory Inspector and the other 
for private purposes. Mr. Sime, the energetic Union Secretary, 
procured certified copy of that confession rei'orded in a court of law 
and carried it to his home. Sir, there are many other things hap}>en> 
ing before our very eyes without let or hindrniue simply bei^ause you 
have not got enough men to go and make proj)er inspection. Regard- 
ing safety of factory lives and protection against accidents 1 am 
^ afraid Indian factories lag far behind Europe or America. Mere fenc- 
ing of machinery is not luiuh of a protei tion. There must Ih» h strong 
• propaganda backed by industrialists and Government and public opittion 
, on the lines of the National Safety (Vuncil of .\meri«‘a to preach, to 
publish and propagate the gospel of safety first ift mill area, in do<*ks 
and jetties and railway establishments. I am in close touch with jute 
mill labour and not a week passes when I do not handle ('om|)ensation 
claims and pass them on to Mr. Ijcthbridge, our Compensation Com- 
missioner, and I am struck by the urgent necessity of a strong safety- 
first propaganda among the mill and d<M'k and railway hands. That 
rf?ad case of fatality by electricution of several dock hands in King 
George’s B(M‘k hist year must bring home to the authorities and to the 
jmblic that mere fencing of machinery or putting up of “ danger 
notices ” did not help. That terrible tragedy in the Indian Jute 
Company at Serampore which killed several lives by asphyxiation, 
f.c., poisonous gas, should convince the necessity of starting a strong 
organisation of safety. Numbers of accidents in factories are increas- 
ing year after year. The numliers rei'orded by the Inspectors of 
Factories in 1924 was 2,222, an increase of r»r>2 over the previous year. 
One workshop alone, r/c., Bengal-Nagpur Railway workshop at Kharag- 
pur was responsible for d41 accidents, n:,, 15 per cent, of the whole 
of Bengal. Fatal accidents increased from fiO in 1922 to 76 in 1924. 
As a matter of fa(*t there are hundreds of accidents not re<s>rded at all 
and one of the effects of the Workmen’s Co!n|>ensHtion Act wdiicb f^ame 
into operation in 1924 is that Iietter record should b<* available. On 
the contrary small owners of faetories who still refuse to insure against 
iw^t^idents are now' obliged to save their own skins aitd to give false 
reports and thus deprive injured workmen employeil by them of 
legitimate compensation. 

Any way, prevention is better than cure and one of the liesi 
preventives would be on intensive safety propaganda by posters, 
vemacular pamphlets and lectures. I urge the Goverumeiit to take a 
lead in this matter and not leave things in the bands of the Indus* 
iriftlisiii or philanthropists. I would like the Hon*ble Mr. l^nald 
to summon a conference and establish a safety itimmittee with bimself 
or Hi« Excellency the Governor as l^csident. The kidustriaUsts would 
fftve ft |oi of money pftyeble as oompensatjon by fiuaiiciug ibis proposed 

n 
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orgAnisation. At Genera and in London I have attended many a 
safety-first conferences and lectures and have been supplied with 
hundreds of leaflets. In fact I signed a pledge that I would engage 
myself in this humanitarian work but 1 find there is no field here, 

I s]K)ke to industrial magnates who appreciate the objects but do no< 
make a move. I am willing to place my humble services at the dis- 
jKWal of any safety organisation that may l>e started. 

Before 1 sit down I would just say one word about jute mill shifts. 
It is most unfortunate that the jute mills in Bengal, nearly 85 of 
them, employing ^ lakhs of labour, work a complicated system of 
shifts giving very little chance to employees to enjoy home life or^ 
instruct their children. It i.s simply ridiculous that a mill hand works 
three or four hours at a time, go home and come hack and work again 
for three hours, go home again and work the lust shift. This is no 
good. There must be single shifts with a break for mid-day rest. 

1 was told that single shifts will throw out nearly 30, (XX) hands out 
of job in Bengal. It may be hard in the heginiug; hut things will 
settle down and those in permanent employment would earn more 
money than they are doing now. With these words 1 urge the Govern- 
ment to do its utmost to enforce the Factory Act to the letter and to 
establish a Safety-First Organisation Committee. 

iibu DEBI PROiAD KHAITAN: The only reason for which 1 lise 
to take part in this debate is that I feel that some statements made by 
my friend, Mr. K. C. Ray Chaudhuri— 

Mr. PRBtlOENT; Mr. Khaitan, there are only five minutes more 
to finish this demand. So you must In* very brief. 

BMhi DEBI PROiAO KHAITAN: As 1 was Hoying, some statements 
made by my friend, Mr. Kay Chnudhuri sliouhi itot gti unchallenged. 

I am surprised that speaking in Bengal, he s|>eaks of the “ swimting 
of labour 1 think it is well known that the jute mills of Bengal 
form the principal industry' here, and they do not work more than 54 
hours in the week, which means that even if they work the whole week, 
no man will have to work more than 9 houi-s a day. In fact, the real 
complaint of Indians is in regard to the manner in which labour 
legislation has come into operatioh and that it is premature. Though 
I fully sym[>athise that the conditions of labour should be improved 
and that something should be done to ameliorate the condition of 
labourers, but the manner in which Mr. Ray Chaudhuri has stigmatised 
induatnaliets.and the Inspectors of Factory in this matter appears to 
ho aboolutely unjustified. 

Mr. P. B. MMBBs I woal(t liW tn a.k two qoMtioni. In tke finit

TN HOfllMa Mr. da DONALDS There is little time left for reply. 
We have recently had many questions of factory inspection before us 
and they receive very careful attention. At the present moment. I 
am examining the strength of our factory staff in order to see how far 
, it is sufficient and whether it requires strengthening. We have had 
difficulties in the past, and it has not been easy to get new recruits, 
but the whole question is receiving our very serious consideration. 

I need hardly say that we realise the importance of factory insi^ection 
and the difficulties that underlie it. The question of the appointment 
of a woman Inspector will he taken along w'iih that of the strengthen- 
ing of the staff of Insf>ector8. I do not prtipose to go into the question 
of shifts. It is a difficult ([ueslion on which there is much diiT(M'en<e 
vf opinion. But I might say wdth reference to Mr. Tlay Chaudiniri’s 
remark abqpt the single shift lieing for the Wnefit of the labourer, that 
there was a strike the other day when one mill changed from multijde 
to single fdiifts. As regards the safety-first campaign, I can assure 
Mr. Kay (^haudhuri that I shall also look into it. 

Dr. H. W. B. MORBNOS May I ask the Hon ’Me Memlier whether 
he thinks that eleven Inspectors nie .sufficient for the purjw.sc of 
examining all the factories in Bengal P

I do not insist on my ainen«hnefit to reduce the grant, but I want 
to make a few suggestions in connection with the policy of the Oovern- 
ment in Civil Works.

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provided, and it appears from the details that some of these works are 
of a permanent nature, vtz,, construction of buildings, making of roads, 
etc., works which are likely to last for a number of years, works in 
which not only the present generation, but our children and grand- 
children are vitally interestecf. I would suggest that the cost of the 
execution of these works should be met not from Revenue Funds, as 
suggested in the Budget, but from a Loan Fund. These are some of 
the works referred to: Item 9 of the Civil Estimate, extension of the 
Dacca Collectorate Building, the estimate is Ra 1,75,000 and 
Its. 70,000 has been provided in the budget. Item 30, Construction 
of a quadruple raunsifi at Chandpur, Rs. 1,42,000, Rs. 1,00,000 has 
been provided in the budget. Item 109, estimate for the improvement 
(»f the Moynaguri-Dupguri rood, including construction of lower Jal- 
(Hiake Bridge and Subdivisional building, the estimate is Rs. 21,95,000, 
Its. 3 lakhs provided in the bu<bret. The question is whether this 
work which will cost about 22 lakhs of rupees should be committed, 
and whether the cost of execution of this work should be met from the 
Itevpinie Fund or not, I consider it ought to be met from the lioun 
Fund. Sir, there is a provision in the Calcutta Municipal Act, under 
wliich, the case of the construction of a new building, the cost is met* 
from the liouii Fund and the cost of maintenance and repairs, and 
establishment for the execution of thi» work is met from the lieveiiu(> 
Fund. It may l>e that we shall have to pay interest at the rate of 
() per cent, per annum, and make a contribution towarda the Sinking 
Fund for the payment of this lotui, at the rate of say 2 per cent, bul 
in that case for a Revenue exiM»nditure of Rs. 8,(KK) we shall be in a 
position to execute a work ct>sting a lakli of rupees. The question is 
whether, having regard to the fact that we have got a deficit budget, 
having regard to the sac‘red assurance that the Government was pletvsed 
to give to our c(»nstituencies at the time of tlie enactment of the Taxa- 
tion Bills that more money would lie allotted to the nation-building 
departmenta, the present policy of the Government in meeting the cost 
of these works of a permanent nature from the Revenue Fund, is n 
correct policy. 

1 simply wish to draw the s])ecial attention of the Government to 
the policy under which this budget has been prepared for their future 
guidance. 

Tilt HtnlMt Mr. DONALD: I discussed this question soma tune 
ago in connection with Police buildings, when I placed the position 
before the House, When we have balances, where is the advantage of 
borrowing money and paying heavy interest on it. We propose to 
carry out these various schemes with the money we have got. Our trouble 
is as regards recurring expenditure, and ought we to add to our recurring 
expenditure when there is money in our balances. If we spend the

Sir, I move this amendment not for the purpose of redmdng the grant 
but for the purpose of diwmssing a question of policy involved in it. ll 
will appear fi-om page 225 that Us. 1,93,500 con.sists of Us. 72,000 foi 
the inteiuiiicnt of British subje<-ts under the Defence of Imlia Act and 
the Ordinance Act and Rs. l,2i,(MK) for other charges. With regard to 
other charges, I beg to submit that the actual of the year 1924*25 was 
Ha. 32,000. Then the revised e.stimate for the currefit of{i(>ial year is 
R«. 35,000. It is propo.sed to increase it to Us. 1,21, (HK). T cdqet't to 
this increase though I admit that a sum shoubl be juovided in the budget 
for unforseeii charges but (he grant of Us. 1,21,(MH) appears to Iw ver\ 
high having regard to the fact that (tovernnient thought it tit to provide 
Rs^ 35,000 in this year’s budget and the actual expenditure of this grant 
in the year 1924<25 is R». 32, (KK). As regards the question of policy thift 
sum inciades Rs. 72,000 for the maiiitenance of Ordinance prisoners. I 
submit, Sir, for the favourable consideration of (he Ooverninent that 
political prisoners should l)e released as early as pfwsible. I admit time 
was when there was terrorism everywhere in Bengal and especially in 
Calcutta and those gentlemen who co-operated with the Governmeiii 
were threatened with murder and I was even threatened with murder 
not once but thrice. Sir, that was the time when Government might 
have been justified, but now that the time and circumstances have mater- 
ially changed ; peiK>e, law and order have been restored in Caleuita as well 
as in other parts of Bengal, the sooner these political prisoner are set at 
liberty the better. Sir, when we discussed this Ordinance Bill in this 
Conncil we were under the impression that that Act would be in force 
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9 n}y for a limited period and these political prisoners would be detained 
for a short period. But, Sir, now though about a year and a half have 
dapsed* still they have not been released. Sir, this Ordinance Act is, I 
mbniit, highly objectionable inaimuch as it takes away persons without 
:rial. 

Mr. E. VILLIERS: May I rise to a point of order, Sir? Is the 
lon’ble member relevant in referring to it? 

Mr. PRESIDENTS You will find that the demand includes 
i demand of Rh. 72, (KK) for political prisoners. He is, therefore, relevant. 

Bibu AMULYA DHONE ADDY: There is a provision for 
is. 72,000 in the budget and I submit that it should be expunged from 
t and the political prisoners released as early as possible. These persons 
lave been arrested at dead of night without giving them any opportunity 
d the right to defend themselves in an open trial or before a proper 
iourt of justice. I submit, Sir, Government have imprisoned these 
lersons simply on the report of police officers; and I submit that however 
•redible those reports may be unless they ar-e tested by cross-examination 
-hey cannot be regarded ns leigal evidence. Sir, T submit, that at the 
iresent moment there exists grave discontent in Calcutta. The citizens 
if (Calcutta regard the arrest of their supreme executive head of the 
Calcutta Corporation as an insult to them. 

Mr. PRESIDENT: I think it is not under the Ordinance Act, but 
inder Regulation III. 

Bibu AMULYA DHONE ADDY: But this refers to prisoners both 
mder the Defence of India Act as well as under the Ordinance Act. 

Mr. PRESIDENT: Does it also refer to Regulation III? 

Th# Hon’bto Sir HUGH STEPHENSON : The headings are entiraly 
vrong. Mr. Addy refers to two Acts but it should he the Criminal Ijew 
A mendment Act. The gentleman who is referred to is at present under 
he Criminal Law Amendment Act. 

SMmi AMULYA DHONE ADDY: I refer to these prisoners who 
mve been arrested under the Ordinance Act. I submit that these politi- 
cal prisoners have been arrested and kept in prison for a long time with- 
kut informing them what the charges against them are, without giving 
bem the right to defend themselves in an open court and simply on the 
aports of the police officers which cannot be regarded as legal evidence 
mieet and until they are tested by cross-examination. 
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Sir, it appears from a speech of Mr. J. N. Sea Oupta, ike Leader of 
tke Swaraj Party of this Council, delivered in 1924, that even during the 
last War, German spies had the Wnefit of open trial and had the right 
to be i-epresented by Counsel Sir, if that W the practice in England 
against even the bitterest enemies of ours— the German spies it is all the 
more reasonable that these political prisoners should be released without 
the least delay. Sir, the AVar has long terminated and those Indians 
who are the subjects of the British Crown should on no account be treated 
in this way. I would here draw the s|>ecial attention of this Council 

• to a report which has been published in to-day's paj)er '' Stiite^man " — I 
mean the report of the Indian Advisory Committee of the Independent 

• Labour Party of the British Parliament in which we have the greatest 
confidence. 


Mr. P. N. GUHA: May I rise to a i>oint of order. The report the 
h<*n’ble meml>er is referring to lias appeared in *' Knf/lijthmdfi " and not 
in the ^'Statesman (Laughter.) 


Babu AMULYA DHONE ADDY: I am sorry, Sir. However it 
says — 

It has oidy Ihmui pos^sihle to inaintuin the alien Government of India by re- 
pressive measures During the past few years. liWrly of spiHM'Ji, press, mtH'itng and 
person has l>een seriously afferte<l by Vi(‘ert*gal Ordiiiani<es and the enforeeinent 
of obsolete laws, giving extra judicial power to executive. In Heriga), a very 
large iiumlier of political norkers of high standing have arrested and de- 

ported a'itlu.ut trial, and even aithout the formulation ol any charge in a Court 
of law. 

One word more and I have done I request Government that the imliti- 
cal prisoners may l>e released as early as jKissible. 

The Honlito Sir HUGH STEPHENSON: Sir. I take it that 
Mr. Addy only wants to reduce the particular item of Its. 72,000 there- 
fore I rise to oppose it. Sir. we have debated the question of (he politi(*al 
prisoners and the Ordinance in this (Council on various orcasions and 
after the statements which I have made from time to lime. I think, 
Hr. Add)^ will not expect me to re-<ipen the debate on political pri- 
soners at this hour of the day. The only effect of this reduction will l>e 
that the political prisoners will re<*eive less money. This money re- 
presents largely the ulluw'ances of the political prisoners who are 
allowed to live in villages and the only effect of the reduction, as I have 
said, will he that less money will l>e paid to them for their expenjieK. 

Hit Hgfililt Mr. ^ DONALD: Sir, the provision includes 
R#. 80,000 for the general rt*serv*e. The money from this reserve when 
it is spent is debited to the particular head of expenditure and does not 
then therefore appear under this head. Therefore the revised muti 
neeesearily be less than the budget head. 
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Mta AMULYA DHONE AODY: After what I hare heard I with- 
draw my motion.

The HonOils Maharaja K8HAUNISH CHANDRA RAY Bahadur, 
uf Nadia; Sir, may I with your |ieniiis.%ion make a statement lM*fore the 
House regarding the Bengal Tenancy (Arnemlment) Bill, The 

Select Committee bad insinietions to submit their refM»rt in time for itn 
consideration in this session of the Council. But, Sir, on a<TouDt of 
the importance of the measure it has not l>een fonnd possible for the 
Select Committee to finish its deliberations in time for the presentation 
of their report. Thanks to Mr. Guha. the large quorum of 11 out of the 
total number of memlier*, rfr.. 19, was to some extent responsible for the 
delay. In a measure also of this kind the l 4 »gislafive Department must 
have sufficient time to draft it earefuHy. It is, however, anticipated 
that it will be possible (o publish the Bill and the Report in May, and 
present the report formally »( the opening of the duly session of tllf 
Council, up that the Bill can be taken il|i at that Musiiop, 
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The Howrah Brkigo Biil, 1926. 

The Hofl’bli Mr. 4 * DONALD: I beg to present the Report of the 
Select Cflonmittee on the Howrah Bridge Bill, 1926. I do not propose 
to make any long etatement but would offer only a few remarks. The Bill 
has been modified a great deal. The Committee have come to the conclu- 
sion that a bridge of the cheapest possible type should be constructed 
and to that end they have amended the taxation clause, clause 8. There 
is considerable difference of opinion on this partuular clause. I will 
leave it to the hon’ble members to read the various recommendations 
which are embodied in the report. This is really the most important pro- 
posal in the Bill. In view of the fact that the working of the river 
and the port will be affected by the type of the bridge that is proposed 
to be constructed, the Committee have decided that it should be entrust- 
ed to the Port Commissioners who at present maintain and look after 
the existing bridge.

•I NMlia: I move that the Calcutta Improvement (Amendment) Bill, 
11 ) 26 , as introduced in ('ouncil, l)e pasMMl. 

Dr. H. W. B. MOIIiNO: I generally oppose the principle of this 
Bill for the reason that the provisions in (he Bill for repreneniBitoD tm 
the Board are very meagre and do not allow for adequate repreBonU- 
tion of spetnal communities resident in Calcutta. I quite realisB that 
the intention of Oovemnient is merely to restore the number as in ths 
old CalcuttA Improvement Act, but I hold that Government when intro- 
during a new Bill like the Calcutta Improvement Act should have den}i 
with the whole question in a thorough manner, instead ot intioducinf 
n legislatioii of 9 piecemeal rbaracter. I would dffw fk# 
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of Government to the condition of the Anglo-Indiim com* 
i^unity most of whom are resident in 'Calcutta — I allude to the com* 
mnnity as found in Benj^ral, of whom there are over 25,000 Anglo* 
Indians in Calcutta itself. All of them — I will not make such a sweep* 
ing statement^ — most of them — pay their rates and taxes to the Calcutta 
Corporation as well as what other taxes that they may have to pay to 
Government. We find that in this Bill no provision has lieen made 
for the representation of this community on the Board of Trustees of 
the proposed Bill. In addition I may |Miiiit out that in <'arrying out 
the terms of the Calcutta Improvement Trust Act most of the poorer 
•classes of Anglo-Indians have l»een dehoused with the result that they 
have been forced to take quarters that are very uncongenial to them. 
I take it, therefore, that this Bill will, in a way, affwt the community, 
for it does not allow for their ad<M|Uute representation on the Board of 
Trustees. 

Now, Sir, examining a<'tually the provisions made in this Bill for 
representation we find that sub-clause (a) of the Calcutta Improvement 
Act, 1911, allows one representative to l)e put forward by the Cor|K>ra- 
tion, sub-idause {h) for one (Councillor ele<*ted by the constituencies 
, other than the sj>e< ial constituencies, and (c) for one jointly by tha 
Councillors appointed under clause (h) of MN’tion 5 t»f the Calcutta 
Municipal Act, 1923, and the Councillors elected by the sjawdal con* 
stituencies. So far us sub-clause (o) is cc»ncerned it is hardly likely 
that Anglo-Indians will find ivpresc’ntation on the Board of Trustees, 
be<‘ause of the fac t that they are not very largely represented on the 
Corporation. I may say that lieyoiid the chance noiiiiiiatioii of a single 
member of my c‘ommunily by Government, there is no provision made 
for Anglo-Indian repres<*ntaticui although there ai^ definite pnivisions 
made for Muhammadan representation, sc^ that with regard to sub- 
clause (ci) there could W no |M>sHibilily of any Anglo-Indian lading 
•elected by the Corporation. Then with regard to sulM-lauiM* (5), I do 
not see any hope of any Anglo-Indians l»eing represented. With regard 
to (c) provision has l)een made for sjiec’iul constituencies. I might point 
out that these spec ial constituencies are constituencies which are mainly 
European ; they are constituencies such as the Ibmgal Cbainl>er of (Tom* 
merce, the Calcutta Tardes Association and the I'ort Commissionari, 
iAlring then all these sub-cdauses together, we find that while all the 
communities will get representation the Anglo-Indian communily will 
have no hope of coming cm the Board cif I nistees. I take it that it ii 
the avowed intention of Government to protect minorities as far as 
possible and I take it also that it is the brcacd view' of Government to 
meet as far as possible the cdairns c»f minorities. Vie have here the 
Maharaja Bahadur of Nadia saying very generously that Muhamma- 
dans will find a place in the new Board of Trustees as vacanc»ie» occur, 
^ yet throughout these clauses no provision is made for Angl^Indian 
^ repreaentiliciii. I appeal to the Oovemment to consider the mtereeta 
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of irjy ooniiijunity. I am here to %^oice the feelings and sentiments of 
my (immunity and I have endeavoured to do so in season and out of 
season. I trust, therefore, that (rovernment will give some soH of 
assuram.e that the interests of my romiminiiy will not 1)6 altogether 
overlooked, Iwcause I hold tliat under the present suh-elauses there can 
he no (diame of their interests l>eing represented. I, therefore, would 
like (iovernment to eonsider most earnestly the objec tions that I have 
jmt forwaid in my speeeh. The Anglo-Indians are a large and grow* 
ing community here in Cah utta and they pay their share of rates and 
laxes as juiy other community; and such they ought to find some 
representation on the Boaid of TniNtees. I tiust, the Government will 
he convinced of tiie reasonahlenes-^ of my suggestions, and with this 
hope 1 conclude my remarks. 

Mr. F. E. JAMES: 1 tru^t (T(»vei nment will not accept the •^ngges- 
tion made hy Dr. Mcoeno. Dr. Moreno advo<*ates the claims of the 
Attglo-lndinii community in H<*ason and out of season. This happens 
to lie one of the* occ asions when he advcM ate^ the claims of his c ommunity 
(Miiirelx out of ‘^easmi. If one reacD the Uil! — and I am afraid 
Dr. Moreno has not rend the Hill -it will he found that even under the* 
proposed c imsi itutiofi there* is ample f>la( e for the representation of thc^ 
communil> u hichDj.M^ >r<*n(* reprc'senl'' in tlii> llcuise. It the mc'mhei.*' 
of that community c an j)rochn e men who are capahlo of this position 
of responsihility they have an opjioitiinily of doing so. There must l>e 
wnne limit to (hi> doc'trine of ccunmunalism in all jmhlic* bodies and 
I am suriiriv<»d to see that Dr. Moieno wl»o has fiom time to time in 
thi< Hon"** denounced coinniunali^jn should he one* of the worst com- 
munalist 1 have ever met: As a mattei of fact 1 notice that 
Dr. Mojemds commuiialism inc reases ns the fM^riod of time between now 
and the tic>xt election <lc*<‘rease.*c ; at least that has soinethiiur to do with 
it! I do feel tliat some one cuight to enter a very empliatic protest 
against this kii\d of ihinji going ot». Whenever there is proposed any 
measure invedving lepiesenlatioa of minorities in Calcutta or out of

for the Jeuish community; I shall he obliged to get up and fight for 
the Eurot)ean (*ommunity. So we shall he fighting each for our own 
minorities. I esay once again that we must put a stop, and I suggest 
that we put a "lup now, to tlii:» pernicious doctrine of communalism.
